THE NEED of some warning device at 
the Water street crossing was made 
apparent Thursday to anyone who hap- 
pened to be in that vicinity.

If one 
set of signals is not enough why not put in 
two or more independent of each other.

and refiners or their representatives. In 
every case it was shown that the planters 
urged specific duties, and the refiners and 
also Mr Caslisle urged ad valorem duties. 
The planters who wanted specific duties 
on their sugar were given ad valorem 
rates on the raw product. The refiners 
who wanted ad valorem rates on the re- 
fined sugars were given specifie rates. 

It is claimed that the ad valorem rate 
on the raw sugar works to the disadvan- 
tage of the producer in this country, 
while the specific duty on the refined 
sugar gives the refiner an absolute and 
fixed amount, but not quite what he 
would have had had the 45 per cent pro- 
position gone through.

.A Sketch of Eraintree’s Well Known Auc- 


tioneer who Died Monday. 

The OBSERVER today has the following 
sketch of the late Ebenezer F. E. Thayer, 
who is well known in this vicinity: 

Monday, May 28, another prominent and 
highly respected citizen of Braintree de 
parted this life, and the place he loved so 
well and tried to make better, shall see 
him no mcre, 

Ebenezer Fiancis E. " 
family residence, on the corner of Wash- 
ington and River streets, after a severe 
and painfal illness of only a few weeks. 

The cause of death was a complication 
of diseases, none of them chronic, superin- 
duced, chiefly, we believe, by the approach 
of old age, and the giving way of the 
physical energies under the strain of a long 
active business life. 

Struck down, somewhat suddenly, it was 
thought, at first, that Mr. Thayer would, 
through dint of his fine constitation, come 
out of his sudden sickness; buat when it 
became known that he would have to 
undergo a surgical operation his friends 
feared that this, with a man at his time of 
life, would prove a very grave matter; 
discounting his chances of recovery to a 
serious extent. 

The operation, which was the removal of 
an internal abscess, was successfully and 
skilfully performed, relieving Mr, Thayer 
and making him comfortable. So much so 
that hopes of recovery were entertained 
anew by his friends, but this fond expecta 
tion was soon destined to be disappointed, 
for a relapse befalling, death took place 
at noon, of the day already mentioned. 

Mr. Thayer was born in Braintree, June 
15, 1815, and was the sen of Ebenezer F. and

Clean in his habits, himself, he liked 
what was clean, and manly in 
others, and everything else round about 
him. And not finding this, he being of a 
humorous turn of mind, would not be slow 
to show his displeasure and tell of it, but 
in such a way that nobody, even the objects 
of his displeasure, could not feel offended. 

He was of one of our historic families . 
dating away back to the incorporation of 
the town in 1640. He was proud of his 
ancestors and English descent. 

In 1839 Mr. Thayer married Sarah 
Strong Storrs Arnold, daughter of Ralph 
and Mary (Allen) Arnold. 

Tifre were no children born of the mar- 
riage, but there never was a couple in 
Braintree, or anywhere else, that enjoyed 
more domestic felicity than did this same 
man and wife. Their adopted daughter 
Miss Wright died a few years ago and they 
mourned their loss as if she had been their 
own born child.

LACONIA’S BIG BLAZE 


The Car Works and Iron Foundry 
Nearly Destroyed. 


THE LOSS WILL REACH $100,000. 


Over 150 Workmen Thrown 
Out of Employment. 


Laconia, N. E., June 4—A fire that 
broke out at 3o’clock yesterday morning 
at the Laconia car works destroyed over 
§100,000 worth of property. Thecar co n- 
pany’s loss includes three large buildings 
in the passeuger car department, their en- 

tire malleable iron foundry plant, with 
patterns, etc.; also two small dwelling 
houses. 

Considerable damage was done to a 
large tenement building aud other shops, 
and several passenger coaches and elec- 
tric street cars in the process of construc- 
tion and nearly completed were burned. 

General Manager Pearley Putnam esti- 
mates the value of the property destroyed 
at $75,000, on which was an insurance of 
$49,500. A lurge refrigerator building and 
Office, owned by the Swift Beef company, 
is atotal loss, with contents valued at 
$10,000 and insured for $5500 

A three-story tenement, owned by Or- 
ville A. Atkiuson of Boston, is also a 
total loss; value estimated at $4500; in- 
sured for about $3000 in Massachusetts.

NEAL DOW HONORED. 


Opening of the International Temper- 
ance Congress at Staten Island. 


DISTINGUISHED MEN PRESENT. 


What Maine’s Apostle Had to 
Say on Temperance. 


New York, June 4.—The international 
temperance congress convened today in 
the big tabernacle in Prohibition park, 
Btaten Island. Most of the delegates are 
here, and several preliminary meetings 
were held yesterday. 

At the préncipal meeting yesterday, 
General Neal Dow of Maine was the most 
conspicuous figure. The venerable 
apostle of temperance sat in the center of 
the platform in a big rocking chair, 
which was covered with roses. Especial 
honors were paid General Dow, because 
the gathering delegates were celebrating 
the 43d anniversary of the signing of the 
first prohibition law in Maine. 


GENERAL NEAL DOW. 


General Wager Swayne of this city 
presided at the meeting. Father Murphy 
of Montreal offered the opening prayer. 
Joseph Cook of Boston was the principal 
speaker. His address was a review of 

“Sixty years of temperance agitation; 
what it has accomplished.” He paida 
high tribute to the work by General Neal 
Dow in the campaigns for prohibition in 
Maine. 

Rey. B. B. Tyler, D. D., of New York, 
then read and formally presented to the 
meeting an address to General Dow, 
which had been prepared by the follow- 
ing committee: B. B. Tyler, D. D., 
James Buckley, D. D.,of New York, D. 
M. Mam, M. D., Mary A. Woodbridge of 
Chicago, A. J. Kynett, D. D., of Philadel- 
phia, Mary A. Livermore of Boston, Rev, 
Father Nyland of Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
Dr. Oron Hyatekah of Canada, Rev. J. C. 
Fernald of New York and Ballington 
Booth of the Salvation Army. It was 
signed by about 700 prohibitionists, 

General Dow's Remarks, 

General Dow accepted the address in a 
very clear, distinct and silvery voice, and 
said: “It will not be expected that I 
should reply tothis address or to the 
many admirable things said about my- 
self. It would be a very difficult thing to 
do so, becausg I donot feel that I have 
done anything to entitle me toso much 
honor. I have no words to present my ap- 
preciation.” 

He told of the effect of prohibition in 
Maine, and of the good work being done 
to secure universal prohibition. 

“In that State,”’ he said, ‘tan entire gen- 
eration has grown up without having 
seen a grog shop or known the taste of 
rum. In three-quarters of our territory 
the rum traffic is unknown.” 

Among the prominent persons who oo 
cupied seats on the platform were Gov- 
ernor Tillman of South Carolina, E. S 
Marvin of Rochester, Dr. A. A. Miner of 
Boston, Mrs. Jusan M. Fessenden of the 
W.C. T. U., Volney B. Bushing of Ban- 
gor, Me, S. H. Hilliard of Boston and 
Mrs. Ellen J. Finney of Cleveland.

BALTIMORE, June 4 —George Hill, 49 
years of age, a furniture maker of Phila- 
delphia, came here yesterday and at- 
tempted to kill his wife Rachel and their 
youngest son. Hill called to see his wife 
and shot her four times in the head, neck 
and wrist.

Hill and his 
wife, both from Carroll county, had been 
married about 20 years, but for some 
months had been separated, he accusing 
her of unfaithfulness, and she refusing to 
live with him.

THE SUGAR SCHEDULE 


To Monopolize the Attention of the 
Senate This Weck. 


EVENING SESSIONS PROBABLE. 


State Bank Question to Be 
Pushed In the House. 


WasHINGTon. June ¢—The sugar 
schedule will again this week b= the cen- 
tral point around which the proceedings 
in the senate will devolve. 

Among numerous senators who were 
eked fort their opinion as to when the de- 
bate on this schedule would cease, not 
ope would attempt to fix a definite time. 
The discussion has already proceeded for 
three days, which is the utmost time the 
Democratic senators would admit before 
the debate was begun, would be neces- 
sary orallowed toit. Some think it will 
be possible to reach a verdict tomorrow, 
while others assert that there are con- 
tingencies which may postpone the dis 
position @f the schedule until the latter 
part of the week. 

The Plan of Campaign. 

Among other lines of policy which 
have been conversed among the oppo- 
nents of the bill. is that of allowing the 
sugar schedule to be accepted as amenidled 
by the committee on finance, without tak- 
ing any vote on the schedule in commit- 
tee of the whole, the object being that the 
opponents of the bill shall not be forced 
toshow their hands at thistime, and 
especially that they may refrain from ex- 
hibiting their superior strength among 
Democratic and Populist senators. 

Senator Harris adberes to his determina- 
tion to ask the senate to prolong ils daily 
sessions into the evening. Some of the 
Republican senators have taken bis no- 
tice to mean that he willask the senate 
tosit until the sugar schedule shall be 
disposed of, but conversation with him 
and with other Democratic senators in- 
dicates that his purpose is hardly so defi- 
nite, but indicates that the iutentiou is 
to press as near to the goal asit may be 
possible to do. They say that the spreches 
of the past few days indicated that the 
sugar subject is one prolific of talk, and 
that they want to give opportunity to dis- 
pose ofas much of the talk as possivle 
within reasonable hours. 

The House Program, 

The outlook forthe week in the house of 
representatives is so much in doubt that 
a Democratic caucus may be necessary to 
agree on 4 plan of action. 

The state bank question has been de- 
bated until the leaders are anxious fora 
vote. 

As the state bank principle was incor- 
porated in the Democratic platform, the

HAWAIIAN MATTERS. 


What President Dole Has to Say on the 
Annexation Policy. 

San Francisco, June 4—Walter G. 
Smith, formerly editor of the Hawaliao 
Star, sends from Honolulu a copy of the 
following self-explanatory letter received 
by him from President Dole, dated Hono- 
lulu, May 25: ; 

My Dear Sir:—Your letter enclosing 
communication of Mr. Humphrey, secre- 
tary of the National Republican League 
of the United States, which suggests that 
some political organization and the pro- 
visional government should delegate you 
to speak for Hawaii and the policy of 
annexation before the league convention 
soon to be held in Denver, has waited too 
long for an answer. 

While I agree with you that it would 
be unwise for the provisional government 
or the political organizations which sup- 
port it to become identified with any 
political party in the United States, 
when all contain friends and advocates 
of the annexation policy, I feel that it 
would be no easy matter to find one who 
could represent the cause of Hawaii 
before the convention with more elo- 
quence and enthusiasm than yourself. 

Our request for political union with 
the United States is to the whole Ameri- 
can people, and it is not for us to encour 
age any tendency that may exist to make 
a party matter of that. With America, it 
ig an America n question, and many of 
the best mindsin all parts are fully en- 
listed in its favor, not to speak of the 
great public sentiment which is rapidly 
mastering the situation, 


HELD IN CHECK, 


Indiana State Troops Now Hold the 
Upper Hand Over the Miners, 

WASHINGTON, Ind., June 4.—State troops 
marched into Clark's Station yesterday,500 
strong, with a gatling gun, to find that 
only about 50 miners had stayed to face 
the music. The militia was drawn up in 
line along the edge of the woods, and the 
sheriff read the warrant against the 
miners for riotous conspiracy, and put 
three of the leaders under arrest, placing 
them in jail. 

As soon as the troops were in line the 
railroad men at once repaired the track 
and the loaded cars were taken on west. 
The miners who were reported en route to 
Clark’s Station did not materialize, 
neither had they collected atany point 
along the Baltimore and Ohio and South- 
western. The certainty that the officers 
intended to force the law seemed to quell 
the rebellious feeling among the men. 

The miners say that as soon as the 
troops are withdrawn, they will again 
stop all coal cars, but anticipating all 
this, two companies will be stationed at 
Clark’s until all fear of trouble is passed. 
Everything in this city is now quiet, and 
there is a general feeling of relief among 
all classes. 


Nohnece Isiand the Prize, 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 4.—Johnson Isl- 
and, the prize for which the provisional 
government and England are striving in 
an ocean race between the steamer Illand 
and H. M. S. Champion, has been the 
subject of considerable discussion in the 
past two years. The island was discov- 
ered in 1820 by H. M. S. Cornwallis, and 
named after the captainof that ship. It 
was examined in 1859 by Lieutenant 
Brooke of the United States schooner 
Fenimore Cooper. It is situated 16.44 
north, 169.30 west, and is described as 
being a lagoon island, 


Organized Seamen, 

Boston, June 4.—Every organized sea- 
man who has landed at this port within 
the past month has affixed his signature 
toa lengthy petition to congress, asking 
that the four amendments to the marine 
laws be adoptcd as proposed by Repre- 
sentative Maguire of California. The pe- 
tition will be forwarded to Washington 
in a few days. The proposed changes are 
embodied in the Maguire bills now pend- 
ing. The petition claims that the condi- 
tion of seamen on United States vessels is 
below that of the seamen belonging to 
other countries. 


Fun Resulted Fatally. 

SHEPPARDSVILLE, Ky., June 4 — Ed. 
Hortz and Tom Hart were killed near 
hear Friday afternoon by the carlessness 
of Lee Kckert, a companion with whom 
they had been playing. The three boys 
wenttoa high bluff and rolled large 
rocks into the valley below. After a while 
Hortz and Hart went below to view the 
damage done by the rolling rocks. While 
they were in the valley Eckert pried off a 
large rock, which went down with a 
tremendous crash, crushing the two boys 
to death.

On the death of the testa'rix’s husband, 
William Amory, Jr, she gives her estate 
in Braintree, known as ‘“‘Seven Ou.ks,’’ to 
Francis I. Amory, Sigourney Butler and 
one other chosen by them in trust as a tem- 
porary home for poor women and their 
young children and for invalid women, 
both young and old, the said home to be 
under the supervision and control of the 
Sisters of St. Margaret, a Protestant, 
Episcopal charitable and religious society 
in Boston, and to be conducted by them 
in accordance with the broadest principles 
of Christian charity, the poor, the sick and 
the weary of any Christian denomination 
finding a temporary resting place there, it 
being my express desire that no beneficiary 
or applicants hall be preferred to another 
because of her religious belief, and, fur- 
thermore, that, although this is to be a 
home essentially for females, yet young 
boys shall not be preluded from coming 
with their mothers.” 

In the event of the death of her husband 
before her, the testatrix also bequeathes 
all the rest of her real property for the 
benefit of tbe above-named temporary 
home, and further, if she survived her 
husband, after paying certain legacies, all 
the rest and residue of her personal proper- 
ty will also go for the benefit of the said 
home. 

The testatrix suggests in her will that 
the home be called ‘* St. Margaret’s,’’ and 
she says she wishes the sisters to occupy it 
asa home, school or hospital, but chiefly 
as a summer home, ‘‘s0 as to offer to the 
mothers avd young children of the de- 
serving poor a few weeks’ respite from their 
cares, and an opportunity to enjoy the 
bathing and fresh airof the country and 
derive benefit therefrom; to young girls a 
temporary home, and, if possible, in- 
struction in their several vocations; to con- 
valescents from the hospitals and else- 
where, rest before resuming their regular 
occupations; to invalids, care and nursing, 
which in their poor homes they cannot 
have; to teachers, working women and 
nurses for the sick, rest and change from 
their vocations ;{to a!] an opportunity to see 
aod appreciate the self-sacrificing lives of 
the sisters, so that each may adopt a 
higher standard of right and duty.” 

In the codicil to her will, executed at 
Paget, in Bermuda, Feb. 28, 1894, she be- 
queathes all her right, title and interest in 
the real estate at 111 West Fifty-seventh 
street, New York City, to the trustees of 
the following named hospitals, and she di- 
rects the executors of her will to sell the 
said property within two years and, after 
paying taxes and costs, to divide the net 
proceeds equally between the Massachu- 
setts General Hospital in Boston, the City

THE TEMPERANCE CONGRESS. 


Dr. Miner Scores the Republican Party, 
Dr. Wakeman Creates a Commotion, 
PROHIBITION PARK, N. Y., June 6.—The 

closing session of the international tem- 

Perance congress here was marked by 

some lively scenes. 

Rey. Dr. A. A. Miner of Boston charged 
the Republicin party with repelling a 
prohibitory law in Massachusetts, and ac- 
credited the Neal Dow prohibitory law in 
Maine to the Democrats. 

Mrs. Bryant, a delegate, said there was 
no Republican party in Maine when the 
probibitory laws were made. 

Dr. Miner also said that the press of 
both parties are in league with iniquity 
and are paid forit. He denied that Gov- 
ernor Tillman had captured the conven- 
tion for South Carolina dispensary laws, 
and when he asked how many favored it, 
only seven of the 2000 people present arose. 

Rev. T. B. Wakeman of New York city 
followed Dr. Miner. The prohibition 
theory, the speaker said, could not suc- 
ceed, because it was wholly erratic in 
nature. 

“You have not succeeded in Kansas, 
Iowa or Maine, and you cannot succeed 
under your present system. You must 
change from theocracy to scientific com- 
mon sense. Your prohibition arguments 
are in direct opposition to our republican 
form of government. Yesterday you 
worshipped Governor Tillman when he 
acdressed you, and today you repudiate 
him. This shows you are flexbile, and 
gives me hope that in time you may 
change about in your views, and come to 
a sensible view of the late question.” 

During his address, Dr. Wakeman was 
several times interrupted by cries of dis- 
approval and contradiction, and when he 
finished a number of delegates jumped to 
their feet to answer. 

Chairman Baker, however, forbade dis- 
cussions, until the set program had been 
finished. A number of delegates then 
again took the floorand denounced the 
chairman as an autocrat. 

The committee appointed to consider 
the advisability of organizing a national 
temperance board reported that such 
boards should be established in the 
United States and Canada, the members 
to be composed of the first two officers of 
each general temperance organization. . 

The congress then came to a close.

WasHINGTON, June 7.—The senate sat 
antil 7 o’clock last evening, disposing of 
the tobacco schedule and one paragraph 
of the agricultura! schedule. 

The finance committee sprang a com- 
plete surprise on the senate in a proposal 
to back to the house rates on stemmed 
and unstemmed leaf wrapper tobacco, 
but the amendment was so unexpected 
that it was finally agreed to adoptit pro 
forma and relegate the determination of 
the rates in this paragraph to the senate 
when the bi]] was reported from the com- 
mittee of the whole. 

The house bill made leaf wrapper to 
bacco dutiable at $1 a pound if unstemmed 
and $1.25 per pound if stemmed. The 
“eompromise’’ amendment increased 
these rates to $1.50 and $2.25, respectively. 

Some time was spent discussing the pro- 
posed reductions on live stock, but these 
were agreed to. The paragraph contain- 
ing the reciprocity clause with reference 
to wheat, rye, corn, flour and other bread- 
stuffsexcited much debate, but was not 
disposed of when the senate adjourned. 

The Outlook For the Tariff Bill. 

Thesugar schedule being the pivotal 
point of the tariff bill, and the Democrats 
having preserved their lines on that 
schedule, the passage of the measure is 
now assured. It is expected, therefore, to 
go through the senate in the form decided 
upon by the managers without much de- 
lay. This fact is now freely admitted by 
the Republicans, and with all hopes of 
defeating the bill dissipated, the incen- 
tive for opposition is removed, and itis 
probable its future progress will not be 
impeded by dilatory methods. 

There will be considerable contention 
over the cotton and woolen schedules 
and the sections relating to the income 
tax, but the remainder of the bill is likely 
tobe completed within the coming two 
weeks.

Editorial] Comment, 


SHoutp Quincy have a high tax rate 
this year? A year when it will be difficult, 
if not impossible, for a great many to pay 
the assessments. Some say the taxpayers 
should take the medicine, but the LEDGER 
believes in a homceopathic dose this time. 
It is not necessary to reduce the city debt 
this year $89,730. The LEDGER has al- 
ready pointed out that the payment of this 
debt increases the tax rate from $5 to $6 
over what it would be for current expenses 
= |only. We may be excused for harping on 
this question, if some so regard it, because 
we are working for the best interests of the 
city. A high tax rate will not only be 
burdensome, but it will give Quincy a bad 
name. It will stop building, stop the 
growth of the city and drive out rich men 
and personal property. Let us show by 
figures the increases, and what the tax 
rate of 1894 may be:

The figures for 1894 are liable to slight 
changes in some item but are practically 
correct, The first item is the amount 
proposed in the taxation order now in the 
City Council, of which we will comment 
later. The second, third, fourth and fifth 
have been determined. The county tax 
has been apportioned and the amount 
given will be increased or decreased as the 
numbers of polls decrease or increase, 
but only a few hundred dollars at the 
most, The State tax is given at last 
year’s figures and may be reduced about 

3,000.

26, which on the valuation of 1893 would 
make the tax rate $18.42. Under most 
favorable circumstances,--a reduction to 
$300,000 in theamount to raise, and an 
increase of a million dollars in valuation— 
the tax rate will be $17.28. 

A million dollars is probably a large 
estimate for increase in valuation, with 
the stagnation of business, the loss of 
$150,000 in personal property through the 
removal of Charles F. Adams, and the 
loss of $100,000 in taxable property taken 
for playgrounds, High school, hose house 
and the Blue Hills reservation. 

How would we reduce the tax rate? By 
borrowing for part of the current expenses, 
or by extending some of the maturing debt. 
Every $17,000 borrowed or extended would 
reduce the tax rate $1. Are the Council- 
men prepared for the question?

CITY PHYSICIAN CRITICISED. 


He and Or. Young of Board of Health 
Don’t Agree, 


The smal! pox case at Houghs Neck has 
caused a great deal of talk and the air is 
full of ramors as to what has been done, 
who has been sick and the like. 

To get at the true inwardness of the case 
Dr. C. O. Young of the Board of Health 
was seen and his story of the affair is as 
follows: 

During the latter part of April George 
Petterson was at work tearipg apart an old 
vessel, May 10 he was taken sick, but 
consulted no physician, and in the course 
of time got well. Two weeks later, about 
May 26, Frank Perry was also taken sick, 
He had no physician but got well. 

About three weeks ago Mrs. Perry was 
taken sick and she called Dr. Welch, who 
pronounced the case as chicken pox, 
although the Board of Health are con- 
vinced that she had varioloid and they also 
believe that the other two had the same 
disease. 

‘The regulations of the Board of Health 
this year are that cases of chicken pox 
should be reported, but for some reason 
this case was not. 

Last week James W. Alexander was 
taken sick, and Thursday or Friday Dr. 
Welch was called. Saturday Dr. Gordon 
was called in consultation, and as they 
were undecided, they decided to wait 12 
hours for the case to develope. Sunday it 
was decided that it was a genuine case of 
small pox and was so reported. 

Since that time the Board of Health have 
acted promptly, and, as has already been 
noted, quarantined the sick man and with 
him Mr. and Mrs, Perry and Mrs. Hattie 
Connors, the parties who have been ex- 
posed, and an officer has been placed on 
duty at the house, 

In regard to Petterson’s being about 
Quincy, Dr. Young says that it is eight 
weeks since he was sick, and there is no 
danger. 

Nearly everybody at Houghs Neck has 
been vaccinated, and the people quaran- 
tined will be moved as soon as the pest 
house is completed. 


Dr. Welch Interviewed. 


City Physician Welch is surprised at the 
rumors and the statement of the Board of 
Health. He says he was called to the 
Alexander case Saturday at 5 Pp. M., and 
immediately pronounced it small pox and 
so reported to Mayor Hodges before 9 P. M. 
He was told on his way to the Neck the 
first time that it was a case of German 
measles, but the smallpox case of two 
years ago had acquainted him with the 
disease and he instantly told Alexander 
that he was sorry it was not German 
measles, as he had the small pox. Alexander 
could not believe it, and wanted another 
physician called. Dr. Gordon went down 
and was in doubt, saying he had seen 
chicken pox cases as bad as that. Action 
was deferred until the next day, and still 
Dr. Gordon was in doubt, but Dr, Welch 
had no doubt and so reported to Chairman 
Curtis of the Board of Health. Dr. Welch 
secured a Boston physician to take the 
case and has had nothing to do with the 
case since. 


Dr. Gordon Interviewed. 


Dr. Gordon says he had very little doubt 
Saturday evening that it was a case of 
small pox, although at that stage it was 
impossible to tell a bad case of chicken pox 
from a mild case of small pox. Sunday he 
had no doubts as to its being small pox. 
He did not know what the authorities were 
doing, and was not prepared to express an 
opinion as to whether more people should 
be quarantined. He said, however, that a 
person ten feet from the building would 
not be exposed. 


THE CASE IN BROCKTON. 


The City Seems to Have a Greater Fear 
Than Quincy. 

Tne Brockton Enterprise had a scare 
head article of over a column yesterday, 
and the city appears to be excited over 
small pox. It seems that quite a number 
of Brocktonians have been exposed more 
or less to the disease by having had con- 
tact with Mr, Alexander at Houghs Neck, 
or his surroundings very recently, and for 
a couple of days the health officers have 
been exceedingly busy to ascertain the 
names and addresses of the exposed per- 
sons. 

Asa result of their investigations there 
was a meeting of the Brockton board of 
health and city officials Tuesday evening, 
and decisive and stringent steps were taken 
in the matter. It is figured that about 40 
Brocktonians have been exposed to the 
small pox from Alexander, and by order 
of the authorities all these will be vac- 
cinated by the city physician. In addition 
to this seven families have been quaran- 
tined in four different houses. 

The Enterprise adds: ‘‘ This action was 
advised by Dr. J. C. McCullom, the emi- 
nent Boston physician retained by the city 
Dr. McCullom 
communicated with Mayor Whipple Tues- 
day evening, stating that Alexander, whom 
he had visited during the afternoon was 
suffering with smallpox of the most yirn- 


lent type. He advised the vaccination of 
forty or fifty persons who have been ex- 
posed, and the placing in quarantine of 
the following: George E. Gitford and 
family of six persons; Mrs. Effie Perley 
and three children, and Mr. and Mrs. Hi- 
ram Allen and child, all of 381 Centre 
street; Walter Braley and family of seven 
persons of Sylvester court; and George H. 
Gifford and family of eight persons, and 
Thomas Austin and family of four persons 
of Sherman street. 

“Tt is claimed that Walter Braley slept 
in the same room with Alexander last 
Wednesday, and that George H. Gifford 
and Thomas Austin slept in the bed occu- 
pied by Alexander last~Saturday nigh’. 
The quarantined families have been in con, 
tact with these. As the heads of these 
families are dependent on their daily toil 
for support, the quarantine will prove a 
great hardship to them. Guards will be 
placed over the houses, and the inmates 
will not be allowed to commnnicate with 
persons on the outside until such time as 
the authorities deem prudent. 


MORE PRECAUTIONS, 


Are the Quincy Authorities Doing All 
they Should. 

In view of what is being done in Brock- 
ton. the thought arises, have the Quincy 
authorities quarantined as many as they 
should ? 

People are surprised to see Mr, Peter- 
son and others of the neighborhood, and 
people who have been in the building, at 
large. Going about the Quincy stores and 
in the cars. 

The authorities have done prompt work 
in some directions, but the universa 
opinion is that more precautions should be 
taken, and more persons quarantined.

THE BENNINGTON TAKES A HAND 


In Protecting American Citi- 
zens and Their Property. 


New York, June 7.—The Herald’s La 
Libertad dispatch says: General Gutier- 
rez has been proclaimed president of 
the republic of Salvador, after a night 
and day of excitement, in which the 
forces from the warship Bennington 
played a prominent part. 

The American consulate was a harbor 
of refuge for crowds of women and 
children, who sought the protection 
guaranteed by the United States. 

All of the government officials fled 
last night, giving the town in charge 
of Lieutenant Coffin of the United States 
navy, who, at the head of asmall force, 
had been sent ashore by Commander 
Thomas during the day to protect the 
consulate and American interests, 

The Rebels In Charge. 

The barracks had been deserted, aban- 
doning 300 rifles, 400,000 rounds of ammu- 
nition and two cannon to the rebels. Gen- 
eral Colocho, at the head of 500 men, ar- 
rived and took charge of the town. He 
looted the barracks, shelled the woods at 
the west of the town and then all was 
quiet, and the Bennington’s men with- 
drew to their ship. 

Another force of 150 men arrived, and it 
was reported that a body of 2000 rebels was 
following. ‘The soldiers that had already 
entered the town after looting the bar- 
racks, turned their attention to houses, 
and had pillaged mauy when the Ameri- 
can sailors landed again and stopped 
them. 1s Sa

THE UNION PACIFIC. 


What the Dutch Representative Has to 
Say on Reorganization. 


New York, June 7.—A. A. H. Boisse- 
vain, the representative of the Dutch 
bond stockholders of the Union Pacific 
railway and auxiliary lines, and an active 
member of the reorganization committee, 
sailed for Europe this morning. Mr. 
Boissevain made the following statement 
yesterday: 

“Itis my opinion that the system can 
be reorganized upon a safe basis, and 
with justice to all security holders, pro- 
vided the claims of the United States can 
besettled substautially upon the follow- 
ing terms: 

First —The delivery to the United 
States of 100 year bonds, Bearing interest 
attherate of 2per cent per anno, for 
the entire amount of the debt, including 
both principal and interest, computed to 
maturity, such bonds to be secured by a 
mortgage on the main lineand Kansas 
Pacific division of the Cuion Pacific rail- 
way; including the Omaha bridge and 
the terminalis as a sinking fund, to be 
provided for the redemption of the entire 
issne within 100 years by annual pay- 
ments after the year 1905. This would 
create a charge of $1,400.000 per annum 
for Interest until 1905, and thereafter the 
annual charge would be $1,150,000 for in- 
terest and sinking fund combined. 

Second—The securities now held by the 
United States in the sinking fund under 
the Thurman act, to be applied to the re- 
demption of underlying first mortgage 
bonds, and the balance of the underly- 
ing bonds, amounting to about #$20,00v,- 
000, to be extended or renewed at arate 
of interest not exceeding 5 per cent, a 
sinking fund being provided for the re- 
demption of those bonds. 


Nursery Men's Meeting. 

NIAGARA Fattis, N. Y., June 7.—Sev- 
enty-five members of the Association of 
the American Nursery were present at 
the Cataract House, when the 19th an- 
nual convention was called to order. The 
report of the treasurer shows a handsome 
balance inthe treasury.

vice president, Hon. N. H. Aldburgh of 
Todmor, O.; treasurer, N. A. Whitney of 
Franklin Grove, Ills.; secretary, George 
Z. Sager of KR ochester, N. Y. 


May Start a Rival Board. 

CuHicaGo, June 7.—The elevator men 
bave declared war on the board of trade 
because of the recent adoption of an 
amendment prohibiting regular elevator 
owners from trading in grain on change. 
A manifesto hus been issued, signed by 
the Armour and other big firms, an- 
nouncing that they refuse to submit. The 
warehouse men will deal in grain with 
producers, consumers aud investors, and 
the system of grain dealing will be 
changed. There is talk among the ele 
vator people of starting a rival board to 
crush out the present one.

CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., June 7.—The 
deputiesarein camp at Gillette.

Hon. Hoke Smith, 
who delivered the oration of the day, was 
givena hearty welcome, aud his remarks 
were warmly applauded. In the course 
of his speech Secretary Smith said that he 
believed the turiff bill would become a 
law by July 1. The degree of LLD. was 
conferred ou Secretary Smith. 


New Presbyterian League Proposed, 

New York, June 7.—It is intended to 
form within the membership of the Pres- 
byterian churches of New York and its 
vicinity a league of workers, who, while 
defending no individuals, will insist on 
the maintenance of liberty within con- 
stitutional limits in the church. The 
league expects to heal differences instead 
of dividing the church, and make it 
possible for all to remain in common 
loyalty to the church. 


Strikers Block Coal Trains, 

WHEELING, June 7.—Five coal trains on 
the Baltimore and Oh.a road were stopped 
by strikers west of Bellair, and the 
tracks blocked. The sheriff has gone to 
the scene, but as he has no deputies will 
not be able to accomplish much.

Ex-Congressman Sumner Protests 
Against Refunding Its Debt. 


HE MAKES SARCASTIC ALLUSIONS. 


Representative Geary In Favor 
of a Foreclosure. 


Wasntxcton, June 8—The house com- 
wittee on the Pacific railroads gave a 
hearing yesterday to the Califorians who 
are opposed to refunding the debt of the 
Central Pacific. 

Ex-Congressman Charles G Sumner 
said that he protested for the people of 
California against any funding scheme 
which would perpetuate the present 
Management, one which had brought de- 
plorable moral, political and financial 
calamity upon that state. He went into 
an exhaustive history of the road, de 
clared that its cost had not exceeded #39,- 
000,000, and that he thought it could be 
shown to have been about 15,000,000. 
Stanford, Huntington, Hopkins and 
Crocker had not been worth $400,000 all 
told in 1861, and in 1809, when the road 
was finished, they were worth $10,000,000 
each. 

Crocker has resigned from the director- 
ateto make construction contracts with 
the others. For 500 miles over the plains 
the road, exclusive of materials, had not 
costasmuch as the average turnpike. 
Eighty per cent of.the enormous divi- 
dends had gone into the pockets of Stan- 
ford, Crocker, Hopkins and Huntington. 
Mr. Sumner explained the California law 
which made stockholders responsible for 
debts of a corporation. 

Representative Maguire explained that 
the statute of limitations of California 
did not apply to the government. 

Representative Boatner of Louisiana 
repeated a statement made to him re- 
cently by President Hunotington that he 
(Huntington) had never held more than 
four or 10 shures of Central Pacific stock, 
his stock being in the finance and con- 
struction company. 

Sumner’s Suggestion. 

Mr. Sumner held that it was not neces- 
sary for the government to take control 
of the property, suggesting that the road 
might be turned over to the holders of 
the firstanortgage. It was probably true, 
jhe admitted, as President Huntington 
had said, that the present traffic rates 
could not befreduced without impairing 
the value of the property, since it bad to

| Incidentally Mr. Sumner charged that the 
Centra! Pacific had corrupted judges and

Representative Geary of California said 
he could not subscribe to the charges 
that the judiciary of California was de- 
bauched, and spoke briefly in favor ofa 
| foreclosure of the mortgage by the gov- 
}ernment. Hopkins and Crocker had been 
| long dead, he said, and it was a question 
|whetherthe government could recover 
anything from their estates.

Mileage, Rapid Transit and Other Legis- 
lative Matters In the Senate. 

Boston, June 8.—In the senate, the com- 
mittee on railroads reported that the bill 
in relation to the increase of the capital 
stock and bonds of railroad corporations 
ought to pass. A supplementary bill, 
which came up for enactment, was laid 
on the table. 

The report of the joint special commit- 
tee on transit, leave to withdraw, on the 
petition for authority to build, equip and 
operate an elevated railroad in Boston, 
was placed in theorders of the day for 
Monday. 

The bill providing that unless agreed to 
by landowners on both sides, barbed wire 
shall not be used on line fences, was re- 
ferred to the next general court. 

The senate substituted for the inter- 
changeable mileage ticket billa resolve 
referring the matter tothe railroad com- 
missioners. 

The bill relative to contagious diseases 
among cattle and for repainting the state 
house, was engrossed.

The house debated all the afternoon

The New Building Completed and Patient 
Installed therein. 

The pest house is completed, and before 
this reaches the public the patient with 
those who have been quarantined with 
him, will have been removed from Houghs 
Neck, and the people there will breathe 
more freely. 

The pest house is situated east of the 
almshouse, near where the one destroyed 
by fire was situated. It is a one-story 
building, 23x24 and is made after the style 
of beach houses, without any plastering. 
The building is divided into four rooms, 
which can be used as three sleeping rooms 
and a kitchen. 

Ever since the building was completed 
an Officer has had a roaring fire to get the 
house dry, so that at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing, when the parties were removed, it was 
in good condition. 

The Brockton Enterprise says, ‘‘Accord- 
ing to Mrs. Conner, his sister, Alexander 
bas never been vaccinated.

This is done solely to allay the 
fears of those who think some of the sus- 
pects may walk abroad during the absence 
of the guard. 

In every way they can think of, the 
Board of Health is protecting the public 
health, and in order to get additional in- 
formation Secretary Cary went to Spring- 
field Thursday, where there is one or more 
cases, to learn what course 
by the authorities of that city.”

A SUCCESSFUL TRIAL. 


|The New Cruiser Minneapolis an 


Honor to the Navy. 


COMPARED WITH THE COLUMBIA 


She Shows a Better Average 
of Speed and Power. 


PHILADELPHIA, June8.—The pew United 
States cruiser Minneapolis returned at 6 
o’clock last night from her preliminary, 
or builders’ trial trip. 

The big cruiser acquitted herself most 
creditably, proving berself the equal, if 
not the superior, of hersister ship, the 
Columbia. While it is true that the Min- 
neapolis did not equal the record of 22:87 
knots an hour made by the Columbia o»1 
her official trip, she did better than her 
sister ship did on the preliminary trip of 
the latter, the speed of the Minneapolis 
being 21:75 knots, while that of the Co- 
lumbia was but 20:98, 

This was accomplished in spite of the 
fact that the new ship had to burn 
anthracite coal, which is regarded asa 
handicap. As a result of this trial it is 
freely predicted thatthe Minneapolis will 
make at least 23 knots on her official trip. 

Early in the morning, anchor was 
weighed, and the Minneapolis steamed 
out to sea the from Delaware Breakwater, 
a distance of about 50 miles. Then she 
turned, and at 10 o'clock started back 
again. Now she was under forced 
draught, and the cinders were flying 
from her funnels like hail. 

Her Trial a Success, 

The shafts were whirling round at the 
rate of 136 revolutions per minute, and 
the screws were churning the blue water 
into buttermilk. Picking up her heels, 
the vessel flew along inthe face of a 
spanking breeze, that flung the spray in 


| showers clear over the bridge. 


On she sped, like a frightened deer, 


| while the guests on board watched the 
| logs, watch in hand, to see what she was 


doing. When Cape Henlopen was 
reached, Captain Sargent said the Minne- 
apolis had made 21:25knots an hour. She 
had done this, he added, in water the 
mean depth of which is 16 fathoms, and 
can do better in deeper water. 

The record made by the Columbia on 
her preliminary trial was 20:08 knots, so 
that the Minneapolis had beaten it by 
about three-quarters of a knot, and still 
has something up her sleeve. In _horse- 
power, too, she excels the Columbia, hav- 
ing developed 20,800, while that of the 
Columbia is about 18,000,

SHOCKING FATALITY. 


A Fire Chief Meets Death While In the 
Performance ef His Duties, 

NEWTON, Mass., June 12.—A terrible 
accident occurred here yesterday, whereby 
Henry L. Bixby, the popular chief of the 
Newton fire department, lost his life, and 
his driver received probably fatal in 
juries. 

The department was responding to box 
23 shortly after 3 o’clock. Between West 
Newton and Newtonville, on Brookside 
avenue, the street is very narrow. An 
electric car stopped just asthe depart- 
ment was comiag down the street, and an 
{cecart drove out of a side street, thor- 
oughly blocking up one side. 

The chemical engine, in the lead, got 
safely by on theotherside. District Chief 
W. B. Randlett turned the corner sud- 
denly, and ix his efforts to avcid the car 
he struck a pole, throwing him out and 
Chief Bixby 
came tearing along just then and en- 
deavored to avoid the wreck of the assist- 
ant district chief’s wagon, but struck the 
icecart with terrific force. 

He fell out on his head, and Driver P. 
A. Rawson fell on top of him. The horse 
was thrown several feet into the air, and 
the wagon was smashed to kindling 
wood, The chief was taken to the truck 
house near by, and asked to be sent home. 
Physicians were called and pronounced 
hinn uninjured, but last night at 8:50 he 
breathed his last. Driver Rawson was 
taken to the Newton Cottage hospital, 
where he lies in a dangerous condition. 

Chief Bixby was 50 years old and was 
chief of the Newton department since 
1878. Hewas bornin Framingham, and 
bas been a fire fighter since his boyhood. 
He was president of the Firemen’s Relief 
association and a prominent member of 
the National association. He wasulso a 
Mason. He leaves a widow, two sons and 
two daughters.

A Well Attended Hearing by Spec- 
ial Council Committee. 


PROMINENT CITIZENS SPEAK. 


——— 


A Wide Range of Subjects—Good 
Likely to Follow. 


The special committee appointed by the 
City Council in accordance with the 
suggestion of Mayor Hodges to consider 
the condition and possible development of 
the industries of the city, held a public 
hearing Monday evening in the Council 
chamber. 

At 7.30 the hour for the hearing there 
was but few present and the meeting was 
held in the Committee room but as it 
progressed others arrived so that there 
were finally nearly 100 present, and an 
adjournment was made to the Council 
room. 

Among those present, besides the speak- 
rs, were:

Chairman Adams of the committee 
briefly stated the object of the meeting and 
called upon R, F, Claflin, cashier of the 
National Granite Bank, 

R. F. Clafiln 
Did not believe the city had power to abate 
taxes. Quincy has fine natural privileges 
for residential purposes if everything was 
taken advantage of. Asa general thing 
manufactories that spring up near cities 
are of advantage. To illustrate this the 
speaker said: A manual laborer coming 
into town will perhaps have 3 or 4 children 
who will attend school making an annual 
tax of $20 on each child. He has to live 
here in town and the city gets from hima 
tax of $30. Heis worth in his working 
prime $100 a year to the town which is 
therefor about $50 better off by every able- 
bodied man who comes into the city. It 
was a good thing to have the stone in- 
dustry and it would be a grand good thing 
to get in new industries. 

Cc. W. Guy 
Was glad this meeting had been called. 
He was glad the electric cars ran out of 
town as they will bring people here to 
spend their money, if the business men 
will spend something in printer’s ink. He 
had traveled in the West and South and 
saw but few Quincy monuments and he 
asked himself why it was. No advertising 
was done atthe Wor'ld’s Fair. If Quincy 
is to ever bring any trade here it has got to 
do it by printers’ ink. We have a busi- 
ness here, if we will develop it. 
John R. Graham 
Said he had in the past 5 or 6 months seen 
more of what Quincy ought to be than he 
had before in 10 years. He had seen people 
come to Quincy Point who were surprised 
at what a beautiful place it was, and they 
had asked why the people did not photo 
graph it and advertise. 
He had tried in his small way to get 
industries here. He had had a factory 25 
years, and nsver had a young man to learn 
his business, and he did not know as he 
would be allowed to by the labor untons, 

He would like to see some sort of a board 
of trade. The Council were very slow. 
He had put a petition in the Council eight 
months ago, for an extension to Braintree, 
and it had not been acted upon au yet. 
R. L. Bissell 
Inquired what power the city had to abate 
taxes. There was no reason why Quincy 
could not become a manufacturing and 
residential place as well. He favored the 
abatement of taxes by the city as the 
proper way. 

John Q. A. Field 
Said the abatement of taxes could not be 
done. If taxes were abated it was done by 
private parties. Granite can be shipped 
from the State of Maine cheaper than it 
can be quarried here. The lockout here 
was not caused bya cut in prices but be- 
cause of dictations. He was not allowed 
to put his own son at workin his sheds. 
Every contract for granite has the clause 
“If no lockout or strike occurs.’? Build- 
ings are built of brick and iron for this 
season. If it was not for competition our 
business would be better. Barre is send- 
ing stone to New York for the same 
price we sell building stone. There 
stone is not going to last and we are 
only waiting. The speaker then spoke at 
length against the wide tire movement. 

Robert Kent 
Was present to represent the Populist 
club. They believed something can be 
done, and the city should do something to 
bring in new industries. They believe 
that corporations will discriminate and 
therefore that the city should build a large 
factory and furnish power. The water 
front can be made a paying investment for 
the city, He believed the system of taxa- 
tion was wrong and advocated the George 
system of land tax, 
Mayor Hodges 

Was pleased to see the large gathering. 
He believed there should be an effort 


made to establish some other industry here. 
He suggested a committee be appointed to 
look into this matter and determine what 
was best to do. 
John R. Graham 

Said to build up industries we waut cheap 
power, and was satisfied that the railway 
could if it had authority furnish it 60 per 
cent cheaper than it was today. The trou- 
ble is transportation facilities and power. 
Quincy has as good a chance on her water 
way as any other place in the State. 

Henry H. Faxon 
Said every one of these schemes is for some 
selfish interest, The best thing is to get 
live men to go into business for themselves. 
The people who have been the most bene- 
fited by the street railway are the ones who 
find the most fault. He believed that they 
should be made to pay theirtaxes. He 
hoped the city would not take hold of any 
enterprise as a city. 

Theophilus King 
Said labor, power and transportation were 
the three factors in business. If we can 
offer these we have acombination. An 
industry that furnishes occupation for 100 
hands is equivalent for 300 others. He be- 
lieved in the appointing of a committee to 
arrange in some way to relieve taxes. You 
have the male head of the family at work 
in the stone sheds, and there are many 
other industries that furnish employment 
for the young ladies and boys. A committee 
could work up the field and make known 
just what the city could offer to manufac- 
turers in the way of labor, power and 


transportation. 
R, F. Claflin 


Said the introduction of electric cars had 
pushed Quincy along and we have advanced 
in every line. You cannot illiminate com- 
petition and if Barre does better than you, 
you had better study their methods. 

Henry H. Faxon 
Said it made his blood boil to hear people 
talk about the electric railway when it had 
done so much.; 

John Q. A. Field 
Believed we had the weakest city charter 
in existence and that the committee should 
consider that also. 

James Thompson 
Thought we had an industry here, but the 
facilities are inadequate. If the N. Y., N. 
H. & H. R. R. could be induced to provide 
better facilities at South and West Quincy 
it would be of great benefit. 

Councilman Moxon 

Believed if we had the necessary qualifica- 
tions in the way of transportation we 
could compete with other manufacturing 
places. For‘ a residential city he believed 
in the city owning its lighting plant and 
having a system of sewerage. He would 
suggest that the committee request the 
Council to petition the railroad for five- 
cent fare and better facilities for freight, 

James McGrath 
Said it was impossible for Quincy to become 
an entire residential city. We have an 
industry here and it is increasing. We 
must therefore be a manufacturing 
city. He also believed in getting other 
industries here. He believed in a board of 
trade which would consider all matters and 
report at # futare time. 
The meeting adjourned at 10.16. 


WEYMOUTH. 


The last regular convocation of South 
Shore Commandery, K. T., previous to 
vacation, was held Monday evening, and it 
was largely attended, the new electric cars 
making it convenient for many members at 
a distance to attend. A special car was in 
walting at 11 P.M, to take the Knights 
home.

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The Cotton Schedule Sent Through the 
Senate With a Rush. 


WAS SCIENTIFICALLY PREPARED 


And Said to Be Satisfactory to 
Manufaciurers.

WASHINGTON, June 12.— The senato’s 
tapidity in dealing with the cotton sched- 
hle yesterday attracted the notice of Mr. 
Dolph (Rep., Ore.), who expressed his 
Binmazement at the fact that 10 es of 
{t had not occupied 80 minutes. Not a 
senator from New England, he said, had 
opened his mouth in protest against it. 
He wanted to know what arrangement 
had been made to satisfy those senators. 

Mr. Aldrich said that the schedule was 
the most scientific ever prepared, and al- 
though the rates were not so high as cot- 
ton manufacturers desired, they were on 
the whole, satisfactory. 

Previously, the senate finished the 
liquor schedule, making the duty 61.80 a 
gailon on ecordials, etc. Few changes 
were made in the various paragraphs. 
Wines having more than 2% per cent of 
alcohol are te be classed as spirits. 
Artificial mineral waters are to pay 20 
per cent. 

Getting to cotton, the duties on para- 
graph 250 were changed thus; On cotton 
thread and carded yarns, warpsof warp 
yarn, in singles, whether on beams or in 
bundles, skeins, or cops, orim any other 
form, except spool thread, of cotton here- 
inafter provided for, not colored, bleached, 
dyed, or advanced in the condition of 
singles by grouping or twisting two or 
more single yaros together, of 8 cents a 
pound on all numbers up to and including 
15; 1-5 cent per number a pound onall 
numbers from 15 to 80; and 1-4 cent a 
pound on all numbers exceeding 80; but 
in no case is the duty to exceed Scents a 
poundon yarns valued at not over 25 
centsa pound, nor 15 cents a pound on 
yarns valued atover @5 cents a@ pound, 
and at not over 40 cents; with a duty of 45 
per centad valorem on all yarns valued 
at more than 40 cents a pound. 

Paragraph 251 was amended by making 
the duty on spool thread of cotton 5 1-2 
cents a dozen, instead of 4 1-2. 

Senate Substitute Adopted. 

Paragraph 253 of the house bill was 
struck out, and the senate substitute for 
it was adopted. It fixes the duties on cot- 
ton cloth, varying according to fineness, 
etc., from I 1-4 cents per square yard to 
8 1-2 cents, with ad valorem rates on cot- 
ton cloth valued at over 7 cents per 
square yard. Similar changes were made 
to paragraphs 254, 255 and 256—the rates 
beiug fixed according to the technical de- 
scriptions. No changes were made in 
paragraphs 257 or 258, declaring what is 
meant by the term “cotton cloth’; and 
putting a duty of 40 per cent. on cotton 
clothing ready made. 

The duty on plushes, velvets, etc., was 
increased from 25 per cent ad valorem to 
40; and on all such goods, if bleached or 
dyed, from 40 to 47 1-2 per cent (paragraph 
259). 

Paragraph 260 was changed by making 
it read: Sleeve linings or other cloths com- 
posed of cotton and silk, whether known 
as silk stripe, sleeve lining, silk stripes, 
or otherwise, 45 per cent ad Valorem. 

In paragraph 261, duty ou stockings, 
hose and half hose was fixed at 80 per cent 
ad valorem, cotton shirts and drawers be- 
ing struck out. 

In paragraph 262, the duty on seamless 
stockings, hose and half hose and knitted 
shirts or drawers was increased from 40 
to 50 per cent ad valorem. 

In paragraph 263 the duty on cords, 
braids, etc., was made 45 per cent, 

Flax, Hemp and Jute. 

Schedule J was taken up—fiax, hemp 
and jute and their manufactures. Duties 
were fixed as follows: 

On flax, hackled, 11-2 cents a pound. 
Hemp, hackled, 1 cent. Yarn, made of 
jute, 30 per cent ad valorem. 

Cables, cordage and twine (except bind- 
ing twine) of New Zealand hemp, etc., 10 
per cent ad valorem. 

Hemp and jute carpets and carpetings, 
4 cents per square yard. 

No. 270 now reads; Burlap containing 
not over 40 threads to the square inch, 15 
per cent ad valorem. 

Bagging for cotton, composed in part or 
in whole, of hemp, flax, jute or jute butts, 
is exempt from duty. 

In paragraph 274 the duty on flax gill 
netting. nets, webs and seilues was in 
creased from 30 to 40 per cent. 

In the oil cloth paragraph (278) the duty 
was fixed at 25 per cent ad valorem, when 
valued at 25 cents or less per square yard, 
aud at 35 per cent when valued at above 
25 cents per square yard. 

The duty on yarns or threads of flax or 
bemp was fixed at 35 per cent ad valorem. 
The paragraph on collars and cuffs (275) 
was made to read; “Collars and cuffs 
composed wholly, or in part, of linen, 30 
cents per dozen pieces, and in addition 
thereto, 30 per cent ad valorem; sbirtsand 
all other articles of wearing apparel of 
every description, not specially provided 
for io this act, composed wholly or in part 
of linen, 50 pec cent ad valorem,”’ 

The duty on laces, edgiugs, embroider 
fes, insertings, etc., was fixed, as in the 
bouse bill, at 40 per cent; and on manu 
facturea of flax, hemp, jute, or other 
vegetable fiber (except cotton) at 35 per 
cent. 

That Lrought the senate up to schednle 
K, ‘‘wool and manufactures of wool.”’ 
The tariff bill was then laid aside for the 
day. 

There was a languid listlessness ap- 
pureut inthe house, and it was evident 
that the members were not in a working 
humor. The day waa claimed by Mr 
Heard, chairman of the committee on the

WILL COME TOGETHER 


Oxford and Yale to Contest For Su- 
premacy In Athletics. 


NINE EVENTS TO BE CONTESTED. 


The Conditions Considered 
Fair and Sportsmanlike-. 


Lonpox, June 12 —The Oxford Athletic 
club has senta long letterto the Yale 
athletes concerning the conditions of the 
Yale-Oxford games. The letter contains 
the following statements: 

All difficulties of forming the Oxford 
team have been removed, and Oxford is 
fully prepared to accept Yale’s challenge. 
The first condition of this acceptance is 
that there shall be nine events, namely: 
Flat races of a mile, a half mile, a quar- 
ter mile and 100 yards; a hurdle race of 
120 yards, with 10 flights, a broad and a 
high jump and weight putting and ham 
mer throwing 

The second condition is that there shall 
be no more than two contestants from 
each university in any oneevent. The 
other conditions are: 

That all coutests shall be conducted in 
accordance with the rules governing the 
annual contests between Oxford and Cam- 
bridge, excepting omly the weight -putting 
and hammer throwing, in which rules ob 
served between Oxford and Cambridge 
and between Harvard and Yale, respect- 
ively, may be followed, that the referee’s 
decision be final, and no appeal may be 
taken; that the contestants be chosen 
soley from the Englishmen and Americans 
sharing or qualified toshare, respectively, 
in the foregoing contests in 1894; that Yale 
and Oxford mutually certify that none of 
the competitors ever shared in any compe- 
tition with or against professionals within 
the definition and laws ofthe Amateur 
Athletic association of England; that 
both clubs accept the Qneen’s club’s 
financial proposals, namely,that the Yale 
and Oxford and Queen’s clubs divide 
equally the net profitsor losses of the 
games 

Yale Accepts. 

New Haven, Jone 12.—At a mass 
meeting of Yule university students held 
last night, it was unanimonsly voted to 
send a representative team to meet Ox- 
ford at the Queen’s club grounds neat 
month 

President W. S. Wolcott of the Yale 
Athletic association presided and intro 
duced C. H. Sherrill of Washington, Yale, 
'89, as a representative of the Yale alumni. 
Mr. Sherrill c_tailed the efforts of cap 
tains of former teams to arrange a meet 
with Oxford, and stated that the project 
was one that appealed to the college sp rit 
of all Yale men as highly desirable, 
especially this year, when Yale had the 
strongest team which has represented the 
university in years. an 

Mr. Sherrill mentisied the efforts of 
Mr. Van Inge and other Yale athletes, 
which-térm inated with the acceptance by 
Oxford of Yale’s challenge, and stated in 
conclusion that nothing apparently pre 
vented a glorious extension of Yale’s hon 
orable athletic career from a national to 
an international affair 

President Wolcott asked for other 
speakers, but none volunteered, and a yea 
and nay vote was then called for. A 
hearty ‘Yes’? was the response, without 
a dissenting voice 

President Wolcott then gave out some 
of the details of the proposed match. It 
will take place at Queen’s club, July 16. 
President "Wolcott stated furthermore 
that the Yale Financial union stood 
pledged to sustain all the expense of the 
meet. Hesaid that Yale’s teaui would 
consist of the following athletes: Pond, 
sprinter; Morgan, mile runner; Woodbull, 
middle distance runner; Brown and 
Hickok, shot putters and bammer throw 
ers; and Sheldon, jumper. The team will 
sail from New York on the steamer City 
of New York, June 20. 

The contest will take place on the 
Queen’s club ground at Kensington on 
July 16.

Labor Leaders Are In Favor of Semi- 
Annual Conferences, 


THE YOKE OF POLITICAL PARTIES 


Should Be Thrown Off by the 
Tolling Masses. 


Sr. Louis, June 18.—The committee on 
resolutions of the conference in session 
here of leaders of the American Federa- 
tion of Lebor, Knights of Labor, Locomo- 
tive Engineers, Locomotive Firemen, 
Order of Railroad Conductors and Farm- 
ers’ Alliance, took upsome time yesterday 
in considering the report, which consisted 
ef six sections. The following resolutions 
were adopte |. 

1. Aconference of representatives of organ- 
ized labor of North America shall be held 
semi-annually, the first conference to be held 
on Feb. 22, 1895, in the city of Washington, for 
the purpose of considering questions and de- 
vising plans for the protection and ad vance- 
ment of the toiling masses, 

2. The representation insuch conterences 
shall befrom the general assembly of the 
Knights of Labor, the various brotherhoods 
and orders of railroad trainmen, and such na- 
tional and international organizations of 
wage-workers and farmers as are not affiliated 
with any of the before-mentioned organiza- 
tions 

Provided, such national or international or- 
ganizationis not organized to antagonize or 
undermine any existing bona fide national or 
international unionof the same trade and 
calling. 

8. Each organization is entitled to repre- 
sentation in the couference, provided that 
basis shall consist of three men for each or- 
ganization. 

4& The officers of future conferences shall 
consist of a president, secretary and treasurer 
and executive committee of one from each 
organization represented. 

6. For the purpose of preventing strife and 
antagonism between labor organizations, we 
declare there should not be a dual organiza- 
tion in any trade or calling, and in cases of 
trade conflicts, boycott and trade labels, the 
union particularly interested should have ab- 
solute authority and autonomy. 

For Independent Voting. 

6, Recognizing that corporations and the 
moneyed class of the country are nominating 
and dictating the legislation of the nation, 
the stateand the municipalities to the detri- 
ment of the interests of the toiling and wealth 
producing millions, fand recognizing further 
that the power of wealth has subordinated the 
executive, judicial and military forces to its 
behest, thus undermining the underlying 
principles of our republic, endangering its 
constitution and tendingto depriveour peo- 
ple of their cherished liberties, we declare 
that the working masses should throw off the 
yoke of political partisanship and vote inde- 
pendently, in order that the wealth producers 
of America may be fully represented in mak- 
ing and executing our [aws. 

Samuel Gompers then introduced the 
following resolution, which was uuani- 
mously adopted; 

Resolved, That this conference of repre- 
sentatives of organized labor of America has 
learned with profound pleasure of the suc- 
cessful termination of the efforts of the miners 
for improved conditions, and we hereby tender 
to the United Mine Workers of America our 
sincere congratulations on thelr victory, and 
we urge upon the workers of our country the 
Recessity and advantages of organizing for 
common protection and advancement, to the 
end that their share may be larger in the 
products of their labor, and that they may 
thus be greater defenders and promoters of 
their rights and liberties.

BERIOUS OUTBREAK FEARED. 


Four Thousand Pennsylvania Miners Meet 
With Deep Disappointment, 

PUNXSUTAWNEY, Pa., June 13%.—The 
news thatthe meeting between the Ber- 
wyud-White people and a committee of 
their employes, which met in Altoona 
yesterday, came to aclose without a set- 
tlement, is a disappointment to 4000 
miners here, and does iu no degree allay 
the fears of a serious outbreak at any 
time. 

Thirty-three extra deputies with Win- 
chesters arrived yesterday, making in all 
173 now on guard at the Berwynd-White 
company mines, No. 1 and 6, a mile anda 
haif below town. The miners were congre- 
gated around the streets anxiously 
awaiting the result of the meeting at Al- 
toona, and the most conservative of the 
miners fear that the fruitless result of the 
eonference may make the foreigners 
restless and hard to hold in check. 

The governor's proclamation, which 
was posted yesterday, is not received with 
favor by the miners. They consider that 
it was a little previous and altogether un- 
called for. There has been but one meet- 


ing and one parade since the guards were | 


put on duty, and that parade was headed 
by the sheriff of the county. 

The miners are also indignant at the 
false, sensational and misleading state- 
ments sent from this place by some of the 
newspaper correspondents. The miners 
who were imported to work the Horatio 
mines bave been working two days 
They have loaded five flat cars, These 
meaare practical miners, and quite a 
number, in fact, a majority of them, are 
able to talk good English, 


Its Power Is Limited, 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—The committee |

MAYOR'S “UNWISE” ACTION NOT YET SATISFIED. 


Has Led Everett asec te Take to 
the Warpath In Earnest. 


EVERETT, Mass., June 13 — Everett’s 
belligerent board of aldermen again 
started after Mayor Batchelder last night, 
this time the strict Sunday law enforce- 
ment ordered by him being the subject 
which aroused them to action. 

The mayor's action was criticised and 
condemned, and the following was unani- 
mously adopted: 

Resolved, In the opinion of the board of 
aldermen it was unwise for the mayor to issue 
anorder restrictlng sales on Sunday by the 
druggists of the city to medicines only, thereby 
compelling the several druggists to either 
keep their stores open at a financial loss, or 
close them up on Sunday. 

_And also that it was deemed unwise by the 
board of aldermen to attempt the full enforoe- 
mentof conditions relating to the Sunday 
laws against public opinion, and for the inter- 
est of good government inthe future we sug- 
gest to his honor to favorably consider this 
resolution, and earnestly request him to re- 
voke said order, or in some way modify the 
same, so that the druggists of the city may be 
enabled to sell upon the Sabbath certain ar- 
ticles which they in the past have been al- 
lowed to supply to their customers, and which 
are considered by the public generally as a 
necessity. 

A Brighter Outlook, 

MONTEVIDEO, June 13.—The following 
stateme.t was published here yesterday 
by order of the government: ‘Commerce 
is active.

Miners Look Upon the Columbus Set- 
tlement With Suspicion.

THE KEYSTONE STATE STRIKE 


{s Fast Becoming More Com- 
plicated Than Ever. 


CINCINNATI, June 13.—Special dis- 
patches from various mining districts of 
the stateshow that while there are re- 
Joicings over the Columbus settlement of 
the coal strike and the coming recall of 
the troops and the resumption of mining 
business, the miners themselves are every- 
where indignant. They do not go tothe 
length of saying that they will not accept 
the settlement, but they say that they 
must first get an official statement from 
the officers of the union. 


They Want More Pay. 

CENTRALIA, Ills, June 13.—The miners 
here had a meeting last evening to deter- 
mine what course they would pursue in 
the matter of resuming work. There are 
about 500 striking miners in this*city who 
were getting 561-2 cents a ton over an 
inch and a half screen. These men were 
not complaining at the price paid when 
the strike originated, but went out in 
sympathy with the general strike. 

They now find that the southern Illinots 
miners have not been provided for in the 
regulation of the sca!e of prices fixed at 
Colum bus, and they must, if they resume 
work again onthe same terms with the 
operators here. The object of the meet- 
ing wasto fix a price for this section. 
After some discussion on the matter, it 
was determined to fix a rate of 62 1-2 cents 
uniform, winter and summer rate, 

This is 6 1-4 cents more than they were 
receiving before they went out, and the 
operators here declare they will not re- 
tain them ut better rates than they were 
receiving atthe time the strike was de- 
clared, viz: 56 104 cents. The miners have 
nearly all sigued the agreement with the 
leaders, to hold outuntil they get the 
62 1-2 cents. 

McBride “Called Down,” 

SPRING VALLEY, Ills., June 13.—A tele 
gram from Kewanee state that the men 
there are not working, and the receipt of 
the news from Columbus that a settle- 
ment had been effected temporarily, 
changed the plans of the army that was 
to move on to Kewanee. The streets were 
thronged with men talking over the situa- 
tion. All condemn the work of the Co- 
lumbus conference and say they will not 
go to work at the 10 cent reduction, 

President McBride comes in for a big 
share of abuse, and many miners say it is 
a sell-ont. Their determination to stay 
out until last year’s prices are restored is 
greater than ever. 

The miners are praising Vice-President 
Murray of Illinois and President Adams 
of Ohio, for theirrefusal to sign thescale. 
The refusal, it is asserted, means a con- 
tinuance of the strike as far as those two 
states are concerned. Tne Columbus 
scale would mean a 10-cent cut all 
through this district, The miners say 
they would just as soon die starving as 
working at the reduced schedule, 


Indiana Operators Dissatisfied, 

BRAZIL, Ind., June 13—The scale fixed 
by the United Mine Workers and opera- 
tors at Columbus is not meeting the ap- 
proval of the operators here. The scale 
places block coal 10 cents in advance of 
bituminous coal, and the block operators 
say it should be only five cents. Several 
of the most prominent block coal opera: 
tors of this district were interviewed, and 
they were all of the opinion that they had 
not been fairly dealt with.

Ir STRIKES us as remarkably queer that 
so few citizens and taxpayers are interested 
in the tax rate of Quincy. The Datry 
LEDGER has made a study of the situation 
and has presented facts and figures show- 
ing the calamity that threatens us. A tax 
rate of $18.50 will beacalamity. It will 
be a great handicap; it will repel desirable 
people from becoming residents; it will 
drive rich men outof town. The business 
depression throughout the country is an 
affliction enough without a burdensome tax 
rate this year.

Editors of the Daily Ledger : 

Should not favor borrowing for current 
expenses, for each year has enough of its 
own. Should favor extending the debt as 
you otherwise suggest, KR, F, CLAFLIN, 

An opinion from Mr, Claflin on finan- 
cial matters should bave great weigh, and 
the LEDGER will present tomorrow the 
ilems of the maturing debt with com- 
ments. 

The appropriations for 1894 have been 
made, and cannot be reduced now. The 
other items which will make up the tax 
levy are known, at least sufficiently 
accurate for a compilation and the totais 
$41,710.26 in excess of 1893. It is the 
first water payment of $24,000 that is 
largely responsible for the increase. A 
similar payment must be made for the 
next 29 years, but within five years pro- 
bably the income from the water will be 
sufficient to pay, not only the maintenance 
and interest as at present, but all the 
maturing debt. Therefara-it these five 


years can-bé bridged over easily the future 


is bright. 
Quincy is not heavily in debt for 
ordinary city expenses,—a smaller per 


cent. probably per valuation than most 
cities, It isthe ‘‘ short loans’’ and loans 
negotiated regardless of when they are 
coming due, that makes the maturing debt 
of 1894 excessive. 

A Creditable Record, 

Quincy was incorporated as a town over 
100 years ago, and never in these many 
years of its eventful history has the tax 
rate exceeded $17.50, and that year was a 
quarter of a century ago, Not since 1873 
has it exceeded $17 and it reached $16 but 
three other times, Previous to 1865 the rate 
never reached as high as $10 per $1,000, 
and the record since is given below. It is 
one of which a progressive town and city 
may be proud:

Corner Stone of St. Chrysostom’s 
Church Laid Yesterday 


BY RT. REV. WILLIAM LAWRENCE 


Interesting Services Largely Attended by 
Clergy and People, 


The corner stone of St. Chrysostom’s 
church, Wollaston, was laid on Tuesday 
afternoon, in the presence of a large as- 
semblage, by the Rt. Rev. William Law- 
rence, D, D., Bishop of the diocese of 
Massachusetts, assisted by the Rev. C. W. 
Daftield, acting archdeacon of the diocese 
of New Bedford, the Rey. Horatio Gray of 
Quincy ; the Rev. William Hyde of Wey- 
mouth ; the Rev. A. E. George of South 
Boston; and the Rey. Walter Russell 
Breed of Christ’s church, Quincy. 

The church dignitaries and the surpliced 
choir of Christ’s church assembled at the 
Taylor mansion,—which is opposite the 
site of the new church,—shortly before five 
o’clock, and, at the appointed hour 
marched to the foundation to formally lay 
the corner stone. The procession made 
an imposing spectacle as it marched across 
the broad lawn of the Taylor place. The 
right of the procession was taken by the 
choir, who sang as a processional hymn, 
number 491. They were followed by 
Bishop Lawrence and his coadjutors, all in 
immaculate surplices, 

After the saying of the Lord’s Prayer 
and Collects and the reading of the lesson, 
the choir sang hymo number 291. 

At the close of the singing Mr. George 
H. Page, the junior warden of St. Chrysos- 
tom’s society, read the contents of the 
copper box, which was placed beneath the 
corner stone, as follows :

Bishop Lawrence was then given the 
tfowel and stepping to the stone said: 

** Our help is in the name of the Lord.” 

Pzop.e,—*‘ Who hath made heaven and 
earth.’”’ 

Bisnop,—" Except the Lord built the 
house, their laboris but vain that built 
it. 

Then the Bishop, striking the stone 
three times with the trowel, said, 

‘‘Tn the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

‘“‘T lay the corner-stone of an edifice to 
be here erected by the name of St. Chry- 
sostom’s church, to be devoted to the ser- 
vice of Almighty God, according to the 
doctrine, discipline, and worship of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in the United 
States of America. 

‘Other foundation can no man lay than 
that which is laid, even Jesus Christ, who 
is God over all blessed for evermore, in 
whom we have redemption through his 
blood, even the forgiveness of sins.

THE WOOL SCHEDULE 


Democrats and Republicans Likely to 
Reach an Agreement. 


MODIFICATIONS IN INCOME TAX 


May Make It Acceptable to 
Opposing Democrats. 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—Senator Harris, 
Democratic manager, says that he has the 
requis te number of Democratic senators, 
43, on his list, whe bave agreed to remain 
aud makea quorum in the event that 
auy attempt is made by the Republicans 
to obstrut or to delay the tariff bill. 

He says that he does not believe that 
the Kepublican managers, Aldrich, Alli- 
son, Hoar and Sherman, are disposed to 
attempt any unnecessary delay. In fact, 
be says these senators have assured him 
thatthey are disposed, after reasonable 
debate on free wool and the woolen 
schedule, toaid in getting the bill through 
the senate as speedily as possible, 

In the event that wool should be put on 
the dutiable list, which the Republicans 
and Popalists will strive to do, the wool 
schedule will have to be very much mod- 
ified. This latter schedule bas not yet 
been fally settled. The Democratic man- 
agers ure Waiting toseeif any change is 
to be made in free wools. If it remains 
on the free list, asis likely, the Demo- 
cratic managers have indicated a willing- 
ness to make nearly the same concessions 
to the local manufacturers that they 
have made to the cotton manufacturers. 

Senators Hoar, Lodge, Hawley and 
Platt, whose states are so deeply inter- 
ested in this industry, say that if the 
Democrats will do as well for wool as they 
did for cotton, no serious opposition will 
be made to that schedule. If an equitable 
arrangement be agreed upon in regard to 
the woolen schedule it will greatly facili- 
tate the passage of the tariff bill. 

Figuring on Changes. 

There is some prospect of important 
changes inthe internal revenue part of 
the tariff bill, and of further modifica- 
tions of the income tax feature. The 
Hiuance committee has been considering a 
suggestion looking to the dropping of all 
the purely administrative part of the bill, 
which would result in leaving the present 
administrative law on the statute books. 

The question was under further con- 
sideration yesterday, the long speeches 
made on the floorof the senate rendering 
it unnecessary for the membersof the 
committee to be presentin the senate, but 
no decision has yet been reached. The 
committee is also uncertain whether any 
change will be made inthe income tax, 
but is considering the proposition for its 
modification, whichit is believed will 
make the bill acceptable inthis respect 
to Democratic senators who oppose the 
tax. Details are difficult to obtain, but it 
is understood that if any changes are 
made there will be a shorter limitation 
of time for the bill toremain in effect. 

Quay’s Long Sp2éch, 

The absolute viockade of the tariff ull 
in the senate yesterday was in markea 
contrast with the wonderful progress 
made the day previous 

Nota cog wasturned. The entireelght 
hours were devoted to set speeches pre- 
liminary to the consideration of the wool 
schedule. Mr. Quay, who has been quies- 
centfor five weeks, resumed the delivery 
of his speech, which has already occu- 
pied four days, and after speaking four 
hours yesterday bis manuscript seemed 


unappreciably diminished. Then he 
yielded from sheer exhaustion, and 
Messrs. Pettigrew, Power and Peffer 


made set speeches against free wool. 

It is probable that the actual consider- 
ation of the wool schedule will be reached 
before adjournment today. During a lull 
in the debate yesterday, Mr. Mitchell 
moved to luy the tariff billon the table. 
The motion, however, was without spe- 
cial significance, and was defeated by a 
strict party vote. 

Mr. Chapman, the Wall street broker, 
who refused to answer questions, was re 
ported as contumacious to the senate by 
the sugar investigating committee, anda 
resolution was introduced to bring him 
to the bar of the senate for contempt. 

Silver Again. 

Senator Squire of Washington intro- 
duced a bill for the free coinage of silver. 
It provides that the owner of silver bul- 
lion may deposit it at the mints, receiving 
in payment standard silver dollars, equal 
to the value of bullion on day of deposit, 
the difference to be retained by the gov- 
erument as seigniorage as a reserve fund, 
and used by the secretary of the treasury 
in maintaining the parity of silver dol- 
lars 

Thecoinage of silver dollars shall not 
exceed $4,000,000 exch month. When the 

gzregate amount of money in the country 
reaches $0 per capita, further silver 
coinage shall be discontinued, and shall 
be resumed when it falls below that 
figure. 

Provision is made for coining silver 
half dollars of the present size and main- 
taining their parity in the same manner 
as other silver. They are also made legal 
tender. 

Slow Work In the House. 

Two hours were consumed in the house 
over a bill reported by Mr. Outhwaite, set- 
ting aside 100,000 from the fund belonging 
to the estates of deceased colored soldiers 
of the civil war, for the purpose of erect- 
ing in the District of Columbia a national 
home for aged and infirm colored people. 
The bill was passed. The Indian appro- 
priation bill was then taken up, but the 
house adjourned at 5:57 p. m., without 
completing its consideration. 

Uucle Sam Is Satisfied, 

WASHINGTON, June 13.—The incident 
growing out of the tearing down of the 
United States flag from the United States 
consulate at St. Thomas, Ont., has been 
tlosed by an explanation that the per- 
petrators of the outrage were irresponsi- 
ble, and would be properly dealt with.

BLUECOATS BRIBED. 


How Gotham’s Evil Doers “Stand In” 
With Police. 


STARTLING ARRAY OF FIGURES 


Presented to the Public by a 
New York Newspaper. 


New YorKE, June 14—A New York 
paper, which has heretofore been re- 
garded as favorable to Tammany, prints 
an article under the head of “Police 
Revenue.” 

It is sought to be shown in this article 

the amount of illegitimate revenue said 
to have been received by the police of 
New York annually, and this showing is 
based upon+the testimony thus far taken 
before the Lexow investigation com- 
mittee. 
e« The paper starts out with a statement 
ofthe number of men employed inthe 
police force, which is 3000. The fact is 
cited that the amount appropriated by 
the board of estimate in the budgetof 
1894 is $5,139,147. This amount is en- 
tered up asthe legitimate sum received 
by the police force for its maintenance. 
The paper introduces its showing as fol- 
lows: 

“The testimony brought out by the 
Lexow investigating committee shows 
that the police, in udditionto their sal- 
aries from the city, have had an addi- 
tional income coutributed by the keepers 
of disorderly houses, saloons, gambling 
houses, merchants and pushcart ped- 
dlers. This extra income is called paying 
for protection for those who pay. By the 
public itis sometimes called blackmail. 
The police probably call it perquisites.” 

Astounding Figures, 

The fact is cited that there are 7000 sa- 
loous in the city of New York, and the 
paper reckons that the police charges for 
protection for side doors, open on Sunday, 
is $10 a week for each saloon. Allowing 
that one-halfof the saloons paid these 
charges, the total for one year is es- 
timated at $1,820,000. The paper quotes 
iu a conversation held with an official of 
the police department, who estimates the 
number of degraded women in the city to 
be 45,000, 

Upon the basis of the last census an 
estimate of five persons to a house is 
made, and upon this basis it is stated 
that the 45,000 immoral women in New 
York are quartered in 9000 disorderly 
houses. According to the alleged police 
schedule of prices for opening disorderly 
houses, the income to the police from 
this one source is estimated by the paper 
to be $3,60,000. 

After the opening of these immoral 
houses, according tothe evidence before 
the Lexow committee, the keepers of the 
houses are required to pay from $50 to $100 
& month, and the paper making these es- 
timates reckons that from this source 
the police receive annually incomes of 
€8,100,000. About $450,000 a year is esti- 
mated the amount of the alleged extra 
charges for special favors and protection 
from the police. 

Garmblers Chip In, 

The estimated income from gambling 
houses and policy shops is $165,000 a year. 
There are reckoned to the other special 
rates levied upon merchants for the privi- 
lege of putting boxes on their sidewalks, 
merchants whe want to keep open on 
Sunday and pusb cart peddlers who want 
to evade the city ordinance that prohibits 
them from standing more than five min- 
utes in one place. 

The paper which is qnoted states that 
200 new policemen are placed on the force 
each year, and estimates upon the basis 
of the alleged rate of #300 to get on the 
force, that the income from this source is 
$60,000 a year. 

The grand total made upon the basis 
of the testimony presented before the 
Lexow committee, including the legiti- 
mate appropriations made by the state to 
maintain the police, and the other items 
above referred to, aggregate $15,354, 147.

A HAND-TO-HAND FIGHT ENSUED 


And Hall Furniture Was Re- 
duced to Firewood. 


Boston, June 14.—There were wild and 
exciting scenes last night at an indigna- 
tion meeting in the Hebrew quarter, 
called to protest against the veiled 
charges preferred by Professor Zelicko- 
vitz, in his paper, ThefJewish Fagle, 
against the officers of the Sheltering 
Home, 

Professor Zelickovitz, in recent issues of 
his paper, strongly hinted that the books 
of the institution were not reliable, and 
that all expenditures were not satisfac- 
torily accounted for. 

The professor, although he has only 
been in this country six months, has 
many friends among his countrymen. He 
was the interpreter for the party that 
undertook to rescue General Gordon at 
Khartoum, and served in the same 
capacity for Henry M. Stanley in Africa. 

He was challenged by the accused offi- 
cers to appear at the meeting and prove 
his charges. He appeared, as did several 
hundred of bis sympathizers. Their 
opponents were about equalin numbers. 

President Slupsky of the home was the 
first speaker. He made remarks uncom- 
plimentary to the editor. Immediately 
there was an uproar, and harmony was a 
missing factor the remainder of the even- 
ing. The president was obliged to give 
up the fluor, and Secretary Barofuky 
undertook to speak. He charged Pro- 
fessor Zeleckovitz with bringing a crowd 
of bums to create disorder. This caused 
afusilade of groans and shouts of de- 
rision, and the bluecoats could not restore 
order for over half an hour. 

An Exciting Struggle, 

When the noise subsided, the chairman 
ordered the officers to clear the hall of all 
disorderly persons. The professor 
mounted the platform te defend himself. 
One section wanted him to speak in He 
brew, thachairman said he would allow 
only English. The dispute grew exciting, 
and the crowd made arush forthe plat 
form. The Professor and Secretary Bar- 
ofsky clinehed, and after a struggle were 
sepurated. Policemens’ clubs and canes 
were brought into play. Furniture was 
smashed to kindling wood, and the grand 
square piano was badly used in the melee. 

The police sent for re-enforcements, and 
one section of the crowd madea rush to 
extinguish the lights. The hall was al- 
most in darkness when the opposing party 
came tothe rescue and interfered. The 
riot prevailed for 20 minutes, and the 
meeting brokeup amid deafening yells 
and the derisive cheeringfof the opposing 
forces.

Editorial Comment. 


Ir 18 asserted by those who ought to 
know, that the tax rate of Quincy need not 
exceed this year $16 per $1,000. That it 
will exceed this amount unless something 
is done is yery evident from the figures the 
LEDGER has presented.

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A BLIND STUDENT. 


A Remarkable Young Man Who is Secur- 
ing an Education at Harvard. 

Although completely blind, Everett 
Chauney Bumpus of Quincy, Mass., is now 
&@ member of the freshman class of Har- 
vard university and intends to take the 
full four years’ course and obtain his de- 
gree of A. B. at the close. 

He is only twenty years old now and has 
been totally blind since he was six years 
o'd. He was deprived of his sight by spi- 
nal meningitis.. There is hardly a brighter 
young man in the freshman class than this 
member whg has to depend almost entirely 
upon remembering what is read to him and 
by dictating to others to work his way 
through the course, 

Before he entered Harvard all of the 
blind student’s textbooks were specially 
prepared for him on the Braille system, in- 
stead of the older plan of raised letters, It 
is much more convenient to read, and it 
can be read much quicker. The type- 
writer, ton, on which he does most of his 
writing is made expressly with reference to 
this system. 

He has given up now, however, nearly 
all the appliances made especially for the 
blind, except his typewriter. He depends 
almost entirely upon having his exercises 
read to him. His course is in Latin, 
French, English, Italian, Greek and Ger- 
mar—what may be termed a literary 
course, as he is studying it with a view to 
becoming a journalist, 


Later on in the 
course he will give his attention to history, 
philosophy and political economy.—New 
York Herald.

A WASTE OF TIME. 


Senatorial Oratory Mainly Addressed 
to Empty Benches. 


DEMOCRATS WILL “COME DOWN” 


To Facilitate the Passage of the 
Tariff Bill. 


, 


WaASHI..GTON, June 14.—Again the en- 
tire session of the senate was consumed 
with set speeches on the free wool ques- 
tion. 

The temperature in the chamber was 
stiflingly hot, and the senators spoke to 
empty benches on the door and a few list- 
less auditors in the galleries. Altogether 
it was one of the dullest and most weari- 
some days of the long three months’ de- 
bate. Not a vote was taken. Those who 
made set speeches were Messrs. Sherman, 
Dubois, Hansbrough, Shoup and Mitchell. 

Democrats Are Hustling. 


The Democratic managers are bending 
every energy to the work of securing a 
vote on the final passage of the tariff bill 
before the end of this month. 

In order to wardjoff further prolongation 
of debate they are conceding all that is 
possible, and itis said, upon apparently 
good authority, thatit has been agreed 
that the amendments heretofore made by 
the committee to the administrative fea- 
tures of the bill will be withdrawn, and 
the provisions of the administrative act of 
1890, uuder which the duties are now col- 
lected, permitted to stand. 

The Republicans were prepared to 
make a vigorous fight against the com- 
mittee amendments. If the committee 
decides todo as is here indicated, they 
will shorten the debate very materially. 

The Repullican senators, however, have 
not given any encouragement to the 
friends of the tariff bill, who wantan ar- 
rangement’ for a* vote on the woolen 
schedule without delay. A number of 
speeches have been prepared by Republi- 
cans On the subject of free wool, and un- 
til these have been got ridfof, no progress 
can be made with the schedule. Other 
items of the schedule will not cause much 
of a fight. 

Appropriation Bills Shut Out. 


While the Kepublicans of the finance 
committee are notin favor of any further 
delay on the bill than cannot be helped, 
there are still some senators who think 
that action should be held off until after 
the close of the fiscal year. Nota single 
appropriation bill has been acted upon by 
the senate,and there is now apparently no 
chance that any will be passed in time to 
meet the emergencies of the uew fiscal 
year. 

It is obvious that the appropriations of 
the pr sent year will have to be extended 
by resolution before June 380, otherwise 
there will be no money to meet the ex- 
penses of any of the branches of the gov- 
ernment 

The Probable Concessions. 


The Kepublices;“Seuators have asked 
fbet<ciiain increases be made all alor, 
the line of wooleu schedules. The requests 
bave been rejected, in part, but certain 
concessions will probably be made on 
some of the paragraphs at least, including 
those prov.ding for a duty on woolens 
and children’s dress goods, coat linings, 
Itulian cloth, bunting, ready-made cloth- 
ing und on wool and worsted yarns. 

The probabilities are that on women’s 
and children’s goods and other articles 
included in the same paragraph, the 
dividing line will be chan red from $1.60 
and made toread sothat goods of this 
class, valued at not over 60 cents, sball 
pay a duty of 5) per cent ad valorem, in- 
stead of 4) as in the present law. 

In the paragraph relating to ready 
mude clothing the present bill provides a 
unifirm ad valorem rate of 40 per cent. 
It is proposed to increase this rate to 50 
per cept on these goods where they are 
valued at more than $1.50 a pound, leay- 
ing the rate at 45 per cent on goods of this 
class of less value. 

A similar change is to be madeon 
woolen and worsted yarns, on which, as 
the bill stands, an ad valorem duty of 30 
percent is provided. As the paragraph 
will be changed it will probably increase 
the duty on goods of this class, valued at 
more than 40 cents a pound, to 40 per cent 
ad valorem, leaving those of less value at 
80 per cent, 

These changes bave been advocated by 
alarge number of manufacturers, and, 
while the committee has not absolutely 
decided upon making them, all the in- 
dications are that they will be made. 

Senator Aldrich is pressing very hard 
fora still greater change, especially on 
women’s and children’s dress goods. He 
is asking that in this schedule the divid- 
ing line be mudv at 40 cents, and that the 
rate op goods worth less than 40 cents a 
pound shall be placed at 45 per cent, and 
above at 50 per cent 

Our Red Brethren. 


The small crowdin the galleries of the 
house was well repaid for its attendance, 
ior at times the proceedings were very in- 
teresting: While but 10 pages of the 
Indian appropriation bill were read, some 
very interesting discussions were precipi- 
tated, notably one by Mr. Smith of Ari- 
zona,relative to the education of Indians, 
and especially the Apaches, at the Indian 
schools of the east. In the course of bis 
speech, he said that it was possible to kid- 
nap Indian boys and girls and send them 
to school at Carlisle and Hampton, but 
they would wander back to the reserva- 
tion and become worse than they were be- 
fore. 

‘ The A. P. A. matter was again brought 
up and caused a slight ripple on the sur- 
face of the house, but it blew over after 
a short passage-at-arms between Mr. Lin 
ton and Mr. Weadock, both of Michigan. 

An unusually large numberof bills suc 
ceeded in running the gauntlet of objec- 
tions and reaching the goal of final pas- 
gage, among them being three senate 
biils.

THE WOOL QUESTION 


Still Occupies the Attention of the 
Senate Chamber. 


REPUBLICANS MEAN TO FIGHT 


And Have Wool Placed on the 
Dutiable List if Possible. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—Again yester- 
lay, eight hours were.spent in general de 
bate upon the proposition to place raw 
wool on the free list without reaching a 
vote. 

Those who participated were Messrs. 
Lodge and Hoar (Mass.), Platt (Conn.), 
Higgins (Del.), Chandler (N. H.), and 
Dolph (Or.). 

There were nounusual incidents. During 
the day, Mr. Harris, the floor manager of 
the tariff bill reached an agreement with 
Senator Aldrich, who is managing the op- 
position for the Republicans, to take a 
vote on the free wool proposition before 
adjournment, but when 6o’clock came, 
Mr. Quay and Mr. Dolph refused to ac- 
quiesce in the agreement, and af 
ter a slight attempt at filibustering 
Mr. Harris concluded to yield to an ad- 
journment, it being the general opinion 
expressed by the Republican leaders that 
a vote could be reached today, although 
no formal agreement was made. In case 
avoteisnot had before 6 o’clock, Mr. 
Harris insisted that he would hold the 
senate tonight until a vote was obtained. 

Afraid of Side-Tracking. 

The Democratic managers are very anx- 
ious to get thetariff bill through thesen- 
ate as soon as possible. 

One cause of their anxiety is the fear 
that they may be compelled to side-track 
it, if the debate is prolonged, in order to 
pass tly necessary appropriation bills be- 
fore June 30. The present appropriations 
can only be extended for 10 days. If the 
Republicans were so minded they could 
give the majority endless trouble by re- 
sorting to long debate and dilatory 
methods. The Democrats, therefore, 
think it is better to yield in certain mat- 
ters than to incur the risk of delay. 

The Republican senators are making a 
vigorous fight to put wool on the dutiable 
list. Senator Hoar maintains that if wool 
is now put on the free list it is the first 
step in the direction of the overthrow and 
downfall of protection. He therefore 
holds that it is the bounden duty of every 
friend of protection throughout the coun- 
try to resist “this insidious and danger- 
ous assault upon every American indus- 
try.” 

The reports that have been in circula- 
tion about the Capitol that the Demo- 
cratic managers were disposed to yield in 
favor ofasmall duty of 6 or 8centsa 
pound on wool, turn out to be without 
apy foundation. The majority feels so 
strong inits position that it is not dis- 
posed to make any concessions to the 
wool interest. 

The Day In the House. 

Less than seven pages of the Indian bill 
were covered in the house, but there was 
a@ great amount of discussion. The sensa- 
tional event was a personal controversy 
between Mr. Johnson of Indiana and Mr. 
Maddox of Georgia. The row between 
the Indiana and Georgia representatives 
occurred in the space before the speak- 
er’s desk on the Democratic side, but be 
fore a blow was struck the belligerent 
members were separated by a deputy 
sergeant-at-arms, and the excitement 
blew over. The day was also marked by 
a bitter personal attack on Mr. Holman, 
by Mr. Johnson, which Mr. Holman re- 
ceived in silence. The sectarian school 
question alsocame up, but without ex- 
citing any ill feeling.

More Than Satisfied. 

New BEDFoRD, Mass., June 15.—The 
cotton manufacturers of this city, in ex- 
pressing themselves on the cotton sched- 
ule recently passed by the senate, say 
that it is very satisfactory and more than 
they anticipated. The effect of the pas- 
sage of the measure is already being felt 
here, as some of the machinery which has 
long been idle is being started. 


Alleged S ducer Murdered. 

Ho.tox, Kan., June 15.—Charles B. 
Hamble, a prominent lawyer, was ac- 
cused by Clinton Osborn,a saddler, of 
betraying his daughter. Hamble denied 
the charge, and proposed to prove his 
innocence. As he turned Osborn fired a 
charge of buckshot into Hamble’s breast 
and neck, killing him almost instantly.

Already Been Arranged. 

LoNDOoN, June 15.—Lord Chief Justice 
Coleridge is dead. He was unconscious 
for a few hours before hisdeath. His end 
was painless. His son, Bernard, will suc- 
ceed him in the peerage. 

Hon. John Duke Coleridge, F. R S., 
D. C. L., was up to the time of his death 
an honorary fellow of Exeter college, Gx- 
ford. He was the eldest son of the late 
Rt. Hon. Sir John Taylor Coleridge, his 
mother’s maiden name being Mary Bu- 
chanan. She was the daughter of a 
clergyman. 

Lord Coleridge was born in 1821. His 
early education was obtaimed at Eton, 
from whence he went to Balliol college, 
Oxford, where he graduated in his 2ist 
year, and was then elected to an open fel- 
lowship in Exeter college, which honor 
he held up to the time of his marriage. 

Throughout the latter portion of his 
life, Lord Coleridge filled many more or 
less important public offices. He was ap- 
pointed to his last office, that of lord chief 
justice of England, in 1880, on the death 
of his predecessor, Sir Alexander Cock- 
burn. 

Lord Coleridge was a frequent con- 
tributor to various periodicals, and his 
articles were always of a peculiar merit. 
He was twice married, the last time be 
ing in 1885, when he was 64 years of age. 

Hon. Bernard John Seymotr Coleridge, 
who represents the Attercliffe division of 
Sheffield in the house of commons, is the 
eldest son of the deceased. 

Baron Russell will succeed Lord Cole- 
ridge as lord chief justice, and Sir John 
Rigby will become a lord justice of ap- 
pealin place of Baron Russell. Robert 
T. Reid, soliditor general, will become 
attorney general, and Richard B. Haldane 
solicitor general. : 


A NEW MOVE 
Which May Result In Ousting High 
Officers of the Miners’ Union, 

CoLuMBus, O., June 15.—President A. 
A. Adams of the Ohio Miners’ association 
(district No. 1) has issued a call fora 
meeting of the miners in Columbus on 
June 1% He asks the miners to select 
their best men to represent them, as busi- 
ness of vast importance will have to be 
acted upon. 

Secretary McBride of the National 
Miners’ organization, states that unless 
the compromise is accepted by the 
miners, that a general meeting will be 
called, at which the national officers will 
tender their resignations. McBride gives 
it ashis opinion that unless the Ohio 
miners accept the agreement, they will be 
compelled to go back to work at 40 cents 
a ton, instead of 69. 

The national officers formerly treated 
Adams and his theories with contempt, 
but since he has so strong a following 
and indorsement of his course on the 
agreement, he is recognized as a formid- 
able factor. Secretary McBride recog- 
nized the importance of giving the Adams 
movement a more than passing attention. 

Adams yesterday telegraphed J. W. 
Murray, vice president of the Illinois 
Miners’ association, the’ the men would 
not accept the 
him to stand firm. Murray at the recent 
meeting refused, with Adams, to sign 
this scale. The harmony of action be- 
tween these two, together with the fact 
that the miners are following Adams, 
holding meetings and demanding the 
resignation of the national officers, leads 
to the conclusion that Adams is getting 
in line to fill McBride’s place should the 
latter resign. McBride claims that tho 
action of the executive board in signing 
the scale wes in accord with the views of 
the district presidents, of whom Adams 
Was one.

WOMAN IN THE CASE. 


William Delaney, a Prominent Buffalo 
Politician, Is Murdered. ° 


SHOT DOWN IN HIS OWN ROOM. 


He Had Been Drinking With 
Female Companions. 


BvuFFaLo, June 15.—About 6 o’clock 
last night, Lawyer William Delaney, ex- 
city clerk, one of tho best known Demo- 
cratic politicians in Buffalo, was shot and 
killed in his room in the Ribble building 
on Main street. 

The rooms in the Ribble building are 
reached by a hallway, thatis used also 
for the rooms over the Gold Dollar sa- 
loon. At about six o’clock one of the 
bartenders 3f the Gold Dollar was com- 
ing down the stairs from his room on the 
top floor, when he was met at the landing 
of the second floor by a man, who asked 
him where Delaney’s rooms were. A 
womau was withthe man. She said to 
the man: “Well, if they are not there, 
we'll go.” 

The bartender went on down stairs, and 
the man climbed up to Delaney’s room, 
which was on the top floor of the Ribble 
building. Another bartender started up 
stairs to hisroom. Heheard a shot on 
the top floor. He quickened his pace, 
and a few steps from the top of the last 
flight of stairs met a manrushing down, 
holding a revolver in his hand and trying 
to puta cartridge into it. “Don’t you 
stop me,or I’ll shoot you,’ yelled the 
man with the revolver. 

The bartender struck the man’s arm 
and knocked both pistol and cartridge to 
the floor. The fugitive picked up the re 
volver and ran on down stairs and disap- 
peared, The woman was not seen by the 
second bartender. 

Delaney was found lying diagonally 
across the doorof hisroom. Just as the 
bartender and some of the other roomers 
in the block reached the room, two women 
came running down stairs and said: 
“We're going for a doctor.” They got 
away, too. 

Shot at Close Range. 

The two women were in the room with 
Delaney. Itis evident that he had opened 
the door a little ways in order to shield 
the women, and that his assailant had 
pushed his revolver through the crack of 
the doorand fired. The revolver must 
have been against Delaney’s chest, for 
there was a large burned spot on his coat. 
The bullet went through the apex of the 
heart, 

The Fitch hospital ambulance was 
called, and Delaney was cartied down 
stairs. Hedied before he reached the 
hospital, having said nothing, and his 
body was sent to the morgue, 

The police arrested a man and two 
women. The man, who was named 
Steimbach, was alleged to have had some 
trouble wits Delaney over a woman. 
The bartender who met the murderer in 
the hall failed to identify Steimbach and 
he was released. The women were also 
released. 

Two capes, a pair of gloves and a wicker 
shopping bag was found in Delaney’s 
rooin. The party had had several glasses 
of sherry while in the room, but there is 
no one who can say who the women are. 

Delaney was 35 years old. He had been 
in politics since he was a minor, and was 
one of Lieutenant Governor Sheehan's 
most trusted lieutenants. After serving 
as managing clerk in the city attorney’s 
office he was made city clerk for two 
terms, and since that time has practiced 
law with a good deal of success. He was 
known to aliaost everybody in Buffalo, 
and was very popular. 

The Murderer Surrenders, 

At 10:30 o’clock last night, George A. 
Bartholomy, atallyman at the Ontario 
elevator, walked into police station No. 
land told Captain Taylor that he was 
the man who killed Delaney, and that he 
wanted to geve himself up. Hesaid that 
Delaney had been intimate with his 
wife, and that he bad goneto his rooms 
with the express intention of killing him. 
He refused to say anything more until he 
had consulted with a lawyer. 

The police will not say whether Mrs. 
Bartholomy was in Delaney'’s room at 
the time he wasshot. They refuse also 
to give the name of the woman who was 
with Bartholomy. Bartholomy was 
locked up.

RED LETTER DAY. 


The Y. M. C. A. After New Members and 
Subscriptions. 

The Young Men’s Christian association 
of Quincy haev set apart Saturday as a spe- 
cial “ Association day ” for the accomplish- 
ment-of a three-fold purpose as an &D- 
nouncement~ states: ‘‘To increase the 
interest of the public in this great work for 
young men. 2d—To add to the member- 
ship of this world-wide organization. 3d 
—By means of generous contributions to 
place the Association on a strong and sub- 
stantial basis.” 

The plan of campaign is, in brief, as 
follows: The members and friends of the 
Association will, so far as possible, make a 
personal canyass, both for membersbips 
and money. They will be provided with 
envelopes to be given to whoever will take 
them, and the suggestion will be made that 
a day’s pay be given to the Association. 

Sunday, the 17tb, there will be special 
services in many of the churches, addressed 
by prominent Association men. 

As an extra stimulus, Mr. Henry H. 
Faxon, who has already done such practical 
good for the young men by driving out the 
saloons, has made the following offer to the 
Association: He will contribute $250 if 
the ladies of the city will assist in securing 
fifty new $5.00 memberships. The pay- 
ment of $5.00 for a membership, there- 
fore, will really amount to $10.00 to the 
Association, or $500.00 in all if the condi- 
tions are met, Any young man of good 
moral character, regardless of class, creed, 
or color can become a member. 

The privileges of membership include 
the use of the reading room, parlor, with 
piano and library, (all of which are open 
every day of the year); game room; 
gymnasium, with services of an instructor; 
bathroom, including shower, tub and 
sponge baths, with hot and cold water; 
Young Men’s Congress; receptions; enter- 
tainments; talks; men’s meeting and 
Bible classes for those who care for them. 

In addition the directors have voted to 
start evening educational classes in Octo- 
ber, provided a sufficient number will make 
application. These classes will include 
clay modeling, monumental drawing, com- 
prising both mechanical and free hand; 
also classes in English for foreign speak- 
ing young men. 

The fees are $2.00 per year without 
gymnasium and baths, and $5.00 per year 
including these. 

The Association needs $4,200 in subscrip- 
tions and memberships to close its year free 
of debt by October Ist. Twenty-seven 
hundred dollars of this has been secured, 
leaving $1,500 yet to be provided.

ments to the Caucus Reform Act. 


Boston, June 15.—The senate refused to 
admit the house bill to amend the law 
for the appointment of license commis 
sioners so that ‘t will shut out only those 
holding “municipal,” not “public” office. 

The senate passe to a third reading the 
bill granting the Bell Telephone company 
authority to increase its capital stock 
from $20,000,000 to $50,000,000. An amend- 
ment for thesale of the stock at auction 
was rejected, 22 to7, and an amendment 
to refer the question to the people was 
likewise defeated. 

The senate agreed to the house amend- 
ments to the caucus reform act, includ- 
ing one to allow independent voters to at- 
tend caucuses. The voteon this amend- 
sent was 31 to 7, on strict party lines. 

The Norwegian liquor bill was passed 
to a third reading. ; 

By a vote of 129 to 45 the house rejected 
the bill to abolish capital punishment in 
Massachusetts. 

The bill providing for the appointment 
of boards of license commissioners was 
amended by providing that no “‘mu- 
nicipal,”’ instead of “ public’’ official £ ‘wall 
be appointed upon any such commission. 

On the report of the attorney general in 
response toan order relative to proceed- 
ings against the American Sugar Re- 
fining company, the committee on judici- 
ary reported a bill which provides that 
every corporation which shall omit to file 
an annual statement as required by the 
statutes, shall forfeit not less than $5 nor 
more than $10 for each and every day for 
15 days after April 1, and not less than $25 
and not more than #200 for each and 
every day thereafter while said omission 
continues. The bill provides further thay 
the forfeit shall be recovered by in- 
formation brought in the supreme ju- 
dicial court in the uameof the attorney 
general atthe relation of the commis- 
sioner of corporations, and upon such in- 
formation the court may issue an injunc- 
tion restraining the further prosecution 
of the business of the corporation named 
therein uotil the sums so forfeited are 
paid. Under a suspension of the rules 
the bill was passed to be engrossed,

A CRAZY MAN'S DEED 


He Cuts the Throats of His Wife 
and Three Children. 


THEIR HEADS NEARLY SEVERED. 


The Murderer Then Commits 
Suicide by Hanging.| 


CAMDEN, N. J., June 15.—A tragedy, in 
which four persons were murdered and 
pue committed suicide, was enacted yes- 
terday at Cramer Hill, a small village on 
the outskirts of Camcen. 

Johann Kuffmano arose from his bed 
and, with some sharp instrument, prob- 
ably a razor, cut the throats of his wife 
aud three children. Then washing the 
blood from his person, he dressed himself 
neately and committed suicide by hang- 
ing. 

The Kuffmanns lived in a two-story 
frame house ou the outskirts of the town. 
They moved from Trenton three weeks 
ago. Tue family consisted of the father 
and mother, a baby girl about 1 month 
ld, and boy twins, aged 5. Kuffmann 
was out of work most of the time, only 
putting ina few days at the Kensington 
sugar refinery. He was very poor, and 
lis failure to secure a permanent position 
aud cous:quent suffering from the actual 
ne-essities of life probably caused in- 
sanity. Hewas about 50 years of age. 
His wife was not over 22. 

Neighbors’ Awful Discovery. 

The closed shutters of the house in the 
moruing,first excited the suspicions of the 
neighbors that something was wrong, as 
the family was known to bein the house 
the preceding night, and as late as 12 
o’clock # light was seen burning in the 
second story front room. 

Jobn Hartman, who lives near by, ac- 
quainted Justice Schmitz of his fears that 
all was not right, and the two proceeded 
to the house. They forced a front window, 
and after striking a light, stepped into 
the room. A ghastly sight met their 
gaze. Hanging from a nail, driven in the 
frame of the doorway, swung the body of 
Kuffmann. As soon as they recovered 
fromthe shock the men cut the body 
down 

They then went into the next room. 
Lying on her face was found the body of 
Mrs. Kuffmann with her head nearly 
severed from her body. Blood was on the 
walls and furniture, showing that the 
woman bad made a brave fight for life. 

With ashen faces,the men next went up 
stairs to where the three children were 
known to bave slept. The first object 
that met their gaze was the body of the 
baby. Its head hung to its body almost 
by a shred. 

In the next room, on the bed, was found 
the bodies of the twins, 5 years of age. 
They also had their throats cut. No 
papers were found in the house that 
might give an insight into the motive for 
the crime. 


Important Pension Decision, 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The pension- 
able status of deserters is announced in 
a decision which will result in the drop- 
ping of a large number of names from the 
rolls as illegal. The decision is that 
where a claimant for pension has deserted 
from bis first service and enlisted ia an- 
other organization, and the war depart- 
ment refuses to remove the charge of de- 
sertioa or recognize the legality of the 
second service, but holds him to bein a 
continious state of desertion, the claim- 
4ul has no pensionable status, 


For Australian Unity, 

SypDNey, June 15.—Premier Dibbs of 
New South Wales suggests that the 
colonies of Victoria and New South 
Wales first unite, and that afterward the 
colonies of South Australia and Queens- 
land enter into the union. Mr. Dibbs 
considers that the colonies of Victoria 
and New South Wales are prepared to 
unite (according to the Canadian prece- 
dent), which, in his opinion, will enable 
the Australians eventually to become a 
really united people. 


Straightening Out, 

OMAHA, June 15.—For years the Amerl- 
can Prote tive association and Catholic 
elements have disorganized the police 
force and rendered the department prac- 
tically worthless. At an all-night session 
the fire and police commission dismissed 
all the active representatives of both ele- 
ments on both the police and detective 
forces, numbering 24. It had reached a 
point where one side was continually 
seeking an opportunity to undo the work 
of the other. 


End of the Korean Trouble, 
WASHINGTON, June 15.—The state de- 
partment is satisfied from the statements 
of the Korean representatives that the in- 
surrection is entirely ended. The king is 
grateful for the timely arrival of the 
Baltimore, which saved the lives of for- 
tigners, and indirectly, assisted the gov- 
ernment by the moral effect of the ship’s 
presence at a critical juncture. 
Looking For Dixon. 
PittspunG, June 15.—Jerry Marshall, 
champion lightweight of Australia, and 
Teddy Glenn of England, fought to a 
finish near here last night for $500 a side. 
Marshall knocked Glenn out in the sixth

Promises to Be Fought to the Bitter 
End by Both Sides, 

East WeyMoutTH, Mass., June 15,—In- 
dignation is pictured in the countenances 
of the shoemakers here over the employ- 
ment of Italians in the factory of M. C. 
Dizer & Co. They are indignant because 
they think that preference in employment 
should be given to taxpayers and citizens 
of Weymouth. 

The indignation promises to take pub 
lic expression at a meeting to be held in 
the Opera house next week. 

There are only 100 shoe asters directly 
interestea in the lockout, asitis called, 
of the union workmen, but fully 2000 
shoemakers in the town are hoping that 
the 36 union lasters who have been em- 
ployed by the Dizers may triumph finally. 

The employment of 17 Italians to oper- 
ate machines which were heretofore oper- 
ated by representatives of organized labor 
is the cause of all the difficulty. 

Only six of the 36 union men have been 
asked to return, They have not done so, 
and persistently refuse, unless their asso- 
ciates go back with them. 

The situation from present Indications 
looks like a fight to a finish. The Lasters’ 
Protective union is considered the most 
powerful labor organization in New Eng- 
land. It has the membership and a finan- 
cial backing, which means, according to 
the claims of the leaders, persistence in a 
contest for organized labor. 


Bristol's Blaze.

Cecision of the Jury In the Case of 
Erastus Wiman. 


A RECOMMENDATION TO MERCY. 


it Required Many Ballots to 
Reach a Decision. 


NEw YorRK, June 16.—Seven ballots 
were taken by the Wiman jury yesterday. 
Un the first ballot they stood 7 for 
conviction, 8 for acquittal and 2 
doubtful. In the succeeding six ballots 
the changes were made so that the posi- 
tion of the jury was brought to 11 to 1; on 
the last ballot the one objecting juror 
came to the side of the 11 others upon the 
agreement that mercy should be recom- 
meuded for Mr. Wiman. The jury was 
thus made unanimous. 


ERASTUS WIMAN, 


At precisely 4:300’clock, after being out 
one hourand 55 minutes, the jury re-en- 
tered the courtroom. Foreman George 
Murray was attheir head. Mr. Wiman, 
who had been conversing with friends, in- 
stantly wheeled aboutin his chair, and 
gazed anxiously at each jnror. His face, 
naturally very florid, assumed a deeper 
hue, and intense emotion was depicted 
thereon. The jury answered to their 
names, after which the clerk asked: 

“Gentlemen have you agreed upon a 
verdict?” 

“We find the defendant guilty, with a 
recommendation to mercy.” 

The jurors were polled, individually, 
by the clerk of the court, who asked: “Is 
that your verdict?” 

All asserted that it was, the foreman 
and Nos. 3,4, 7 and 11 showing keenly 
their emotion. 

Mr. Boardman then asked fora stay of 
sentence. Judge Ingraham readily granted 
the request and named June 20, when he 
will pronounce sentence, unless Wiman’s 
counse! shall meanwhile secure a further 
stay. After thanking them for the 
promptness with which they had per- 
formed their duty, Justice Ingraham dis- 
charged the jury. 

Foreman Murray was seen by the re- 
porter as he sorrowfully wended his way 
outofthe courtroom. “Please don’t ask 
me anything,” he said. “I feel very 
badly just now, and besides we have 
agreed to say nothing about what hap- 
pened in the jury room, 

Took Several Ballots, 

Juror No. 7, Amandus Hochsmith, a 
young man, was finally persuaded to say: 
“We took several ballots, although not 
in regular form. We stood 7 for convic- 
tion, 3 for acquittal and 2 doubtful at 
first, but we came around at last, only 
one man hung back. I cannot tell who 
he was. Weal! feel sorry to find such a 
verdict, but the evidence of the man’s 
guilt was too clear to admit of any 
doubt.” 

Wiman was handed over to Deputy 
Sheriff Brown, who is attached to the 
district attorney’s office. He received the 
verdict with less emotion than it was 
supposed he would. Before leaving the 
courtroom he shook hands with his coun- 
sel and as many of his friends as could 
cluster around him. He waved the re- 
porter off with asad smile. He was ac- 
companied to the Tombs by his two 
sons. Contrary to the usual custom, the 
prisoner’s counsel did not ask for the re 
lease of their client on bail. 


The Northwestern Floods. 
OMAHA, June 16—A detailed report of 
flood damage in the northwest indicates 
that reports of destruction have not been 
greatly exaggerated. It declares that 
property along the river front has per- 

poanently depreciated 50 per cent.

Pittsburg district, by a vote of 81 to 3l, 
accepted the Columbus compromise and 
decided to go to work next week. 


UNDER MARTIAL LAW. 


St. John’s Has a Great Turmoil Over the 
Payment of Duties, 

St. Joun’s, N. F., June 16.—A crowd of 
men, headed by Speaker Emerson of the 
local legislature and other members of 
the Whiteway party, tried totake goods 
from the wharves without paying duty, 
yesterday. The crowd assembled at the 
stores and wharves of Shea & Co., and at- 
tempted to break open the stores in order 
to get at the goods, 

The whole city police force was sum- 
moned, and for two hours their hands 
were full in keeping the crowd in check. 
There were over 2000 persons collected in 
the vicinity, and in the struggles with 
the police, which were numerous, many 
were hurt. The trouble began to look so 
serious that the magistrates had to be 
summoned to order the crowd to disperse. 

The governor, when he heard of the af- 
fair, sent a messenger on board the man- 
of-war Buzzard, with the request that a 
body of men be landed to assist the po- 
lice. The commander sent an officer 
ashore with instructions to signal when 
he thought the presence of men was 
necessary, The marines were then drawn 
up on the ship’s quarter in full view of 
the crowd on shore. Ultimately, by the 
advice of cool-headed men, the crowd dis- 
persed, 

The city is now practically under mar- 
tiallaw. Armed police are everywhere. 
Another attempt to seize goods is ex- 
pected shortly. 

Murray, another Whiteway member of 
the assembly, was disqualified yesterday, 
making the 10th. Seven more are to be 
tried. 


MINES IN FLAMES. 


At Least Two Hundred Victims of One 
Man's Rash Indiscretion, 

VIENNA, June 16.—Five distinct explo- 
sions of fire damp occurred in the coal 
mines of Count Larisch at Karwin, Aus- 
trian Silesia. Two hundred miners were 
killed and a number entombed. 

Large crowds of people, many of them 
the wives, children and other relatives of 
dead miners, are congregated ubout the 
entrance tothe shafts, giving vent to 
their grief in loud lamentations. The fire 
is still burning fiercely, but hundreds of 
men are endeavoring to extinguish the 
flames, and rescue any of the entombed 
miners who may be alive. 

During the 104 years in which the Kar- 
vin mines have been in existence, there 
have been many disastrous explosions in 
them. The last was in March, 1885, when 
105 men were killed. 

Count von Larisch personally superin- 
tended the work of rescue, which was 
carried out with more zeal than discre- 
tion. The party consisted of several fore- 
men, Officials and miners, of whom one 
overseer, two head miners, one official 
and 10 miners were killed by ensuing ex- 
plosions. 

The men who escaped from the burning 
mines state that the explosions originated 
through dynamite blasting by a miner. 
Sach blasting was against the rules, but 
the rules were disobeyed by the miner in 
order to save Aimself work. 


License Muddle Settled. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., June 16.—The peti- 
tion of David F. Barry and John Madden 
of Chicopee, for a writof mandamus to 
compel Mayor Mellen or the board of 
license commissioners of that city to issue 
liquor licenses to them, was heard yester- 
day. It wasthe first case of the kind to be 
tried since the law regarding the establish- 
ment of a license commission was passed. 
Judge Knowlton’s decision was a sweep- 
ing victory for the mayor and commis- 
sion, for he not only dissolved the in- 
junction against the latter, but refused to 
granta writ of mandamus compelling 
either the mayor or commission to grant 
the licenses. 


Gne Object Only, 

New HAVEN, June 16.—The members 
of the Yale team, which is to sail for Eng- 
land on the 20th, have signed the follow- 
ing pledge: “The sole object of our trip 
being to compete with the winner of the 
Oxford-Cambridge contest, we individu- 
ally pledge ourseves to take part in no 
other contests than the meeting with Ox- 
ford, and in all other respects to regard 
ourselves strictly under the orders of the 
captain and management, and personally 
responsible to the university which we 
represent.””

‘SOLID FOR FREE WOOL 


Votes on Tariff Amendments Show 
How Democrats Stand. 


AN OPPORTUNITY FOR REVENGE 


May Belmproved by Western- 
ers and Southerners. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—Although the 
senate made no actual progress on the 
woolen schedule yesterday, a series of 
amendments looking to the restoration of 
aduty on raw wool were voted upon, 
but allofthem suffered defeat by ma- 
jorities ranging from 2 to 8, 

The three Populists voted against the 
restoration of the McKinley duty on 
wool, butin favor of Mr. Peffer’s amend- 
ment to scale the duty down 50 per cent. 
This amendment commanded the largest 
vote of the day, only being defeated by 
two votes. 

The Democratic lines remained un- 
broken, all the Democratic senators vot- 
ing solidly against every attempt to place 
a duty on wool, except in one instance, 
when Mr. Hill declined to vote at all on 
the Peiferamendment. The debate was 
devoid of sensational or marked features 
of any kind. 

When It Reaches the House, 

There is much discussion among the 
prominent Democrats in the house con- 
cerning the fate of the tariff bill when it 
reaches that body. Ordinarily the fate of 
important legislation to a large extent, 
where there are serious differences, is in 
the hands of the conferees, to whom the 
settlement of the disagreement between 
the two houses is referred. 

Butin the case of the pending tariff 
bill it is very evident, judging from the 
talk indulged in on the Democratic side, 
that it will be very difficult to persnade 
the house to accept the numerous im- 
portant amendments which have been 
incorporated in the pending bill. 

That there is a bitter fight ahead is 
universally conceded. Members of the 
Ways and means committee and other 
leading Democrats in the house have re- 
frained, up to the present time, from giv- 
ing utteranceto the sentiment which is 
cropping out in that body. 

The point has been reached, however, 
where these feelings can no longer be 
kept secret, and it can also be truthfully 
said that the testimony of Havemeyer 
and other members of the Sugar trust has 
been a potent factor in bringing the gen- 
eral discontent to the surface. 

Tainted by the Sugar Trust, 


There appears to be a determination to 
fight the sugar schedule to the last ditch. 
The enormous profits which the Sugar 
trust has made, and the admission that 
the proposed tariff added largely to the 
revenue of this gigantic monopoly, is 
being used with much force by the 
opponents of the sugar schedule in the 
pending bill. 

Thereisa prevailing sentiment among 
alarge number of the members of the 
house that an enormous amount of 
money has been made by the Sugar trust 
in manipulating the stock on informa- 
tion ol tained from senators, and that the 
tariff bill is tainted, and accordingly 
more or less corrupted. Whatever the 
investigation may show, this belief will 
influence many votes in the house. 

A partial canvas of the house shows 
that there are between 6) and 7) Demo- 
crats who will vote against the sugar 
schedule when it comes before them. 
Many of them goso far as to assert that 
they will vote against the proposed duty 
on sugar, even though such action would 
defeat the bill) The men who talk in 
this strain are radical tariff reformers. 
Many of them are from the west, and 
they claim they will be sustained at home 
in such action. 

There are many southern representa- 
tives who talk in the same strain. They 
point tothe fact that they have been de- 
feated on two vitally important questions 
—free silver and the repeal of the state 
bank tax—by the northern representa- 
tives, and they are not in a frame of mind 
to aid their northern allies to pass any 
measure that will make the rich richer 
and the poor poorer. 

Richardson Denies Charges, 


The dullness of yesterday’s proceedings 
in the house was in marked contrast to 
the excitement of Thursday’s session. An 
event somewhat out of the ordinary was 
a personal explanation by Mr. Richardson, 
in reply to allegations made in a Wash- 
ington newspaper that he had been using 
his position as a member of the commit- 
tee on the District of Columbia to further 
the interest of an overhead trolley syndi- 
cate, to whom he (Richardson) had sold 
real estate indirectly. He denied the 
charge in toto. 

The Indi:m appropriation bill was again 
considered. The section of the bill pro- 
viding for the sale of certain state bonds, 
credited tothe Indian trust funds, was 
struck outona point of order after a 
sharp debate. 

The greater part of the night session

The cream, 
sugar and tlavoring are put into the freezer 
which is air and water tight, and then 
placed in the tub and a small quantity of 
ice and salt thrown about it. A cover is 
then placed on which is so fastened as to 
make that air and water tight. The whole 
thing is then connected with a gas engine 
which revolves the tub about the freezer. 
The engine is regulated to run just so long 
which is about twelve minutes when it 
stops and the cream is frozen. In fact 
after being set in motion Mr. Wales can 
leave it without fear of his cream being 
over done or not done enough, Another 
advantage of his new freezer is taat it 
requires but one-third the ice, and one- 
fourth the salt that the usual freezers do. 
The LepGer saw the machine run and 
cream made Friday afternoon, from the 
time the clear cream was taken from the 
can in which it was shipped from Ban- 
gor, Maine, the same morning, to the 
time it had been frozen and packed 
away iniceto harden and the whole time 


consumed was less than twenty-five min-

Among the large plants in this city 
which resumed yesterday, after a long 
idleness were the Carbon Iron and Steel 
company’s works, Olive’s Twenty-sixth 
street works, Zug & Co.'s works, Shoen- 
bergers & Howe, Brown & ‘'o. The latter 
firm has been shut down for two years, 
and started up in full, giving employ- 
ment to 500 men. The Black Diamond 
steel works will also begin operations this 
week, and the Edgar Thompson steel 
works willstart as soon as a sufficient 
supply of coke is received. 

The Scottdale Iron and Steel company’s 
plant resumed in full, after an idleness of 
several weeks. 

Only Partial Resumption,

Ponvention at Boston Adopts a Platform 
of Wide Measures, 


Boston, June 19—Knights of Labor, 


party men met here yesterday in state 
convention. Boston, Haverhill, Law- 
rence, Lowell, Brockton, Fall River, 
Springfield, Fitchburg, Hingham, Holy- 
oke, Taunton, Worcester, Gloucester, 
Hudson, Marlboro and Salem were repre- 
sented. The conference was called to 
adopt a platform and to take action in the 
state election this fall. James F, Carey 
of Haverhill was chosen chairman and 
J. McCarthy of Boston, secretary. The 
platform contained the following: 

“We denounce the legislation of all 
political parties that has contributed to 
establish a financial system which en- 
ables private corporations, known as na- 
tional banks, to regulate the purchasing 
power of the money tool and thereby con- 
trol the business and industries of the 
country. We hold the system responsible 
for the present stagnation, and demand, 
in the words of Jefferson, that the circu- 
lation should be restored to the people to 
whom it belongs.’” 

The convention declared for an issue of 
money direct by the government, and the 
restoration of silver to the place held by 
it prior to 1876. Stock watering, unegal 
taxation, the contract system, the in- 
crease of Bell telephone stock by the 
legislature and many other things were 
denounced. The convention favored the 
government ownership of liquor saloons, 
liquor to be sold at cost. Another con- 
vention will be held before the elections, 
when all candidates will be asked to sup- 
port the platiorm. 

FIVE POUNDS OF POWDER 
Caused an Explosion and the Death of 
Benjamin Sladky,

| Debate on the Tariff Will Probably Be 


Srade unionists, socialists and People’s | 


- Ended by Saturday. 


| INCOME TAX THE ONLY HITCH 


Likely to Delay the Completion 
of the Measure. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.- From the 
progress made by the senate yesterday 
with the tariff bill, it seemed possible that 
the Democrat'c prophecy that this, the 
12th week of the tariff debate would be 
the last, might be fulfilled. 

The last two schedules before the free 
list (pulp, paper and books and sundries) 
were disposed of. They covered 59 para- 
graphs, comprising 12 pages of the bill. 
This leaves only the free list, the income 
tax, internal revenue and administrative 
features of the bill unacted upon. 

The income tax will probably prove the 
greatest obstacle in the progress of the 
remainder of the bill, but the excessive 
heat may have the effect of abiding the 
debate on it somewhat, It is hinted that 
the Democrats may not insist upon the 
changes proposed in the administrative 
feature of the bill. If not, the bill ought 
to be reported to the senate by the end of 
the week. 

Hill For Free Coal. 

The only paragraph which provoked 
much of a contest yesterday, was that re- 
storing coal to the dutiable list, The de- 
bate grew quite sharp between Senators 
Vest, Aldrich, Chandler and Hill. The 
latter took occasion to deny in emphatic 
terms the right of any senator to say how 
he stood on this bill, and scored Senator 
Vest forimpuguing his motives. Refer- 
ring toSenator Vest’s testimony before 
the sugar committee, with which his 
name was connected, Senator Hill in- 
sisted that he had been placed ina false 
position, as if demanding a duty on 
sugar. He had not said one word on that 
occasion before the finance committee, nor 
had he ever asked any member fora 


duty on sugar. The debate was con- 
tinued by Senators “Faulkner, Squire, 
Perkins and Lodge, 

Senator Hill said he reserved the right 
to vote for or against the tariff bill ‘when 
Isee what it is asa finality,” he passion- 
ately exclaiming, “God knows what the 
bill will be like when it passes this 
senate and comes out of conference. God 
knows how many more extortions and 
concessions will be wrung from the un- 
willing hands of the committee,” 

The vote on Senator Hill’s motion to 
place bituminous coal on the free list was; 
Yeas, 7; nays, 51. Senators Allen, Hans- 
brough, Hill, Irby, Kyle, Peffer and 
Washburn voted aye. 

For Speedy Action, 

There were some conferences yesterday 
between the leaders of the two sides of 
the senate chamber for the purpose of 
discussing the final disposition of the 
tariff bill, and while there had been no 
formal agreement arranged, it is con- 
ceded on both sides of the chamber that 
the end is very near, 

Senator Cockrell expressed the opinion 
after the conferences had been concluded, 
that the bill would pass the senate and be 
ready tosend to the house by Saturday, 
and other Democratic senators agreed 
with this opinion. Senator Hill’s atti- 
tude on the income tax is looked upon as 
the greatest element of doubt that enters 
into the calculations, Itis believed that 
he will not to fixing any definite 
time for the limitation of debate upon 
this part of the bill. 

The Appropriations, 

Whatever the delay in the senate in 
passing the appropriation bills, the gov- 
ernment will not be embarrassed in all 
probability. ‘The house committee on ap- 
propriations has authorized Chairman 
Sayers to report a bill providing that ap- 
propriations for the general government, 
the District of Columbia and pensions 
shall be continued for 80 days after the 
close of the fiscal year, which is June 30, 
The bill will not be reported, however, 
until later, when its necessity becomes 
apparent. 

Bailey In the Chair, 

On account of the slight illness of the 
speaker, Mr. Bailey discharged the duties 
of speaker pro tem. ‘Two bills were 
passed and then the anti-option was 
taken up, but without arousing the bit- 
terness displayed against this measure. 
Mr. Hatch made the opening speech in 
favor of it.

HURRYING IT ALONG. 


Senate Makes Substantial Progress 
on the Tariff Bill. 


IT MAY BE SIGNED BY AUG. 1. 


Administrative Sections Not 
Likely to Cause Delay. 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—The Republi- 
eans achieved practically their first open 
victory inthe consideration of the tariff 
bill, when, by a vote of 23 to 20, just be- 
fore adjournment last evening, quick- 
silver was stricken from the free list and 
placed onthe dutiable list at 7centsa 
pound 

Mr. White (Dem., Cal.) was instru- 
mental in securing the aid and vote of 
Mr. Hill (N. Y.) for this pro position, and 
Mr. Stewart (Ney.) rallied the Populists’ 
support so that the motion was carried. 
Mr. Hill went so farasto pair Mr. Irby 
(S. C., Dem.), who was not in the chamber, 
in favor of the proposition. 

The progress with the free list yesterday 
Was very rapid, 245 paragraphs (about 24 
pages of the bill) being disposed of. 
Nothing of especial moment occurred in 
the debate, the opposition to the items on 
the free list (except as regards quick-sil- 
ver), being of a formal character, most of 
them having been touched upon during 
the consideration of the dutiable list. 

Before the consideration of the free list 
began, Senator Jones, on behalf of the 
Democratic side, accepted several amend- 
ments suggested by the Republican sena 
tors, chief among which was one striking 
out the reciprocity provision in paragraph 
190, admitting buckwheat, corn, wheat, 
flour, etc., free of duty from countries 
which impose no import duty on like 
products from the United States 

Another amendment, placing eggs on 
the dutiable list at 3cents a dozen, was 
accepted. The reciprocity provision was 
warmly defended by the Democrats when 
it was before the senate, but the amend- 
ment striking it out was agreed to with- 
out a word of explanation. 

Paragraph 6.8, salt, had been reached 
when the senate adjourned. Nine pages 
of the free list are yet to be disposed of 
before the administrative features of the 
bill are reached. 

Concerning the Final Vote. 

The Democratic managers are prophesy- 
ing that the bill will go through the 
senate and reach the house within 10 
days. Such rapid progress as this is 
hardly expected, however, and if they see 
the bill safely before the house one week 
from Saturday the senatorial guardians 
of the measure will be fully satisfied. 

The free list covers 32 pages of the bill. 
Most of the articles embraced in this list 
are freeunder the existing law, and a 
considerable number of them have been 
transferred tothe dutiable list. When 
the wool paragraph is reached, the dis 
cussion On that commodity may again 
break out, but in view of the time 
already spent upon the question, the 
managers of the bill are hopeful that 
the paragraph will be disposed of without 
protracted debate. 

May Be Signed Aug. 1. 

Members of the house who are more 
especially interested in the result of the 
tariff issue say that if the bill reaches 
that body in 10 days, they expect to see it 
signed by the president before Aug. 1. 
That would allow considerable time for 
delay in conference, anid in the final 
adoption of the conference compromises 
in both houses. 

The administrative sections follow the 
free list and cover 47 pages of the bill. 
Comparatively little new matter is in- 
cluded in this portion of the bill, and 
while there will be considerable conten- 
tion over the new features introduced, it 
is probable that the entire 48 sections will 
be disposed of withcut much delay, thus 
bringing the senate to the income sec- 
tions, upon which the debate will be gen- 
eral and protracted. It is intimated by 
the managers that if the administrative 
portion is likely to lead to much delay, 
they will allow these sections to be 
stricken out. No determination, however, 
has been reiched in this matter. 

Regarding the amount of time which 
will be required by the conference, opin- 
ions differ widely. It is placed all the way 
from 10 days tothree weeks, with the im- 
pression that it is more likely to be the 
latter. There seems to bea great desire 
to get the bill out of the way as soon as 
possible. 

Tiresocme Speeches, 

The proceedings of the house were dull 
in the extreme, the entire day being 
given to long speeches on the anti-option 
bill. Long before the hour of adjourn- 
ment arrived, the dullness became too 
oppressive for most of the members, driv- 
ing them away from the house and leav- 
ing row afterrow of vacant chairs. The 
principal speech of the day in favor of the 
bill was made by Mr. Sibley (Dem., Pa.). 
Speeches against the bill were made by 
Mr. Coombs (Dem., N. Y.), Mr. Aldrich 
(Rep., Ills.)and Mr. Fletcher (Rep., Minn.) 


Against Fixed Terms of Imprisonment, 
St. PAvcL, June 20.—The National Prison 
association’s committee on criminal law 
reform criticizes tue sentence of prisoners 
to fixed terms as vindictive and barbar- 
ous, a relic of dark ages, and recommended 
sentences dependent on good conduct.

DAMAGE IS IMMENSE, 


Portions of the Waag Valley Converted 
Into a Great Lake. 


VILLAGES ARE UNDER WATER. 


Live Stock Swept Away by the 
Awful Torrent. 


VIENNA, June 20.—The -inundation in 
the valley of the Waag river is the 
worst that has occurred since 1813, Over 
80 villages are submerged. 

In the region of Mosciska, Poland, 
there have been terrible hailstorms and 
heavy rains that have caused the rivers 
to overflow their banks. 

It has been raining for two weeksin 
East Germany and many parts of the 
country is flooded. The Vistula river is 
rising rapidly. 

The embankment at Presse is broken in 
two places. Ualans have been sent to 
make repairs on the German side of the 
river, while military engineers are re 
pairing the Austrian side, The river 
Oder is also rising. 

The dam erected by soldiers to prevent 
further flooding of the Karwin is washed 
away by the immense weight of water 
impounded behind it and the Oltu river, 
which has been inundated. 

The foundations of many houses in the 
Villages of Berigzeg and Pistyan were 
undermined by the rapidly flowing 
waters, and the buildings have collapsed. 

In many instances persons who were 
attempting to save household effects 
narrowly escaped with their lives. Three 
inhabitants of the villages were caught in 
the flood and drowned. 

The county of Lipto, which forms the 
upper partof the valley of the Waag, 
containing about S68 square miles, has 
been converted into a vast lake. 

The money damage done by the flood is 
immense, and in vely many cases resi- 
dents of the valley have lost everything 
they possessed. 

Evidences of destruction appear ona 
every side. The carcasses of hundreds of 
sheep and swine are floating down with 
the current, intermingled with wreckage 
of every description. 

A dispatch from Cracow states that 
floods in the commune of Wolowice 
caused a dam to give way. Before the 
outflowing torrent of water could be 
checked 150 houses below the dam were 
swept away. Pioneers at great risk of 
their lives eventually succeeded in re 
pairing the breach. The damage done to 
the crops was immense. 


STRUCK AN ICEBERG, 
Twelve Men Drowned by the Sinking of 
the Fishing Schooner Rose, 

St. Joun’s, N. F., June 20,—Schooner 
Rose, from Labrador, for Conception bay, 
collided with an iceberg, and went down 
almost immediately, carrying 12 persons 
with ber. The disaster occurred when 
the schooner was about eight miles off 
Partridge point. At the time of the 
collision there was a thick fog, and it 
was impossitle forthe lookout to see a 

ship’s length ahead. 

The Rose had a crew of 55 persons, who 
were bound to Conception bay to carry 
onthe codfishing industry. The 43 sur- 
vivors jumped aboard the berg as soon as 
the collision took place and remaine 
there for several hours, suffering great 
hardship. Whenthey had almost aban- 
doned hope, another fishing craft hove in 
sight, and after considerable trouble they 
were gotten safely aboard and landed,

WEATHER AND CROPS 


Damage by Frost Becomes More 
Apparent In New Hampshire. 


WARM WEATHER HELPED CORN. 


Reports of Fair Crops of 
Strawberries and Cherries. 


Boston, June 20.—The crop bulletin is- 
sued by the New England Weather Ser- 
vice for the week ending June 18, 1894, 
says: 

Mostly warm and pleasant weather has 
prevailed in Maine during the week just 
passed, and most crops have felt the intlu- 
ence of the bigh temperature and sun- 
shine. Corn and potatoes especially are 
pushing ahead fast, 

In Aroostook county the moderately 
late planted potatoes are doing the best. 
On some fields, where it was thought 
much seed bad rotted, later developmenta 
show that most of it is coming, though 
ratber unevenly. The potato bugs are re- 
ported thicker than ever known before 
aud in almost countless numbers. Squash 
bugs are doing quite a good deal of dam- 
age. Fruit prospects continue fine. The 
strawberry crop piSaiises very large in 
Aroostook county. 

New Hampshire. 

Corn is growing very fast in New 
Hampshire aud potatoes are showing 
well; bugs are very plenty in northern 
sections. Wild or field strawberries are 
very scarce in southern counties. The 
hot weather his taken the moisture from 
the soil very fast, and rain is needed on 
dry soils. Gr.ss is feeling the want of 
rain very much and is maturing fast on 
light lund. The hay crop at present 
promises rather poorly in this state. In 
Coos county the crop is not up tothe 
average; in Grafton county it is looking 
light and promises to fall short one- 
third; in Sullivan county it is reported 
light, and the damage by frost be 
comes more and more apparent as the 
season advinces; in Cheshire county the 
timothy grass heads out very low and but 
little clover seems to be blossoming, the 
crop promis«s very small on light land; 
in Rockinghsm county it is maturing 
very fast, and cut worms and dry weather 
has apparently reduced the crop by at 
least one-third 

Vermont. 

In northern Vermont, in Orleans county, 
it is feared that the hay crop will be 
light unless very favorable weather ob- 
tains; but farther south in Orange 
county the correspondents report that 
the grass is doing as well as one could 
wish. They siy it is uneven; there are a 
good many fields of light grass with 
sorrel, ete., but on new, well stocked 
land, well established, the crop will 
doubtless be heavy. The weather has 
been favorable to most crops, and all are 
growing fast now. Corn is reported very 
poor in places, much seed 
rotted, but in others, though backward, 
it is showing good colorand growing well 
Potatoes promise well. Squash bugs are 
destroying cucumbers and squashes. 

Massachusetts

Wednesday was very cold along the 
coast in Massachusetts, and on Thursday 
morning the thermometer dropped to 32 
degrees in Plymouth county, and ice was 
formed in some few places. Strawberries 
and other tender crops were slightly in- 
jured. We have no report of damage to 
the cranberries. The weather and sun- 
shine of the last part of the week have 
pushed the crops along wonderfully, 
so fast that potatoes, grain, etc, was 
wilting and being somewhat injured on 
the Isth. Corn seenis to have grown more 
during the week than during all the rest 
of the season. Strawberries are pro- 
nounced very large and plentiful in Mid 
dlesex county The report of grass is a 
little better in this state than in New 
Hampshire, although here old fields have 
suffered. In Bristol county the hay pros 
pect is about the same as last year; in 
Plymouth county the grass is thickenime 
up atthe Lottom; in southern 7p, aa

The correspondent at Green- 
fieli Hill reports that the hail came in 
streaks, At his station no hail fell, but 
both east and west gardens were de 
stroyed, field crops badly cut up, rye 
broken down, fruit trees stripped and 
strawberries ruined 

The week has been very favorable 
for growth in this state as well as in 
Rhode Island, although rain is needed in 
nearly all Potatoes and corn 
are growing fast. Fodder corn that had 
just been put in is coming along witha 
rush. Kye is heavy. Oats are still rust- 
ing, but in some fields there is a slight 
improvement since last week. There is 
generally reported a fair crop of straw- 
berries and cherries. It is stated that the 
former are coming ip all at once, and that 
the last picking will be small. Haying 
has begun in some of the southern coun- 
ties. An aversge crop is assured in most 
sections aud in some places larger than 
Jast year. It is filling up fast and im 
proving on heavy soils. 

To summarize: The weather has been 
generally favorable for all growing crops 
during the week just passed. Cool the 
first two days, with light frosts in south. 
ern sections, and unusually hot and dry 
all the last pirt of the week, except loval 
thunder showers 

Late plantid potatoes are doing best in 
the north, and early ones in the south. 

The lack of rain is being felt most 
especially by grass on all light soils) Hay- 
ing has begun in the extreme south. It 
is suggested that all correspondents make

Editorial Comment, 


THE REMONSTRANCE to the proposed 
changes in Fountain Square were not as 
Strong as anticipated, but is sure to de- 
velop at the adjourned hearing. The 
closing remarks of Mr. Dewson opened the 
eyes of people more than anything. He 
did not believe that the passengers from 
the Houghs Neck cars would flock across 
the green but that they would go round the 
fountain. Does anyone believe this ? 

Imagine fora momeut a car load of from 
50 to 100 dodging around half a dozen or 
even one team at the fountain! It would 
be more dangerous than the crossing at 
present. If there was a green it would be 
necessary to cut one or two wide walks 
across it. 

We would not oppose an improvement, 
but convenience is to be considered quite 
as much as beauty. It is impolitie to de- 
crease the size of the outlet of Washington 
street. The street will not be widened any 
between the fountain and the street rail- 
way building, but it is proposed to close the 
driveway and increase the travel at this 
congested point, where cars and teams are 
invariably standing. 

The city should let the existing church 
lines remain where they are, leaving all 
changes to be made by the church. The 
green, which is now an eyesore, is public 
property and should be thrown into the 
street and become a good roadway. Then 
turn attention to improvements on the 
south side of the fountain, Construct a 
large platform to include the tree. Raise 
it some inches above the street level and 
curb it witheJjdgestoue. Asphalt some of it, 
and if possible have a few square feet of 
grass in the south corners, Stone cross- 
ings to the church walk, to the Hancock 
House, to the street railway building and 
the Washington and Hancock street corner, 
would accommodate pedestrians with more 
safety than now. 

Whenever the church desires to make an 
improvement to its property by building a 
sidewalk around it, the city should and 
doubtless will co-operate if some line satis- 
factory to city and church can be deter 
mined upon.

“AN INFAMOUS LIAR.” 


The Epithet Hurled at Governor Till- 
man by Senator Butler. 


HE DIDNT BUY A SENATE SEAT. 


Invites the Governor to Make 
Specific Charges.

CHARLESTON, June 21.—The peace which 
has characterized the senatorial cam- 
paign in South Carolina was abruptly 
dispelled yesterday. A bitter speech was 
made by United States Senator Butler 
which created the greatest excitement. 

The cause of the eruption dates back to 
a meeting at Rock Hill, where Mr. But- 
ler’s supporters were in a large majority, 
and the Tillman forces charged that the 
Butler contingent was composed of aliens, 
carried there by the superintendent of 
the Richmond and Danville railroad. 

Yesterday the campaign meeting was 
held at Chester, and Senator Butler made 
Governor Tillman’s statement the text of 
his speech. He wasexcited and aggres- 
sive, and made a deep impression by the 
mannerin which he resented Governor 
Tillman’s insinuations. He indignantly 
repudiated the suggestion that he ha 
corruption fund from Wall street or e 
where, with which to buy his seat 
senate, and, turning toward Gove 
‘Tillman he said: “I say in reply tha 
Governor Tillman or any one else makes 
that charge against me, he is an in- 
famous liar. 

Stupefled the Crowd. 

The crowd was dumbfounded. It looked 
at Senator Butler and Senator Butler 
looked at Governor Tillman, and every- 
thing*was as quiet as the calmest sea, 
when all of s sudden there was an out- 
burst of applause, with mingled cheers 
for Butler and Tillman. 

Senator Butler continued; “When he 
has charges to make against me, let him 
make them like a man of courage and 
truth; let him specify and not indulge in 
the innuendo of a blackguard and bully. 
The mun has never lived and never will 
live who imputes dishonesty to me. 
[Cheers for Butler and Tillman.] 

“Mr. Tillman may go tojthe senate, 
but he shall not go there slandering me. 
Let him go there on his own merits and 
not by villifying, lampooning and mis- 
representing better men than he is.” 
Senator Butler criticised Governor Till- 
inau’s administration in plain terms. 

There is general thankfulness that there 
was no disturbance at the meeting today, 
and efforts will be made by conservative 
men on both sides to keep the peace,

SACRAMENTO, Cal., June 21.—Morris M.

The Norwegian Bill Killed—The Bell 
Telephone Bill Is Triumphant. 

Boston, June 21.—In the senate the bill 
authorizing the American Bell Telephone 
company to increase its capital stock was 
enacted without opposition. 

The state highway bill was passed to be 
enacted. 

The bill relative to the sale of cigarets 
to minors was rejected by a vote of 5 to 
26. 

The bill requiring specifications to be 
furnished to persons employed in cotton, 
worsted and woolen factories was rejected 
by a vote of 15 to 20, 

Mr. Durant moved a reconsideration of 
the vote rejecting the Norwegian system 
of liquor selling. Reconsideration was 
refused, 16 to 17. President Butler voting 
no. 

In the house the finance committee re- 
ported a bill for a state tax of $2,000,000, 
and the bill was passed to be engrossed 
under suspension of the rules, Last year’s 
tax was $2,500,000, 

On the question of the final passage of 
the bill authorizing the American Bell 
Telephone company to increase its capital 
stock, Mr. Coakley moved to strike out 
the enacting clause. The debate on the 
subject was long and heated and a yea 
and nay vote resulted in the defeat of the 
motion—116 to 60, 

The joint committee of conference, to 
which was referred the matter of differ- 
euce between both branches on the bill 
prohibiting the sale of liquor within 400 
feet of a schoolhouse, reported its inabil- 
ity toagree. The report was accepted. 

The bill to make June 17 a holiday goes 
over to the next legislature.

A TERRIBLE FIGHT. 


New York on Her Recent Trip. 

| When the big New York was cutting 

| her way through a thick bank of fog 

| Friday night a few miles off the Hook, 

Third Engineer Raum climbed down 
into the stokeroom and told Chief Firs- 


commanding tone that the chief fireman 
| got nettled and replied that, in his 
opinion, the steam pressure under which 
| the ship was then working was snfii- 
cient for the required speed. 

The engineer became enraged and 
with a curse grabbed a 12 foot poker, the 
handle of which was protruding from 
| one of the immense furnaces, and was 
about to run the redhot iron through 
the body of the chief fireman when 
Fireman Wagner threw himself upon 
him from behind and bore him down, 
| thus saving the life of Hinz. 

Then commenced a terrible life and 
death struggle between Wagner and the 
engineer. The men were on a platform 
from which the coal is shoveled into 
the furnaces. Both men are of powerful 
build, with muscles of steel They 
gripped each other where they lay and 
rolled over and over. Each tried hard 
| to push or roll the other into one of the 
blazing furnaces. Abont 40 coal pass- 
ers and firemen stood around, but could 
not interfere, as the chief fireman told 
them to keep aloof. Wagner had the 
advantage of being naked to the waist, 
wible the engineer’s movements were 
somewhat hampered by his close fit- 
ting uniform. 

Wagner finally managed to get hold 
of his adversary’s throat, and he tight- 
ened his grip until the engineer’s eyes 
bulged from their sockets. Then he let 
him go. Raum was almost dead. A 
bucketful of water was dashed into his 
face, and he revived sufficiently to drag 
himself to the elevator and be hoisted 
on deck. 

Two hours later Fourth Engineer 
| Peters came down the stokeroom and 
told Wagner that one of the machinists 
wanted tosee him. The fireman went 
up toone of the coal bunkers, where 
the machinist was said to be waiting. 
Here Wagner was attacked by Peters 
and knocked down and almost beaten 
to death. He says that the first blow 
struck was by Peters, who hit him on 
| the right temple with a brass knuckler, 
in consequence of which he almost lost 
consciousness. Then the two fell upon 
him mercilessly. 

Wagner made no complaint to the 
captain or any of the officers, believing, 
he said, that he would not get justice 
against a superior officer. He went be- 

fore United States Commissioner Shields 
| when the New York came into port and 
swore out a warrant against the two 
engineers setting forth the facts related. 
They were arr sted by United States 
Marshal Jacobus and Deputy Marshal 
Solomon. Their examination was post- 
| poned until June 23.—New York World

A CLOSE AND EXCITING RACE. 


The Dutch Jockey Is Probably 
Richer by $5000. 


New York, June 22.—Suburban Day at 
the Coney Island Jockey club track set in 
hot, but just as the horses went to the 
post a cool air from the sea made the heat 
a trifle more bearable. 

The bookmakers were too few in num- 
ber forsuch aday, and they were stiff in 
their odds, for they knew that they could 
get all the money they wanted to hold. 
When the big race was announced the 
plunge was terrific. 

At 4:45 the 12 horses which were to con- 
tend for the valuable prize were all at 
the post, waiting for the signal to be off. 
In the second break they were all caught 
in motion and sent away to a fine start, 
with Kinglet in the lead, closely followed 
by Henry of Navarre, Pickpoctet, Ban- 
quet, Comanche, Ramapo, Sir Walter 
and the others. Past the grand stand 
they flashed, with Griffin urging Kinglet 
to the utmost and with the positions of 
the others but slightly changed. 

The first quarter was run in 25 seconds, 
and then Kinglet had a length the best of 
it, while Banqu et was taken into second 
place by Simms, only half a length in 
front of Ramapo, on whom Taral had a 
gentle pull. The wily Dutchman could 
see then that Banquet was the horse he 
had to beat. Halfalength behind him 
was Pickpocket, still a contender.

Hopkins Upon the death of Hopkins 
about two years after their marriage, she 
married Artemas Brewer, a veteran and 
& pensioner, who died within a year. 

Her next venture was Hiram Parkin- 
son, who deserted her within a year. She 
then married (Parkinson being still alive) 
George Smith, a veteran and a comrade 
of ber second husband, Brewer. Ina few 
months she tried to kill Smith by giving 
him a cup of poisoned tea. Failingin her 
design, she fled to Bellows Falls, Vt. 

Here she fell in with and married 
Charles Playstell, the only one of her 
husbands who conld be called young. She 
was next heard of in Philadelphia in the 
Winter of 1888. She started a little shop, 
which, after having insured it, she 
burned, together with the houses of her 
two neighbors. For this crime she served 
two years in the Eastern penitentiary. 

Her next appearance wasin Newburg, 
where she met and married Paul Halliday, 
a farmer, living at Burlingham, about 20 
miles from Newburg. She soon eloped 

with aneighbor. In Newburg her com- 
panion deserted her, and she was arrested.

NEW WATER RATES. 


A Reduction Which will be Appreciated by 
the People. 

The new tariff of water rates which has 
been adopted by the Water Commissioners 
has been printed in convenient form and 
in a few days will be mailed to residents of 
the city. The promised reduction has 
taken place and in many cases it will offset 
the advance of tax rate caused by the ma- 
turing water debt. 

‘The new water rates for dwellings occu- 
pied by family will be: 


For one faucet, $6 50 
For each additional! faucet, not 
hereinafter specially rated, 2 00 
For one bath tub, 400 
For each additional bath tub, 2 00 
For one water closet, 5 00 


For each additional water closet, 3 

For each urinal, 2 00 

Provided, that the charge for the use of 
water by a private family, exclusive of hose 
and stable, unless metered, shall not 
exceed $22.00. No additional charge will 
be made for hot water fixtures. 

The reduction continues all along the 
line ; for dwelling occupied by more than 
one family, for hotels, boarding houses 
and restaurants, steam boilers, building 
purposes, éLc, 

The meter rates per day per 1000 gallons 
will be: 


500 gallons or less, 30 cents 
500 to 1000 gallons, 25 cents 
1000 to 2000 gallons, 20 cents 
2000 to 5000 gallons, 15 cents 
5000 gallons and over, 12 1-2 cents 
The rules and regulations have also 


been revised and are reprinted with the 
rates, 

Commissioner Cavanagh informs the 
LEDGER that the income from the water 
works this year will probably amount to 
$45,000, an increase from $28,000 in three 
years, The commissioners deplore the 
fact that aside from the extensions voted 
there is little or no money available for 
even short extensions. It see ,s that the 
city government has no authority to nego- 
tiate loans for water in excess of the 
amount already appropriated, and that it 
must wait for the Legislature of 1895 for 
permission. This is tc be regretted as ex- 
tensions which would return a good per 
cent. to the city, must be deferred. Some 
extensions have been made which have 
paid 75 per cent., and the average takers 
pay $15 peryear. It would pay to extend 
the works to Houghs Neck and it would 
greatly increase the valne of the taxable 
property there.

ANOTHER VICTORY.

S whanaena was the Casino, and the fight 
was the long-looked-for battle between 
Joe Walcott and Mike Harris of New 
York, who at one time received a verdict 
over the dusky lad. 

Walcott had all his own way from the 
start. Even the best that can be sald for 
the New York man fs» that he is tricky, 
but he lacked the sand that is essential 
toa good pugilist, and from the time 
time was called seemed anxious to lie 
down and run around rather than fight. 

The first round wasallin favor of the 
black man, and after this it was only a 
question of bow long Harris would stand 
the “gaff.” He slipped to the floor three 
times, but always managed to get up in 
the required 10 seconds. Neither man 
did much execution, but whatever was 
done was on the darkey’s side. 

It looked in the fifth as though Harris 
wanted to stup, for twice did he drop to 
his knees without being hit. He suc- 
ceeded, after getting three «fF four 
punches on the jaw and face, in keeping 
out of the negro’s way until the call of 
the timekeepers sent them te their cor 
ners. 

The sixth and last round was short and 
sweet. O'Rourke told his man to bring 
the thing to a close, and this the little 
fellow, who was fully a foot shorter than 
Harris, did with a rush. He followed 
Harris about the ring, landing right and 
left very rapidly, so fast, in fact, that the 
spectators couldn’t count them. Harris 
was getting quite a bammering, and, 
after Walcott hit a stiff one on the jaw, 
he fell to the floor, and remained there 
until Mr. Kelleher said ‘‘out.” 


AN ALLEGED INCENDIARY. 


Charles W. Stone of Athol Is Credited 
With Being a Bad Man. 

ATHOL, Mass., June 23. — Charles Ww. 
Stone, about 21 years of age, who may 
prove to be a very bad man, was arrested 
at Lake Pleasant by Deputy Sheriff 
Doane and Police Officer Jacques, assisted 
by Detective Newbegin of Boston. 

Stone is charged with setting fire to 
what was known as the Hapgood &

Stone, who is known as “Stony,” served 
two years in the Concord reformatory for 
larceny and two months in Fitchburg jai 
for vagrancy, only leaving there the 10th 
of last April. He has been around town, 
unable to obtain work, owing to the hard 
name he bore. He bas been sleeping in 
any place he could find, in sheds, barns, 
etc. 

He had become desperate, 
what became of himself. 

Afterthe fire in the match factory, 
which was on May 27, he was the first per- 
gon to wive the alarm, and received 
cents for discovering it. 

Detective Newbegin of Boston soon ap 
peared and formed the acquaintance of 
Stone, representing himself to be at the 
head of a large gang of thieves, etc. 
Stone became interested, and Newbegin 
alleges that he was ready to help New- 
begin rob, set fires or do anything else 
where there was a chance to make a cent. 

He was given a hearing before the dis- 
trict court yesterday, and pleading guilty, 
was bound over to the grand jury at 
Fitchburg in the sum of $5000. Being 
unable to furnisb bonds, he was taken to 
Fitchburg jail by Sheritf Doane. 

It seems that while Stone thought he 
was a pal of this large gang of thieves, he 
Mentioned several storesand different 
places where they might secure good 
booty.

THE EXPORTS OF GOLD 


Caused a Depressed Feeling In the 
Business World. 


COAL STRIKE IS ALSO A FACTOR. 


Anticipated Improvement Has 
Failed to Materialize. 


New York, Jane 23.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: The week 
has been rich in promise, but poor in per- 
formance. It was confidently promised 
that exports of gold would cease, but 
they have not. It was promised that the 
end of the coal strike would bring imme- 
diate recovery of industries, but partial 
resumption of work discloses comparative 
scantiness of demand for products. 

The exports of gold have been $7,750,000 
during the week, notwithstanding con- 
tinued and more liberal sales of exchange. 

Operations in wheat advanced the price 
18-4 cents, though western receipts were 
only 1,381,510 bushels, against 2,269,185 
last year, and Atlantic exports only 
655,931 bushels, against 2,502,008 last year. 

Corn advanced, but again receded with 
smajl exports and fairly large receipts. 

Cotton declined 1-ltth, but recovered. 
The visible stock of American here and 
abroad is 4,512,990 bales, aguinst 2,582,573 
last year, and there is every reason to ex- 
pect an increased yield. 

Textile Trade Is Dull, 

It was confidently expected that the 
settlement of tariff on textiles by the sen- 
ate would improve the condition of tex- 
tile manufactures. Lutthere is scarcely 
any evidence of such a result as yet, the 
large sales of cottons being distinctly 
traceable to more seascnable weather and 
larger retail sales, and to éefther couces- 
sions by sellers. 

The stock of unsold print cloths at 
Providence, Fall River und Boston is 
over 1,000,000 pieces, but the accumulation 
continues. ‘he orders for fall are limited, 
aud staples are irregular in price. 

Wool is active, with sales about equal 
to half a full consumption, 3,252,541 
pounds, against 2,469,800 for the same 
week last year, anid 5,413,550 in 1592. For 
three weeks of Juue the sales have been 
8,759, 124 pounds, against 16,935,690 in 18v2 

Prices Weakening. 

There is much disappointment that the 
partial termination of tbe coal strike does 
not promptly eulaurge the demand for iron 
and steel products, which is evidently too 
LArrow us yet to support much increase of 
production. Prices are weukeniug. Bes- 
semer pig selling a $10.9) at Pittsburg, 
beams at $1.30 and angles at $1 20. 

Western orders are comparatively 
liberal, though much smaller than in 
other years, but nu improvement is seen 
at Philadelphia, while in the central 
region the coutinuing coke strike and 
grave uncertainty about the July settle 
ment of iron workers’ wages causes much 
hesitation. 

The shoe industry appears to fare better 
than others in quantity of products, 
though mainly in the low priced goods, 
for which most of the manufacturers 
have orders reaching well into the future, 
while the medium yoods are greatly neg 
lected. 

Failures during the week are 214 in the 
United States, against 273 last year, and 
25 in Cunuda, ugainst 14 lust year.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


ucus Reform Bill Signed by the Gov- 
= ernor—Proposed State House Park, 

Boston, June 23.—Governor Greenhalge 
sent a message to the house requesting ap 
appropriation of $9000 for furnishings and 
repairs at the state prison, and #7000 for 
plumbing at the Sherborn prison for 
women. 

In the senate, the bill for the appoint- 
ment of a steam railroad inspector was 
ordered to a third reading, after the adop- 
tion of an amendment making the meas- 
ure permissive instead of compulsory. 

The bill for a state house park east of 
the state house was givena third read- 
ing—21 to 17. 

Mr. Bill moved that the governor be re- 
quested to return the caucus reform bill, 
previously passed to be enacted. Asa 
reason, Mr. Bill said that he proposed 
moving a reference of the subject to the 
next general court. While debate was in 
progress it was learned that the governor 
had signed the bill. ‘ 

Rejection was negatived on the bill 
relative to the sale of land for taxes. 

The bill relative to the increase of the 
capital stock of street railway companies, 
to meet expenses incident to a change in 
motive power, was passed to be engrossed. 

The senate is now behind, so that the 
legislature cannot finally adjouro before 
the middle of next week, perhaps not be- 
fore Friday. 

The house passed to be engrossed a bill 
to allow ex-Representative Foss to hold 
an office (license commissioner) which he 
bad asa legislator helped to create. 

The bill making persons holding public 
positions, aside from municipal offices, 
igelligible to act as license com mis- 
sioners, was engrossed. The bill to re- 
peal the Boston subway act of 1893 was 
passed to be engrossed. 

A bill relative to personal liberty, aimed 
to prevent the detention of persons in 
hospitals and similar institutions aside 
from prisons against their wishes, was en- 
grossed. 

The bill to repeal the subway act of 1893 
was passed to be engrossed. 

Mr. St. John was given leave to intro- 
duce a bill providing that when no-license 
cities vote for license, the license com- 
missioners shall be appointed by the in- 
coming mayor. 

The house adjourned to Tuesday.

A COWARDLY. 
ASSASSINATION. 


President Carnot Stricken Down While 
Enjoying a Holiday. 


A CELEBRATION IN HIS HONOR 


Brought to a Sudden End bya 
Cold-Blooded Italian. 


Excited Populase Would Have Torn the 
Assassin Limb From Limb Had They Not 
Been Prevented by the Extraordinary 
Exertions of Police and Soldiers—Presi- 
dent Remained Conscious to the Last 
Moment—The Dead Statesman’s Widow 
Almost Prostrated With Grief—Sketoh 
of His Career. 


Lyons, June 25.—The most intense ex- 
eitement has been caused everywhere in 
France by the assassination of President 
Carnot. To describe the feeling in this 
elty would be almost impossible. 

The president was visiting Lyons in con- 
nection with the international exhibition. 
Upon his arrival here, he was tendered a 
reception at the prefecture, after which 
he visited the exhibition. After spending 
some time at the exhibition, he proceeded 
to the Palaisde Commerce, where a bin- 
quet was given in his honor. 


PRESIDENT CARNOT. 

At 9:25 o’clock last night President Car- 
not started for the theater, where a gala 
performance was to be given because of 
his presence in the city. Several car- 
riages were in the procession, the first 
one being occupied by the president. Mr. 
Carnot’s carriage was driven slowly along 
in front of the Palais of Commerce, and 
then turned into Rue dela Republique. 
When half down the street, which was 
lined with enthusiastic crowds of people 
who were loudly cheering, a man rushed 
outof the crowdand sprang upon the 
atep of the president’s landan. 

Just at this moment, M. Carnot was 
waving his right hand and saluting with 
his hat in his left hand in response to the 
ovation that was being given to him by 
the crowd. 

The people close to the carriage saw 
that the man standing on the step hada 
knife in hishand. By the glare of the 
e ric lights, they saw the bright blade 
ygieam in the air as the assassin’s arm de- 
scended, and then President Carnot was 
seen to fall back in his seat, his face 
deathly pale. 

Almost a Lynching. 

M. Rivaud, who was seated by Mr. Car- 
not, immediately struck the assassin a 
blow fullin the face and knocked him 
from the step. Instantly cries of ‘Le 
president est assassine,’’ ‘Mort a la assas- 
sin,’’ were heard on every side, and the 
crowd in the vicinity of the carriage 
swelled to enormous proportions, every 
member of it seemingly intent upon kill- 
ing the assassin. His life would have 
then and there paid the forfeit of his 
crime had it not been for several sergeants 
de ville, who seized him and attempted to 
draw him away from his captors, 

The efforts of the sergeants availed 
nothing, beyond saving the man from in- 
stant death. Blows were aimed at his 
face aud head over the shoulders of the 
police, and many landed fairly. At last 
the police succeeded in driving the howl- 
ing mob back a foot or so from their pris- 
oner. 

In the meantime mounted guards were 
sent tothe said of the policemen, who 
were still struggling to preserve the life 
ofthe assassin. With drawn sabres ip 
their hands, the guards rode down into 
the swirling crowd, heedless of whom 
their horses trampled upon. 

The crowd slowly gave way before the 
horses, and at last the center of the crowd 
was reached. Then a cordon was formed 
around the 10 almost exhausted police- 
men and their captive, and the march te 
the police station began. 

Even thus surrounded the prisoner was 
not safe, for men in the crowd made 
frantic endeavors to reach him. The 
guards repelled those attacks with the 
flat sides of their swords, while at the 
same time keeping watchful eyes upon 
the mob to prevent the prisoner from 
being shot. Maledictions were hurled 
upon the captive, and never before bas 
euch a wild indignation against a human 
being been seen in this city. 

A Terrible Shock. 

The receipt of the news of the assas- | 
sination caused a great sensation at the 
Grand theater, which was filled to the 
walls by the elite of Lyons. All were 
awaiting with impatience the arrival of { 
the president. and all were unable to un- 


derstand the delay. Suddenly a man en- 
tered the theater, crying at the top of bis 
voice: ‘‘The president has been assas- 
sinated.” 

The most intense excitement followed 
this abrupt announcement. Women 
screamed and several fainted. Many 
men, without waiting to secure their 
hats, ran out of the building in order to 
confirm the news, They found all the 
streets leading tothe Palais filled with 
excited throngs, and in a few minutes 
they were convinced that the report of the 
cowardly attempt upon the life of the 
president was true. 

In the Death Chamber. 

The landau, in which were General 
Borius, the prefect, the mayor and the 
wounded president, escorted by a detach 
tnent of mounted guards, on‘a gallop, was 
driven rapidly to the prefecture. Genera! 
Bortus, the prefect and the mayor 
alighted, 

President Carnot lay motionless and 
unconscious upon the cushions of the car- 
riage. His eyes were closed. His waist- 
coat was unbottoned,and his shirt, on 
which the bright red cordon of the Legion 
of Honor was conspicuous, was covered 
on the left side, just over the heart by a 
large blood stain that extended to the 
hip. It wasimpossible to tell from his 
appearance whether, he was dead or alive. 

The crowd surged about in the vicinity 
of the carriage, but the mounted guards 
and the foot police held themin check 
some distance from the landau, in which 
the president was lying. 

General Borius, the prefect and the 
mayor, assisted by a numberof attend- 
ants, lifted M. Carnot from the carriage, 
and with difficulty carried him as ten- 
derly as possible to a roonon the first 
floor of the prefecture, and laid him ona 
bed. Dr, Gailleton then examined the 
wound. 

Shortly after midnight the Archbishop 
of Lyons was summoned to the bedside of 
the dying president, to administer to him 
the last rites of the church. He wasin 
the room but a short time when he 
emerged and retired toan adjoining room. 
Here he remained until 12:30 o’clock, when 
he was again summoned to the president’s 
room, where he administered to him the 
sacrament, 

M. Carnot remained conscious to the 
last. He realized that bis life was rap- 
idly ebbing, and twice he said: ‘“‘Jem’en 
vais” (I am going away). 

Dr. Poncet leaned over the bed on 
which the president was dying and said 
tohim: “Your friends are here, Monsieur 
le President.’”” M. Carnot replied: “I am 
grateful for their presence,’ and in less 
than a minute he gasped for breath, 
there was a convulsive shuddering of his 
body, and the President of France was 
dead. 

France's Future, 

It would be difficult to express, at this 
time, an opinion of any value as to the re- 
sult of the assassination on the future of 
France. That political cabals will be 
formed to secure the election of M. Car- 
not’s successor goes without saying, but 
the time in which such combinations can 
be formed will be limited, for on Wednes- 
day afternoon the senate and chamber of 
deputies will meet in joint session to elect 
his successor. 

The most prominent .ame in connec- 
tion with the presidency is that of M. 
Cassimir-Perier, now president of the 
chamber of deputies. 

The political situation, complicated be- 
fore, now becomes moreso, and he will 
indeed be a wise prophet who could fore- 
tell the next president of the republic. 

The Assassin, 

The assassin is an Italian named Cesare 
Giovanni Santo. He is a beardless young 
man. When arrested he was attired ina 
brown suit, and worea peaked cap that 
matched the suitin color, Santo, who 
speaks French badly, when  ques- 
tioned by Prefect Lepine, said that he had 
lived at Cette, departinént of Herault, for 
the past six months, and had only come 
to Lyons yesterday. He gave his age as 
22 years. His replies were given coolly, 
but without any sign of bravado. He re- 
fused, however, to answer any of the 
many questions put to him regarding his 
motive for stabbing the president, de- 
claring that on this subject he would 
speak only beforea tribunal. When he 
was searched by the police,a book was 
found in one of his pockets, in which it 
was written that he had been bornin a 
village in the province of Milan, Italy. 

Widow Leaves For Lyons, . 

Panis, June 25.—Mme. Carnot, accom- 
panied by her daughters, left early this 
morning for Lyons. The news of the as- 
sassination of her husband was broken to 
her as tenderly as possible. She was al- 
most prostrated with grief, but gave or- 
ders for preparations to be at once made 
to convey her to Lyons. 

On every side the deepest sympathy is 
expressed for Mme. Carnot, who did so 
much socially to make her husband’s ad- 
ministration popular. Mme. Carnot was 
atthe palace‘of the Elysee when the news 
of the assassination was conveyed to her 
by an offical of the president’s household. 
She at first refused to believe it, asking 
why anyone could desire to kill her hus- 
band. When the truth of the dispatch 
was impressed upon her, she became al- 
most prostrated with grief. 

She demanded to be at once taken to 
Lyons, and arrangemants were soon per- 
fected with the railway company, and in 
ashort time, in company with two of her 
daughters, who were weeping bitterly, 
ehe was speeding to Lyons in the hope 
that they would arrive there to find the 
reports of the president’s condition ex- 
aggerated. 

The journey is about 815 miles by rail, 
and before the train had proceeded more 
than a dozen miles a dispatch was handed 
aboard of it from one of the stations, 
which had been signalled to stop, an- 
nouncing that M. Carnot was dead. 

Obitucry, 

Marie Francois Sadi-Carnot, fourth 
president of the French republic, was 
born at Limoges, France, Aug. 11, 1837. 

He was the eldest son of the ex-Minister 
Hippolyte Sadi-Carnot of 1848, who died 
in 1888, and was the grandson of Sazare 
Carnot, known as the “Organizer of vic- 
tory.” The Tate president was an engi- 
neer by profession, and entered the Ecole 
Polytechnique in 1857. 

After the revolution of Sept. 4 Sadi 
Carnot was charged as commissiary 
extraordinary of the provisional govern- 
ment, to organize the national defense in 
the three departments of the SeineIn- 
ferieure, the Eure and of Calvados, and 
was appointed Jan. 10, 1871, prefect of the 
department of the Seine-Inferieure.

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AN OVER-LOADED TUG 


Succumbs to High Winds and Waves 
In New York Harbor. 


PLEASURE SEEKERS ARE DROWNED 


At Least Twenty Victims of 
the Awful Disaster. 


New York, June 25.—The tug James D. 
Nichol, with 63 excursionists and a crew 
numbering 10 or 12, sank at about 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, some three miles off 
the Highlands. Fifty-four of those on 
board have been accounted for, the rest 
were probably drowned. 

The tug left Fifth street and East river 
at 7:30 o’clock inthe morning, touched 
at pier 3, East river, and then went on to 
the fishing grounds. She had, it is said, 
a license to carry 80 passengers, but 63 
tickets were sold. There was a bar and 
lunch counter on board, whose attend- 
ants, with the crew, brought the whole 
number on board up to about 75. 

The tug reached the banks on time, but 
the fishing was poor and the sea too 
rough for comfort, and about noon she 
started back. When about three miles 
eastor the Highlands and about four 
miles south of Scotland lightship, the 
waves beganto break heavily over her 
starboard rail. 

To dodge the water and wind the 
Passengers began to run around to the 
port side and to climb upon top of the 
deckhouse. The boat careened alarm- 
ingly to port, and the water swept in 
over the rail. Terror stricken men rushed 
back to starboard, and the tug swung 
deeply down on that side. At the sane 
moment three heavy breakers struck the 
boat in quick succession. 

Captain Hyatt stuck pluckily to his 
post and sounded the whistle in a pro- 
longed scream for help. Even as he did 
so, the tug filled with the water that 
poured into her from both sides, and sunk 
out of sight in the water. She went 
down like astone, carrying many of her 
passengers with her, 

Help at Hand, 

The water choked the cry of the whistle, 
but not before it had been heard and 
heeded. The Clyde steamship Algonquin, 
a mile away, heard it and swung round 
to go back to the rescue. The tugs Wal- 
lace B. Flint, R. J. Moran and Governor, 
also hurried toward the spot. From fur- 
ther away came the C. E. Evarts, reach- 
ing the spot too late to be of service, 

The Algonquin sent her lifeboat with 
First officer Rich and four sailors. They 
picked up 10 men, one of whom, however, 
died a few moments later. The tugs res- 
cued the others who remained afloat. 
Some jew had lifebelts, but many of 
them were clinging to bits of wreckage, 
A liferaft supported a dozen, and the top 
of the pilot house as many more. The 
unconscious man picked up by the Al- 
gonquin was found in the Nichols boat. 
He was under the thwarts and entangled 
In fishing lines. 

The boat, practicably wunsinkable, was 
floating right side up, but was full of 
water. Captain Plattof the Algonquin 
says that while astiff breeze was blow- 
Ing there was no sudden squall There 
was a big, short, sharp sea on. 

Victims Were Germans 

The Algonquin brought those she bad 
picked upto the city, and the living dis- 
persed to their homes. All were people 
bearing German names, and living on the 
lower East Side of the city 

Some of the tugs, not wishing to come 
to the city, transferred the men they had 
saved to other tugs. 

The Sayers brought up 34 survivors and 
landed them on the East§side. 

The C. B. Evarts brougbt up two bodies 
and several survivors. The Governor 
landed others in Brooklyn. 

The officers of the Flint, for some un- 
known reason, denied having rescued any 
ofthe menor knowing anything of the 
matter. 

John Magele, who was rescued by the 
Algonquin’s boat, says he was caught un- 
der the awning of the tug when it sank. 
He managed to crawl out and seized a 
table, which kept him afloat. Finding 
his chum, Frank Kuiser, in the water, he 
let him have the table, which would not 
support two, and started to swim. Svon 
after he was picked up, but Kaiser has 
not been seen since. 

A few hours after sinking the tug was 
pretty well broken up, and the wreckage 
began to come ashore. Before dark the 
entire beach was strewn withit. Forty- 
three lunch baskets wer: washed up. 
None of the bodies have come ashore as 
yet. 

Five Were Drowned, 

BROOKLYN, June 25.—A cutboat was 
capsized by a sudden squall yesterday, at 
the foot of Fifty-sixth street. A pleasure 
party, consisting of two men, two women, 
a boy and a 22-year-old girl, were thrown 
inthe water. The Atlantic club’s steam 
launch at once put out ti the rescue. The 
men, the women and the boy sank, how- 
ever, before assistance could be rendered. 
The little girl was saved. 

Other Drowning Accidents, 

Fred Libby, aged 19, of Auburn, Me. 
was drowned in the Androscoggin river. 

Michael McDonald, aged 21 years, was 
drowned in Middle Meadow pond, at 
Agawam, Mass. while fishing. 

Louis House, aged 19, fell from a boat 
on the Connecticut river while fooling 
with some companions, and was drowned. 

William F. Sullivan of Boston was 
drowned in New Haven harbor while 
bathing. Sullivan was seized with 
cramps. 

The End Is Nearing. 

WASHINGTON, June 25.—There is little 
doubt inany quarter that the present 
week will see the end of the tariff debute 
In the senate. Estimates as to the time 
when the final vote shall be reached range 
from Tuesday until Saturday, but a ma- 
jority of the senate has expressed the 
ppinion that the final vote will be taken 
gu Wednesday or Thursday. 


Death of Painter Healy. 
CHICAGO, June 25.—G. P. A. Healy, the 
famous portrait painter, died of exhaus- 
tion at his home here, due to hot weather 
and old age. Mr. Healy was born in Bos- 
ton 80 years ago.

DOCTOR AND LAWYER 


Engage in a Heated Controversy on 
Religious Questions.

THE LAWYER'S STRONG LANGUAGE 


Called Forth a Protest In a 
Boston Theater. 


ate 


Boston, June 25.—There was a heated 
religious discussion at the Boston theater 
last night, between ex-Representative 
Coffey and Dr. J. Van Elderen, a dentist. 
The debate was attended by exciting 
scenes and interruptions. Lawyer Coffey 
figured in the uproar in the People’s 
church two weeks ago yesterday, where, 
he alleges, the A. P. A. tried to do him 
bodily harm. 

The meeting last night was called by 
him, and was only fairly «attended. His 
subject was: |‘Resolved, That the Roman 
Catholic church is the parent, protector 
and propogandist of civil and religious 
liberty in America,’ and that CS AN ic 
Aism, native Americanism, know- 
nothingism and organism are the secret 
and treasonable foes of liberty in 
America.” Coffee denounced the Peo- 
ples’ church, and termed Justin D. Fal- 
ton, Mrs. Sheppard, Rev. C. C. Lorimer 
and Dr. James B. Brady as vagabonds. 
The speaker stated that he mailed Dr. 
Brady a challenge, but it was not ac- 
cepted. Coffee accused Dr. Lorimer, 
pastor of Tremont Temple, of stealing one 
of Spurgeon’s sermons bodily. He 
praised Mrs. EK. T. Hill for saving him 
from “a mob of Orangemen,” as he 
termed the congregation at the Peoples’ 
church. ; 

Duriug the speech of Coffey Dr. Van 
Hlderen occupied the platform. He be- 
came impatient at his opponent’s lengthy 
speech and copious extracts read from 
an old speech of Senator Hoar, and started 
toleave the platform, but the uproar 
from the audience was so great that Cof- 
fey immediately gave him the floor. The 
doctor spoke against the Catholic church 
and Pope Leo. Hisses greeted his re- 
marks, and counter cheers and hisses were 
thrown at Coffey for interrupting. 

Police Were Busy. 

The meeting became so uproarious that 
the police were obliged to go down the 
aisles and in the galleries to restore order. 

The doctor charged lawyers of living on 
the fat of the land. This enraged Coffey, 
and he ordered the doctor to leave the 
stage, and called him a coward and a 
traitor. he audience yelled and shouted, 
and finally the doctor left the stage and 
took up a position in one of the aisles. 

Coffey then resumed his speech and 
called Van Elderen “a soulless white- 
livered anarchist.” This so enraged the 
doctor that he climbed over the orchestra 
rail on to the stage and confronted Cof- 
fey. Hot words ensued, until the latter 
ordered the police to put himoff. The 
noise made by the audience was so deaf- 
ening that nothing could be heard. 
Finally the doctor left the theater and 
the meeting adjourned.

COWARDLY ASSASSINATION. 


[Continued from first page.] 


Cote-d'Ur te the national assembly on Feb. 
§ following, and took his seat with the 
Left and had himself inscribed as a mem- 
ber of the party known as the Republi- 
can Left, of which section he became sec- 
retary, and voted for all the measures 
which tended toward the definite estab- 
lishment of the republic. 

Sadi-Carnot presented himself at the 
general elections of Feb. 10, 1576, asa 
candidate for the chamber of deputies in 
the Second division, or Circonscription of 
the Arrondissement of the Beaune, and 
was elected by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. He followed the same political 
course in the new chamber, of which he 
was elected secretary. 

Inthe election of Oct. 14, 1877, Sadi- 

‘arnot was re-electel. A decree of Aug. 
i878, appointed Sadi-Carnot as under 
.evretary of state of the ministry of pub- 
lic works in the Duffaure ministry. He 
retained this position under Premier 
Waddington when the latter formed his 
cabiuet on Feb. 5, 1879, after Marshal Mc- 
Mahon had been succeeded as president 
of the French republic by M. Jules 
Grcevy. 

He was re-elected deputy from the Sec- 
ond Circonscription of the Beaune on 
Aug. 21, 1851, and left the ministry, with 
tne otner menibers of the Ferry cabinet, 
on Nov. 10, 1881. M. Sadi-Carnot was 
elected one of four vice presidents of the 
Democratic Left chamber, and again re- 
ceived the portfolio of public works, and 
passed, a few days later, to the ministry 
of finance, replacing M. Clumageran. 
Later, he was elected to the chamber of 
deputies as a Republican. 

M. Cavazot retained his portfolio in the 
cabinet reconstructed by M. DeFreycinet, 
Jan. 7, 1886. He definitely left the min- 
istry with the DeFreycinet cabinet in 
December 1886, and wasagain elected a 
memberof the budget commission. 

His Election to the Presideucy. 

Previous to the presidential crisis of the 
end of the year which forced M. 
Jules Grevy outof power as a result of 
the financial and judicial scandals which 
affected his family, M. Sadi-Carnot was 
not reckoned among the numerous candi- 
dates for the succession. 

But on Dec. 3,in the midst of parlia- 
mentary intrigues, his candidacy was 
spontaneously produced and _ recom- 
mended by the dignity of his character 
and the honesty of his life. He polled 303 
votes out of 852; M. Jules Ferry polled 212; 
General Saussier, 148; M. DeFreycinet, 76; 
General Appert, 72; M. Brisson, 26; and 
M. Floquet polled 5 votes. 

Upon the second ballot M. Carnot was 
elected president by 616 votes, against 188 
cast for General Saussier, and 25 votes 
scattered among other candidates. 

From the day he became president, M. 
Carnot has personally takeu the greatest 
interest in all public fanctions and in all 
public affairs, doing everything possible 
to spread and strengthen the sentiments 
of concord and contidence in the repub- 
lic. 

During the year 1889, the international 
exposition and the political difliculties 
were for President Carnot the occasions 
for redoubling his activity and influence. 
After having on May 4 of that year, at 
Versailles, inaugurated the fetes in honor 
of the centenary of the revolution, and 
the next day opened the industrial and 
artistic galleries of the Champ de Mars, 
he did not cease by his visits to the people 
of all classes and all groups to shower en- 
couragemeunt on all exhibitors. 

The president of the head of the execu- 
tive power of France has been a source of 
strength to the republic. The trust which 
the Republican party placed in him has as- 
sured calm tothe country, and guaran- 
teed the pacific working of the govern- 
ment of all institutions. Thus it was that 
the late president triumphed over the 
difficulties raised by Boulangerism. 

President Carnot tock a prominent 
part in bringing about the so-called 
Franco- Russian entente, the visitof the 
French fleet to Constadt in 1891, later its 
visit to Portsmouth, and the visit of the 
Russian squadron to Toulon last year, 
with the accompanying Franco-Russian 
fetes.

It wason the line of 
charges mide by The Evening Express 
and Boston Herald against Sheriff Cram 
and his deputies and the police force of 
Portland. 

Mr. Hughes said that the fact that rum- 
sellers in the city were paying hush 
money to liquor deputies and police force 
is well known and can be easily proven. 
He demanded the discharge of certain 
liquor deputies, who are suspected of ac- 
cepting bribes, and their arrest and im- 
prisonment. He denounced Mayor Bax- 
ter and City Marshal Trickey and accused 
them of wishing to protect rumsellers, 

He called upon all good citizens to de 
mand a legislative investigation of the 
charges brought against county and city 
ofticers. The offices of public trust in 
this county and city, he said, have been 
prostituted by corrupt officials, and un- 
less something is done to put an end to 
this nefarious practice of buying grand 
juries, so that they will not find indict- 
ments for the illegal sale of liquor, and 
bribing officers sworn to enforce the 
ligour laws, we shall soon be governed by 
law-breakers, and not by tax-payers, 

Mr. Hughes’ remarks were frequently 
interrupted by long and loud applause, 
and, although delivered ina church, he 
was even cheered. Public excitement is 
becoming so great that Governor Cleaves 
will be prevailed upon to convene a 
special session of the legislature, and 
proceed to hold a legislative investiga- 
tion.

PEELING RUNS HIGH. 


Demonstrations Against Italians In 
the City of Lyons. 


STORES LOOTED BY RIOTERS. 


Seeking Revenge For the As- 
sassination of Carnot. 


Lyons, June 26.—-The streets of this city 
throughout yesterday were thronged 
with crowds of excited people. A large 
number of the stores are closed, and on 
every side is to be seen evidence of the 
deep grief of the inhabitants at the mur- 
der of the president, and of the bitter 
feeling felt against his murderer and the 
class of people he is supposed to belong 
to. 


The body of M. Carnot was taken from 
the prefecture last evening and placed on 
thetrain that will convey it to Paris. 
After prayers for the dead had been of- 
fered, the casket containing the remains 
was carried ovt and placed on a carriage. 
While this was being done salvos of ar- 
tillery were fired, trumpets were sounded 
and drums beaten. Every civil and mili- 
tary honor was shown the dead. 

The square infront of the prefecture 
was densely thronged, as were all the 
streets leading to the railway station. 
Troops and gen d’armes kept the route 
open. The procession that followed the 
body included all the civiland military 
authorities of Lyons, and a large number 
of delegates from different cities and 
towns. 

As the cortege passed slowly along, the 
streets were remarkably silent. Almost 
the only sounds that could be heard were 
the trampling of the horses and the 
rumbling of the gun carriage. 

Populace Became Furious, 

No eooner had the cortege gone by, how- 
ever, before a great change appeared in 
the crowd. The people, who had hereto- 
fore stood reverent and mute before the 
nation’s martyr, now gave vent to their 
pent up excitement and rage. Every- 
where could be heard cries of ‘‘Long live 
Carnot,”’ “Death to his murderer.” The 
scene was one that will not be speedily 
forgotton by those who witnessed it. 

The sudden transition in the feelings of 
the crowd boded ill for the resident Ital- 
ians, and when some of the more hot- 
headed men in the crowd proposed that 
an attack be made upon the Italian 
quarter, the proposition was received with 
wild cries of approval. 

In almost less time than it takes to teil 
it, an enormous mob, at the head of 
which was carried a French flag, was en 
route tothat part ofthe city given over 
to the Italians. Before the police could 
intervene to prevent the trouble, the mob 
bad attacked all the shops belonging to 
the foreigners and sacked them. The 
proprietors and their families were forced 
to flee for their lives. 

Inthe meantime another large band 
marched through other streets, and by 
threats compelled every Italian who kept 
a cafe to close his place of business. The 
crowds in the Rue de la Republique be 
came threatening, and refused to obey 
the orders given them to disperse. It was 
finally found necessary to command the 
cuirassiers to charge the crowd in order 
to clear the street. 

The mob last evening set fire to several 
ofthe Italian cafes. A commissary of 
police begged the crowd to respect the 
affliction of Mme. Carnot, but the rioters 
replied with shouts of. ‘We will avenge 
Carnot.”” The most intense excitement 
prevailed throughout the city. 

The streets are strewn with debris of 
every description. 

During the night a total of 300 arrests 
were made. 

Many of the anarchists are fleeing from 
the town. 

The police are particularly anxious to 
find a hair dresser named Marius Violly, 
who is said to have repeatedly predicted 
that President Carnot would be mur- 
dered in his carriage on arriving here. 

An Italian woman, who proves to have 
been Violli’s mistress, and one of Violli’s 
associates named Roux, have been ar- 
rested. 

The Senate’s Sentiment. 


The senate was crowded when, amidst 
much emotion displayed by the senators, 
President M. Chalmel-Lacour made an 
address expressive of the senate’s feeling 
at the death of President Carnot. In so 
doing, he eulogized the dignity and up- 
right, unassuming, irreproachable con- 
duct of the dead man. ‘‘Europe,” he 
said, “is appreciating the nobleness and 
strength of his character, and shares in 
France's grief.’”’ The speaker then voiced 
the senate’s condolence with the famimy, 
remarking: 

“If any man’s innate goodness should 
have guarded him from hatred and 
fanaticism, it was President Carnot. The 
crime has strengthened our energetic re- 
solve to defend the fundamental laws of 
society, and to protect outraged human- 
ity. The coming congress will show un- 
shaken confidence in the abiding char- 
acter of Republican institutions, and its 
choice will be ratified by a great majority 
of Frenchmen, who are solely concerned in 
ensuring abroad the honor of the state 
and within its borders peace.” 

In the Chamber of Deputies. 
The chamber of deputies was thronged 


tothe utmost, and there was great ex- 


citement when President Cassimir-Perier 
entered. The president read M. Dupuy’s 
letter, making the formal announcement 
of the death of President’ Carnot, and 
adding thatthe whole of France was 
stupefied by the abominable crime. 
Dupuy in his letter also said: ‘From 
all parts expressions of emotion and sor- 
row arearriving. France weeps at the 
loss of the loyal servant and uopright citi. 
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zep, who carried with honor and fidelity 
the national flag, and who awakened in 
Earope feelings whigh show how great 
is the ordeal through which we are now 
passing. The republic will ever remem- 
ber President Carnot. All our sympa- 
thies are with the family which mourns 
his loss, and which like him is worthy of 
France. The whole country joins in the 
indignation felt at the crime.” 

M. Cassimir-Perier, after he had fin- 
ished reading the premier’s letter, said: 
“The chamber of deputiés and France 
associate themselves with these words. 
Let us bow respectfully before the tomb, 
which closes over a life of devotion to the 
fatherland and to the republic.” 

Santo’s Record. 

Rome, June 26.—The man known as 
Santo, who murdered President Carnot, 
isthe son of Maria Broglioand Antoine 
Ceserio. He joined the Anarchist asso- 
tiation at aueariyaga in January, 1802, 
he tried, with two fellow-anarchists, to 
start a newsp.per, but Santo was unable 
to raise the funds necessary to float his 
projected newspaper. The police watched 
him until the end of 1893, when he went 
to Switzerland. 

America’s Tribute of Respect. 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—When Prest- 
dent Garfield feil before the bullet of the 
assassin, Guiteau, the French chamber of 
deputies expressed its sympathy with the 
American people by adjourning. Yes- 
terday, when President Carnot lay dead 
by the dagger of an anarchistic Italian 
assassin, the congress of the United 
States expressed the sympathy of the 
American people with their bereaved 
sister republic by adjourning.

NATIONAL FINANCES, 


President Cleveland Takes a Hopeful 
View of the Situation, 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—The] president, 
in speaking last night of the financial 
situation, said; 

“The elements which make up our 
actual situation do not justify any appre- 
bhension; and the administration still ad- 
heres to its pledge and determination to 
protect our national credit at all hazards, 
and to keep tie quality of our money 
equal to the best, so far as the limits of 
executive power permit. 

“Of course, croaking and the spread of 
disquieting tales is calculated to injurethe 
strongest financial condition. I assume, 
however, that there is too much patriot- 
ism among our people and too much fa- 
miliarity with our resources and capabili- 
ties to permit our reserved force and 
financial standing to be discredited. 

“When the last government bonds 
were issued to replenish our stock of gold, 
it was nearly as low as now. While out- 
side of our gold we had no available 
money to pay ordiuary expenses of govern- 
ment, only »bont $19,000,000, we have now, 
besides our gold and in money applicable 
to goverument expenses, morethan $53,- 
000,000, 

“T understand itis charged in certain 
quarters that the payment of matured 
obligations is postponed to the amount of 
$50,000,000 or $75,090,000. This is not true. 
Weare paying as we go, in the usual 
way. 

“Last year, up to June 1, the balance 
against us, arising from the export and 
import of me:chandise, excluding gold 
and silver, was $54,552,046. The balance 
in our favor at the same period this year 
was #2,96),562, representing a change in 
our favor of $127,512.60. 

“It must not be forgotten as another 
favorable feature in the situation that 
we are no longer purchasing silver and 
issuing gold obligations for payment 
therefor.”

Watching For Cranks.

A Lively Blaze in City Square Quickly 
Extinguished 


WATER INSIDE FOUR MINUTES, | United Statesnow cic 


Recall Sounded in Fifteen Minutes— 
Hydrant Streams Used. 


Av alarm from Box 26 always collects a 
crowd in a burry but those who arrived 
five minutes after the alarm Monday even- 
ing did not witness the grand exhibition of 
the firemen from the central station. A 
blaze had obtained considerable headway 
in a stable occupied by E. B. Souther ia 
the rear of his news stand when the depart- 
ment arrived, and was bursting through 
the doors. Within four minutes, however, 
from the alarm a powerful bydrant stream 
was turned on the building, and so quickly 
did the flames go out that the crowd 
cheered. It shortly after burst through 
the roof but another line of bose had been 
laid and the second stream quelched the 
fire. 

In just 15 minutes the ‘‘all-out’’ signal 
was given, and what had promised to be a 
conflagration bad been averted. Several 
buildings are but afew feet distant, and a 
disastrous fire might easily bave occurred 
but for the prompt and efficient work of 
our fire department. 

Tbe Wollaston hose made a quick run, 
arriving in 12 minutes, but the Quincy 
Puint hose did not put in an appearance 
until after the recall. 

The fire is thought by Mr. Souther to 
bave been of incendiary origin. 

The exact loss by the fire is rather hard 
to determine. The stable is charred all 
over but is not burot much, but will have 
to be shingled as all the shingles on the 
north side were torn off by the force of the 
water. Itisthought $200 will cover the 
loss. 

In the stable there was alot of fancy 
pigeons owned by Henry L. Souther. 
These were all roasted and he places bis 
loss at $100. There was also stored a loi 
of goods in boxes owned by Edward 
Souther and the exact loss oo these 
cannot be estimated. 

J. F. Merrill bad 400 barrels of flour in 
the stable of Jobn W. Nash, not ten feet 
away, and this building connects with the 
store on City Square. All in all it wasa 
very fortunate escape. 

Hook and Ladder 1 and Hose 1 were 
called out on a still alarm at 945 o'clock 
to extinguish a fire that had rekiadled in 
the stable. 


MORE BURGLAKS. 


They Enter Tirrell & Son's —The Careless- 
ness of Business Men. 

The Quincy police are on another still 
hunt after burglars. This time the place 
entered was the wheelwright shop of Tir- 
tell & Son, which was entered sometime 
between Saturday night and Monday morn- 
ing. It was reported to the police, who, 
however did not give it out until Monday 
night. 

The goods secured were 2 hammers, 2 
spoke shavers, 2 planers and 1 chisel. 

The same place was also entered a week 
ago and property taken. 

Burglars were about South Quincy again 
Monday evening but as faras known only 
one place was entered, that of a partially 
furnished house on Penn’s Hill, owned by 
Mrs. Jennie Owens, where the party or 
parties broke open a tool chest of Charles 
L. Lewis and stole $30 worth of carpen- 
ters’ tools. 

These breaks furnish an opportunity to 
remind storekeepers that they should be 
more careful about locking their premises 
at night. 

Recently Officer McKay has found two 
places that would not have given burglars 
much trouble. In one case he found a 
side window wide open and the location 
was such that hundreds of dollars worth 
of goods could have easily been taken away. 

In the other case the officer found the 
key in the outside door and went all 
through the store to see that everything 
Was all right. A burglar in this case 
would have had no difficulty in going in 
and locking the door and then watcbed his 
Opportunity to slide out with goods.

‘EATER AND CROPS 


Vegetation In General Is In a Flourish- 
ing Condition. 


RAIN IN THE NORTHERN STATES 


But Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut Are Suffering. 


Bostox, June 26.—The New England 
weather service issues the following crop 
bulletin for the week ending June 25, 
1Sv4: 

The greater part of the week has given 
hot weather, with considerable sunshine, 
except in southeastern Maine, in the 
vicinity of Eastport, where it has been 
cool and cloudy. In the extreme south, 
only light showers have occurred, and in 
| places no rain has fallen for many days. 
Corn, tobacco, and such crops are grow- 
ing well in most places, but other crops 
need rain badly. In the northern states 
| the showers have been more frequent and 
heavier during the week. 

At Stratford, N. H., half an inch offrain 
fell in 20 minutes on the 18th. At West 
Milan, a shower on a later date gave .53 
inch in 15 minutes; roads and hillsides 
were badly washed. The heaviest rain 
and most severe thunder showers, how- 
ever, occurred in western and northern 
Massachusetts, southern Vermont, New 
Hampshire and Maine. At Hartland, Vt., 
and Alstead, N. H., the fall for the week 
| was about2.50inches. Lightning struck 
ina great many places, and did much 
damage. 

In southeastern Maine, in the vicinity 
of Eastport, the weather has been foggy 
} and cold all the week. In other sections 

showers have occurred, and a high tem- 

perature and considerable sunshine has 
been the rule. Crops have advanced very 
fast, potatoes especially. There has been 
little or nothing to damage crops in this 
section, and all vegetation is flourishing. 
| The outlook is good for a heavy hay crop. 

Fruit, probably, never promised better 

throughout the state. 
| Weather Was Uneven. 

The week in New Hampshire has been 
hot, with considerable sunshine and 
plenty of rain, but very unevenly dis- 
tributed. At Alstead, in Cheshire county, 
heavy showers occurred, the rain in all 
| amounting to over two inches, while at 

Newton, in Rockingham county, not 
| enough rain fell to measure. At Alstead 
the shower of the 23d was very heavy, 
and was accompanied by high wind and 
lightning. Trees were blown down, 
roads badly washed and lightning struck 
| several times, but no buildings were 
burned; heavy shuwers in northern coun- 
ties washed roads badly. In Merrimack 
county corn is reported of good color and 
| growing fast, but in Hillsboroitis low 
| and of poor stand. Considerable rust on 
| oats has been noticed in Hillsboro 
| county during the past few days. Black- 
| berries have blossomed full. Blueberries 
are ripening and a fair crop isin pros- 
pect. Applesare prononnced abundant 
| in Merrimack county, but grapes do not 
promise much. Grass has improved 
with the showers and higher tempera- 
| ture, and with favorable weather prom- 
ises to grow much more on most lands. 
One correspondeat states that a fair crop 
is now promised, where afew days ago it 
would not pay for cutting. The majority 
of correspondents report a crop below the 
average. 


Crops Growing Fast. 
Ttroughout most of Vermont the fall 
of rain was from one-half to two-thirds 
of aninch, butin south central counties 
showers have occurred nearly every day, 
giving nearly 2 1-3 inches of rain at 
| Hartland, in Windsor county. The 
temperature was high and an average 
| amount of sunshine prevailed. Crops are 
all growing very fast and generally prom- 
| ise well. Oats are rusting in southern 
| counties’ Pasturage is fully up tothe 
| average. Some haying has been done in 
| the south, and although it is hard to get 
| at an estimate, it will apparently be about 
| the average in southern counties and be- 
| low in northeastern, 
| Hay Crop Will Be Fair, 
Moderate showers have occurred in the 
| central and western parts of Massachu- 
| setts, but in many places in the eastern 
districts very little or no rain has fallen, 
and the ground is very dry. In Middle- 
sex county peas are drying. All crops on 
| anything but very moist land are feeling 
the effects of the lack of rain. Corn and 
beans are generally growing well, though 
corn is pronounced backward in places. 
| In western Worcester county strawberries 
| promise poorly unless rain comes soon. 
In Bristol county grapes blossomed full, 
but it is reported that not half will bear 
fruit. Itis very hard at presentto give 
an estimate on the probable hay crop. 
Considerable cutting has been done on 
old fields, and everywhere they are pro- 
nounced much below the average. In 
Plymouth county low meadows will be an 
average, but dyke land will be light. In 
Essex and Middlesex counties about an 
average is indicated. Worcester county, 
| both north and south, promises light. In 
the Connecticut valley pieces seeded last 
| year are heavy, but others somewhat 
light. In western Hampden county, on 
well cultivated farms, the hay crop will

be heavy, bv* on poorly cultivated ones | 


not so good. One correspondent in Barn 
stable county reports that grass has 
grown well, but is dusty, and, though 


| rain to clean it. 
Crops Are Suffering. 

Very little rain bas fallen in any sec- 
tion in Rhode Island and Connecticut, 
and crops are suffering a good deal. It 
| has been hot, with plenty of sunshine. 
Corn on sod land is drying in places, but 
under more favorable conditions, has 
grown wonderfully during the week, one 
correspondent reporting a growth of 10 
inches. Potatoes have grown well, but 
must haverain. Itis favorable weather 
for tobacco, and the plants are pushing 
forward. Onions look well. Rye is pro- 
nounced unusually heavy, and has stood 
up well; It is nearly ready for the reaper. 
Peaches look very well. In the northern 
partof New Haven county and in the 
vicinity of the city of New Haven, the 
cherries are of good number and very 
fine, but slightly further south, in Mil- 


ford, the crop has been blasted; they are | 


fine and plenty in Litchfield and Hart- 
ford counties also. Haying is general, 
and most correspoudents report a light 
crop. The same story is told about the 
generally good prospects on new lands, 
| while old anddry flelds are very light 
and of poor quality—June grass, sorrell 
| and white dasies.

DEMOGRATS OF MAINE 


Say Republicans Are to Blame For 
the Business Depression. 


DENUNCIATION OF PROTECTION. 


Chairman Moore Also Says 
Something About Hawaii. 


LEWISTON, Me., June 25.—Democrats of 
the Pine Tree state opened their conven- 
tion here today. Hon. Joseph E. Moore 
of Thomaston was chosen chairman. 

The resolutions favor a resubmission 
of the prohibitory amendment to the peo- 
ple and favor a 58-bour law, support 
President Cleveland’s administration and 
tariff reform. 

Chairman Moore outlined his party’s 
views as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Convention: We 
meet today, when the business depression 
gives the maligner and croaker a pretext 
for upbraiding the Democratic party, and 
an opportunity, by misrepresentation and 
falsehood, to make the unthinking and 
illogical believe that party respo nsible for 
it. The Democratic party is notin the 
slightest degree responsible for ite origin 
or continnance. The cause lies at the 
door of the Republican party entirely 
and completely, from whom we received 
it as an unwelcome legacy. 

Money and misrepresentation they be- 
lieve the most potent instraments to as- 
sure success and continuance in pow er; 
and they have used both without stint. 

In government policy, in politics, in 
any great moral and religious reforma- 
tion, it is uot possible to specially arouse 
the friends of a cause to activity without 
also arousing its enemies, and so in the 
radical move of the Democratic party for 
tariff reform, every trust, every special 
industry, singly and in combination, that 
were fattening at the expense of the 
mnasses, came tothe aid of the Republi- 
can party; their natural allies poured 
money into its treasury, threatened and 
frightened their employes, and the elec- 
tion of 1888 seemed temporarily adverse 
to the reform. 

No New Organizations Needed. 

New political organizations are formed 
to wage war against class legislation; but 
if rightly viewed, they are unnecessary. 
The true remedy is to join with the Demo- 
cratic party in its war against granting 
special privileges, do away with paternal- 
ism in the government, and give the 
largest individual liberty consistent with 
order anda proper maintenance of gov- 
ernment, and if all the ills they suffer are 
not thus cured, they will be reduced toa 
mipimum. 

Protection is egoism; free trade 1s 
altruism; the one is selfish, the other un- 
selfish. Prote:tion seeks the aid of the 
government for personal aims and gains. 
The thorough going protectionist is most 
likely to be aman who has something of 
his own he wants inflated. He usually 
wants protection on what he manufac- 
tures, and free trade in what enters into 
the composition of the article. 

Combinations are formed to this com- 
mon end, and the Republican party is the 
medium. They intluence legislation, or 
try to, by shutting down manufactures 
on the pretext that proposed tariff legis- 
tion will ruin them, and so compel their 
help to sign protests. They produce suf- 
fering that they may make greater 
gains. For political effect these Repub- 
lican protectionists encourage, if they do 
not organize, Whatthey term industrial 
armies, and then point to them as the 


product of industrial depression, from 
threatened tariff reduction, kuowing its 
falsity, and that such armies are made 
up, notof honest laborers seeking em- 
ployment, but mainly of men who “toil 
not, veither do they spin.”’ 

The Income Tax. 

Now there are different views astoan 
income tax. and much has been said for 
and against it. Like other formsof taxes, 
those who have to pay it object most. It 
is the easiest tax paid, for it is on a per- 
son’s known ability. Give me the income 
and I’!1 not quarrel about the tax, 

Be notimputientat the delay of con- 
gress. An important gq aestion is involved 
in the Wilson bill, and he who thinks it 
can be passed in haste by Democratic will 
bas not duly considered its magnitude of 
detail, nor the obstacles that a hostile 
minority can place in the way, and have, 
to their disgrace and the country’s in 
jury. Republicins are only filibusters, 
and the Republicans of Maine endorsed 
that. 

The governor and lesser lights an- 
athematize the Democratic and applaud 
the Republi: .» party for treatment of the 
soldier. Thiy expect soldiers to forget 
that Republican bosses in Maine sus 
tained them in the field with paper credits 
when lives were at stake, that they might 
put money in their purses. How many 
soldiers have been in the United States 
senate or national house from Maine? 
How many years did Veteran Cleaves 
have to wait before he could be recog- 
nized? My memory tells methat when 
there was a contrast between Veteran 
Cleaves and Civilian Burleigh, the vet 
erun had to step aside. Veterans, they 
say, are good voters, but poor oflicehold- 
ers 

About Hawail. 

Non-intervention in the affairs of 
foreign countries is a Democratic doc- 
trine, and has been observed. We have 
been saved the disgrace that would have 
attached to us by the abduction of Ha 
wali, under Harrison’s so-called treaty of 
annexation, made with a revolutionary 
government first established and then 
recognized by that administration for 
that purpose. Its wrong was confessed 
by offering to pay the deposed queen. 

Ex-Minister Stevens had the ill-breed- 
ing to charge, in an open letter, the 
sovereign with whom he had had diplo- 
matic relations with licentious conduct. 
How did he know? If by virtue of his 
off. ial position, he was base to state it, 
and if from rumor, baser still. His let- 
ters, read impartially, condemn him. 

The course of the president and Secre- 
tary Gresham in Hawaiian matters has 
been too honorable to tolerate the con- 
duct of Stevens, and if they could not 
right the wrong, they would condemn it, 
as they did. Our flag is never properly

ABUSE OF ITALIANS. 


How Frenchmen Seek to Avenge the 
Assassination of Carnot.

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Santo Says He Is Proud of His 
Bloody Work. 
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GRENOBLE, June 27.—There has been 
serious rioting here, and all trouble does 
not seem to be ended. After the news of 
the attempted assassination of the presi- 
dent had reached here, and before it was 
known that he was mortally wounded, a 
number of French and Italian workmen 
employed on the horsecar lines were 
drinking in a wineshop. An Italian made 
& remark which the Frenchmen regarded 
asaninsult. A free fight followed and 
caused the gathering of a mob of French- 
men. 

The latter invaded the yards of the 
horsecar company and attacked and 
badly beat the Ralians who were em- 
ployed there. 

Another riotous French mob formed on 
the Avenue Thiers. The Italian cafes 
were attacked and their contents de- 
stroyed in some cases, and in others they 
were simply compelled toclose. A num- 
ber of Italians’ stores were treated in the 
same manner. 

The mob marche! through the streets 
shouting: “Down with the Italians.” 

The police were unable to disperse the 
rioters, and several Italians were beaten 
and kicked. Later the mob was re-en- 
forced and proceeded tothe Rue Gam- 
betta. There somebody cried; ‘To the 
Italian consulate.” 

The police in vain tried to check the 
mob, but they were overpowered. The 
leaders of this demonstration procured a 
ladder, fixed it to the balcony of the 
Italian consulate and several of the riot- 
ersentered the consulate, tore up the 
Italian flag, smashed the escutcheon, 
broke the furniture, threw the statuettes 
upon the floor and kicked them to pieces, 
and finally seizing upon two large and 
handsome oil paintings, representing 
King Humbert and Queen Margherita of 
Italy, they threw them into the street. 

Soldiers then cherged upon the mob. 
After ashort coriflict the rioters were 
driven out of the consulate and out of the 
street in which itis situated. The pre- 
fect made an apology tothe Italian con- 
sul for the outrageous mannerin which 
the rioters had behaved. 

The two leaders of the attack upon the 
Italian consulate were arrested, and this 
caused a renewal of the disturbance 
Several dangerous mobs gathered as soon 
as the news of the arrest of the ringlead- 
ers became known, and finally matters 
assumed such a serious aspect that the 
prefect was compelled to summon the 
troops of the garrison. 

The military authorities occupied all 
the public squares and boulevards with 
infantry, cavalry and artillery, and 
Grenoble was to all intents and purposes 
in astate of siege. The officers in com- 
mand ofthe troops were given orders to 
take stern measures to prevent rioting. 

Widow Bears Up Bravely 


Mme. Carnot returned to Paris from 
Lyons with the remains of the president 
coffined in plain oak. The civil and police 
authorities received her, but no time was 
spent in vain compliments. 

About 7000 persons, chiefly members of 
the working class, were massed outside 
the railway station. The widow was ac- 
companied by her three sons to Paris. 
The train was awaited at the terminus 
by afuneral wagon, two landaus anda 
coupe for the officers who went with the 
president to Lyons. The mournful party 
were soon conveyed to the palace of the 
Elysee. 

Mme. Carnot has not touched food 
since Sunday night, but she was able yes- 
terday to drink deep draughts of milk, 
flavored with coffee. Her mental and 
moral vigor sustains her. She spent yes- 
terday ordering mourning, arranging for 
the funeral, dictating answers to the tele- 
grams from Queen Victoria, President 
Cleveland, Emperor William, Empress 
Augusta, the czar, King Humbert and 
others, and receiving the ambassadors 
bringing them. 

Danger Was In the Air. 

Madame Carnot has piles of letters 
threatening her husband and sons, re- 
ceived before and after the executions of 
Vaillant and Henry. Not long ago, M. 
Carnot, when walking in the bois with 
General Borius, was shadowed by a 
fellow of whom he could only rid himself 
of by retreating to his carriage. He had 
been warned from Italy to keep well 
guarded. Other warnings came from 
Brussels to beware of the Grand Prix on 
June 17. 

On June 20 the prefect of Herault tele- 
grapbed the minister of the interior that 
a dangerous Italian anarchist named 
Santo had arrived at Cette. This intima- 
tion was also ignored, with the Lyons 
tragedy for the consequence. 

Ambition Dwindling. 

Seemingly M. Carnot’s fate tames the 
ambition of those politicians who coveted 
the presidency. M. Lacour, speaker of 
the senate, refuses to run for the office. 
Prime Minister Dupuy seemingly has the 
best chances, but is less keen than was 
M. Casimir-Perier. 

M. Brisson, who has been a candidate 
twice already, has some chances. M. 
Casimir-Perier would just now be 
dangerous, because he is repugnant to 
the industrial working classes. A large 
number of Opportunists may unite with 
the Radicals and Socialists on M. Bris- 
sonjor M. Bourgeois. Bourgeois is a 
dark horse, but so was Carnot in 1887,

a@ vatican conclave, and is the object of 
endless bargaining and intriguing. 

M. Casimir-Perier is the man for the 
wealthy bourgeoisie and aristocratic so- 
tiety. He is wise in his own conceit, but 
the responsibility involved in the presi- 
dency might curethis. In America he 
might pass for an old-fashioned Whig. 

Anarchist Ravings. 

According to The Matin, Louise E. 
Michel, the notorious woman anarchist, 
says that the execution of President Car- 


not was not more than a simple 
act of justice. In M. Carnot a 
whole class, the whole bourgeois 


world, has been struck at. M. Carnot 
embodied the capitalist republic. It 
was not merely Deibler’s (the execu- 
tioner’s) president, but alsothe Panama- 
ists’ president, who has fallen under 
Cesario’s dagger. Anarchy will once 
more have deserved well of mankind, for 
love of mankind is the sole object of 
anarchy. Indiviieal revolt is the pre 
lude to a grand plebian revolution from 
which social harmony will emerge. 

Alexander E Cohen, a Belgian anar- 
chist, who was recently expelled from 
France, says it was not an assassination, 
but an execution. Ravachol, Vaillant 
and Henry have been avenged. Carnot 
was pitiless to anarchists. Coldly and 
cruelly, despite counsels to clemency, he 
handed them over to Deibler. He who 
sows the wind will reap the whirlwind. 

An article from The Parti Socialiste, 
published prior to the execution of Vail- 
lant, declares that if he allowed the exe- 
cution nobody would pity Carnot if one 
day he should meet the little unpleasant- 
hess of seeing his wooden carcass shat- 
tered by a bomb. The Radical papers ob- 
jected to The Parti Socialiste being prose- 
cuted for the article. 

Lyons, June 27.—At 7 o’clock last even- 
ing a riotous mob gathered and marched 
upon the northern district of the city. 
Upon arriving there the rioters attacked 
and looted anumber of stores owned by 
Italians. During the pillaging, a barrel 
of petroleum exploded and three of the 
rioters were burned to death. 

The rioting continues at this hour, and 
troops have been hastily dispatched to the 
northern district. In addition, all the 
dangerous points about Lyons have been 
occupied by the military, and most seri- 
ous trouble is apprehended. 

About 600 people were arrested during 
the rioting yesterday. 

The mayor of Lyons has issued a proc- 
lamation in whieh he says: “The male- 
factors, whointhe guise of patriots are 
committing heinous deeds of vandalism 
and pillage, will be punished as vulgar 
criminals.”” The mayorthen appealed to 
all honest cit zens to assist the authorities 
in repressing rioting. 

No Personal Grievance. 

Lonpon, June 27.—A dispatch from 
Lyons says that Santo stated while being 
examined by the magistrate that he had 
no personal grievance against President 
Carnot. He k.lled him because he was a 
tyrant. 

The magistrate asked; 
anarchist?” 

Santo replied: 
of it.” 

“Why did you kill the president?” 

“I will tell a jury; they shall know the 
motives that prompted my action.” 

“How did you stab M. Carnot?” 

‘IT pushed aside a cuirassier’s horse. I 
had the dagger concealed in my sleeve 
and I only bad to raise my hand. I aimed 
at his stomach and brought my arm 
down sharply, at the same time shout- 
ing, ‘Vive l’ anarchie.’ The crowd rushed 
at and prostrated me, and I was beaten 
mercilessly.” 

“You persist in affirming that you did 
not have accomplices?” 

“Yes, but is the president dead?” 

Santos gathered from the magistrate’s 
silence tht bis blow had been effective. 
He smiled with satisfaction, and, raising 
his hand, simulated the stabbing. 

The examination lasted four hours, and 
the magistrate was convinced that Santo 
acted alone.

many has taken with regard to her pro- 
ducts. No other changes or modifications 
on sugar will be made. 

The Democratic managers made stren- 
uous efforts yesterday to ascertain how 
the Populists intend to vote on the 
proposition © strike outthe sugar sched- 
ule when it is made, but they decline to 
state what their attitude will be on that 
motion. Irby of South Carolina, how- 
ever, informed them he would vote for 
the proposition.

MARRIAGE BETWEEN WOMEN. 


A TrialIn w London Court Reveals a Plot 
Worthy of the Dime Novel. 

The legal world of London is much 
exercised over the complications likely 
to ensue froin revelations made in a trial 
which has been had before Mr. Justice 
Chitty. It appears that in a marriage 
contracted in 1565, which up to the 

resent time was thought to be valid, 
th parties were women. 

In the year mentioned Mrs. Rachel 
Elizabeth Cullener, a widow, was har- 
assed by creditors who wanted to attach 
the income she derived from the will of 
her husband. This income, © the will, 
she would lose if she married again. 
She had living with her ason and daugh- 
ter, together with Miss Sophia New- 
land, a cousin of Mrs. Cullener’s late 
busband. 

The whole family was suffering for 
want of focd, when it was suggested by 
the daughter that her mother marry 
again, after which her children would 
collect tf income and support her. It 
was di“.cult to find a husband who 
could be trusted. So Mrs. Cullener, in 
man’s clothes, under the name of James 
Stanley, was married in due form to 
Miss Sophia Newland, who at the mar- 
riage ceremony took the name of Mrs. 
Cullener. 

Both signed their borrowed names in 
the register of the parish, and Mrs. New- 
land lived with Mrs. Cullener until 1883. 
Both have testified on the trial to the 
facts here narrated. Mr. Justice Chitty 
refused to believe the witnesses and dis- 
missed the case, holding that a woman 
who has, by her own admission, been 
for years ‘‘steeped in fraud”’ has no right 
to complain if the courts decline to be- 
lieve her when she comes forward in 
her own interest to impeach a solemn 
entry in a marriage register, the accura- 
cy of arecital ina deed to which she 
was herself a party and the plain in- 
tent and meaning of the course of con- 
duct which she has pursued.—London 
Cor. New York Commercial Advertiser. 


ROGER DRURY’S TREE. 


Planted by the Boy, It Furnished the Boards 
to Make the Man's Coffin. 

Fifty years ago Roger Drury of Web- 
ster county, Ky., then 10 years old, 
planted the stone of a cherry that he 
had eaten on the farm of his father. It 
took root and in a few years became a 
prolific tree and was known by the fam- 
ily as ‘‘Roger’s plant.’’ From year to 
year the lad collected and sold the prod- 
uct, invariably hoarding the money fe- 
ceived, ever after he had attained man- 
hood, was married and had children of 
his own, who aided in the management 
of the farm bequeathed by his father.

Three weeks ago 
he was compelled to resort to his bed, 
when he sent for an undertaker and 
gave final directions for the coffin’s 
trimmings, expiring shortly afterward. 
The funeral expenses were defrayed from 
the fund saved by the sale of the cher- 
ries of the tree planted in his boyhood 
time. —Henderson (Ky. ) Correspondent.

Since this 
measure was first adopted no one has 
availed himself of the privilege thus 
granted, and the performances have not 
been interrupted by demands for en- 
sores.

THE LITTIG MURDER 


Mrs. Butchman Said to Have Made aa 
Incriminating Statement, 


Natick, Mass, June 27.—The mys 
terious murd sr of Jacob Littig at Welles- 
ley on June 1, 1893, was, it is reported, 
suddenly reculled on Sunday last at the 
Cape district, the German colony on the 
line between South Natick and Welles- 
ley. It is stated that on that date Mary, 
the wife of Fritz Butchman, the engineer 
at Pfeiffer’s shoeshop, over-indulged in 
wine. 

When Fritz attempted to upbraid her 
ghe became furious, and a battle ensued, 
in which the woman had tworibs broken. 
In this condition she is said to have 
rushed into the streets, yelling at the top 
of her voice: “You have killed Littig, 
and now you want to kill mel” She was 
placed under a doctor’s care, and is re- 
ported as convalescing. It is expected 
that Butchman will be brought up for 
trial. 

Jacob Littig, with the back of his head 
battered in as if witha stone oraciub, 
was found on the Wellesley boundary 
line, a few rods from Butchman’s house. 
Butchman was held for investigation, 
but discharged subsequently, as his wife 
refused to testify against him. 

The last time Littig was seen alive he 
was seen leaving Butehman’s house. | 
Half au hour afterward Charles Georke 
beard sounds of ascufflein front of his 
house, and heard Littig’s groans, but was 
afraid to go out, and waited till the morn- 
ing, when the body was found near the 
fence on the roadside, |

THE WILSON BILL DENOUNCED. 


Parity In Use of Gold and Sil- 
ver Is Advocated. 


DENVER, June 28.—The third session of 
the convention of the National Republi- 
can league was attended by a larger 
crowd than the opening meeting. After 
prayer by Rev. J. N. Freeman, the report 
ofthe committee on credentials was sub- 
mitted and adopted. 
| The report of the committee on resolu- 
tions was as follows: The representatives 
of the National League of Republican 
clubs of the United States, in convention 
assembled at the capital of the Centen- 
nial state, bow their heads in sorrow and 
phumiliation at the spectacle of incapacity 
fwhich the Democratic party presents to 
pur country, and deplore the calamities 
which the giving of power to the present 
administration has brought upon our 
people. 

We congratulate the American people 
that this administration was compelled 
by public opinion to abandon the un- 
American Hawaiian policy. 

' In contrast with the shameful record of 
the Democratic party, we exult over the 
record of glory which the Republican 
party has made. Its achievements and its 
triumph, extending over 30 years, estab- 
lish it as the most masterful and en 
lightened political organization that has 
ever existed. 

| Inthe face of the present disaster to 
our country, itis with increased solemnity 
that we once more renew our allegiance 
to the Republican party and proclaim its 
cardinal principles. 

We believe ina free ballot anda fair 
count, and we demand such legislation as 
willinsure to every citizen the right to 
cast one free ballot in any election, and 
to havetbat ballot honestly counted as 
cast.

HOUSE RESOLUTION 


May Be Used as a Tariff Kill Buffer by 
Republican Senators. 

WASHINGTON, June 28 —The s>nate had 
reached the lust section of the income tax 
provision of the tariff bill when it ad- 
journed. The debate, as a whole, was 
dull, It pertained mostly to a series of 
amendments offered by Mr. Hill, Mr. 
Allison and others, all of which were 
voted down, looking tothe exemption of 
small stockholders whose dividends from 
corporate investments did not exceed 
1000. The managers of the tariff bill 
confidently hope to pass the measure on 
Saturday. 

The uncertain element in the situation 
is the resolution passed by the house to 
continue the past appropriations in force 
for 10 days after July 1. If the Republi- 
cans desire they can use this resolution as 
a buffer for the rest of the week, as it 
must be passed before July in order to 
continue the machinery of government in 
operation. 

The house got into a series of dead- 
locks over the New Mexicostatehood bill. 
The bone of contention was an amend- 
ment originally proposed by Mr. Smith 
(Rep., Ills.) requiring the public schools 
to teach the English language. A cable 
gram from the French government ac- 
Knowledging the action of Congress re- 
lative to the death of President Carnot 
was laid before the house; also a message 
from the president transmitting the latest 
Hawaiian correspondence. Several pri- 
yate bills were passed. 


VOTED TO STRIKE, 


A Decision Which May Affect Ten Thou- 
sand New Bedford Workmen, 

New BEDFORD, Mass., June 28.—The 
long threatened general strike at the 
Wamsutta mills, this city, is about to be 
inaugurated. For 18 weeks 800 weavers 
have been contending against a reduction 
of wagesin No.6 mill. Lately the griev- 
ance of poor wages has extended to No. 
4 mill,and a series of meetings culmi- 
nated last nightin a vote tocall out all the 
weavers in the Wamsutta mills. 

If this action receives the endorsement 
of the executive committee of the weav- 
ers’ union, a general meeting will be held 
Tuesday evening for the purpose of or- 
dering allthe weavers in the seven mills 
out. This strike will directly affect about 
10,000 operatives, and indirectly between 
20,000 and 30,000 people will be left with- 
out means of support. 

Asa result of last night’s meeting the 
greatest excitement prevailsin this city, 
and an effort is being brought to bear on 
the leaders inthe movement to obviate 
the threatening calamity. If the strike 
takes place rioting and bloodshed will 
surely follow. 

Fight Over an Office. 

Boston, June 28.—The school committee 
held an adjourned meeting yesterday to 
proceed with the election of a female 
supervisor. The fight against Emily 
Fifield was continued. It was claimed 
that she could not be a memberof the 
board and hold office, but her friends 
claimed she could. Ballot after ballot 
was taken without resalt, and the com- 
mittee was acain oblig d toadjourn with 
out accomplishing anything.

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CARNOT'S SUCCESSOR. 


Ex-Premier Casimir-Perier Will Fill 
the Post of Honor. 


FRENCH METHOD OF BALLOTING. 


A Sketch of the Career of the 
New President. 


— 


Panis, June 28.—Nothing more unlike 
an American election could well be 
imagined than the French presidential 
election which yesterday made M. Casi- 
mir-Perier president of the French re- 
public. The electoral body, formed of 
both houses of the legislature, held its 
meeting in one vast room in the form of a 
parallelogram, and adorned with battle 
paintings on the Bonaparte period. 

Beholders were admitted to the galler- 
fes early. The members were the first to ar- 
rive. The ladies present included the wives, 
daughters, nieces, cousins and personal 
friends of the members of congress. The 
ushers kept arranging the ballot boxes 
and seats as the conversation went on. 
The speaker, M. Challemel-Lacour, and 
the secretaries entered in the meantime. 

M. Challemel-Lacour is a white-haired, 
white-bearded, rosy-faced man of digni- 
fied appearance, and an admirable orator. 
Somebody cried: **Vive la Republique,” 
as he entered. 

The speaker, in simple terms, alluded 
to the horrifying event that necessitated 
the meeting, and then declared the con- 
gress opened. 

At% o’clock M. Casimir-Perier arrived 
from Paris. He walked nervously about 
the passages of the committee rooms. At 
8:30 o’clock 853 votes had been cast. One 
other v’'e had been refused. Breathless 
anxiety reigned while the votes were 
being counted. The speaker then de 
clared the result of the first and only 
ballot. 

Very little enthusiasm or warm feeling 
was shown anywhere uulessit was in the 
speaker’s room by M. Casimir-Perier, who 
upon hearing the speaker announce the 
result of the ballot, burst into tears and 
said: “I make a great sacrifice in accept- 
ing the office.” 

Belongs to Newspaper Men, 


Those who were close to M. Casimir- 
Perier when he left Versailles in order to 
make his formal entry iuto Paris, as pres- 
ident, say that he was greatly moved at 
the honor conferred upon him. He re 
ceived the congratulations of Premier 
Dupuy and the cabinet ministers anda 
large number of senators and deputies in 
the room set apart for the use of the cab- 
inet. Later President Casimir-Perier re- 
ceived the congratulations of the corre- 
spondents of the various newspapers 
represented at Versailles upon this occa- 
sion. 

Replying to the newspaper men, M. 
Casimir-Perier said: “I have only one 
wordtossy. You may discuss me—I be- 
long to you; but never forget France and 
the republic.” 

The New President, 


M. Jean Casimir-Perier has long had 
his eyeupop the presidency. When Carnot 
called him for the second time to forma 
cabinet, last November, he consented 
only after eliciting from the late president 
asolemn promise not to bea candidate 
forasecond term. Carnot—so the story 
runs—agreed to further Casimir-Perier’s 
own candidacy as much as he conld. 

And when, on May 22, the premier was 
defeated on the miners’ eight-hour bill, 
the gossips all declared that he deliber- 
ately “rode to his fall.” If he really was 
moved tothis action because of acon- 
viction that Carnot was untrue to his 
promise, secretly abetting Casimir- 
Perier’s enemies, strategy failed to wreck 
the administration, as he must have 
hoped; but his opportunity came sud- 
denly in the most unexpected manner. 

His early apprenticeship in statesman- 
sbip was served under the watchful eye 
of his father, Casimir the second, who 
was minister of the interior under Thiers, 
in 1871-72, and afterward a life senator. 
The father resigued the general councilor- 
ship of Aubeto his son as successor in 
July, 1874, and two years later the 
young Casimir was elected to the cham- 
ber of deputies. In November, 1853, he 
was appointed under secretary of war, the 
office having been created especially for 
him; but when General Campenon with- 
drew from the ministry of war, owing to 
the Tonquin disagreement, he resigned 
too. 

A Patient Waiter. 

For several years thereafter he kept in 
the background, with the eyeof France 
fixed upon him as aman who was likely 
to come to the front atany moment. On 
the downfall of the Loubet cabinet, at 
the outbreak of the Panama scandal, 
Carnot turned to him atonce. He failed 
in his first attempt, owing to the antagon- 
ism of the Advanced Left. On Jan. 10, 
1893, he succeeded M. Floquet as presi- 
dent of the chamber, becoming soon after 
the premier. 

As president of the chamber again he 
was more powerful than ever, and there 
is no Republican in France who has a 
stronger bold on the Conservatives. In 
politics he is an Opportunist of the same 
type as the late Jules Ferry. On eco 
nomic questions he is a protectionist and 
an advocate of the Meline tariff. Soldierly 
in bearing, he wears the cross of the 
Legion of Honor for his gallantry under 
fire in the Franco-Prussian war. His 
grandfather was a famous premier under 
Louis Philippe. 

Points of the French Constitution. 


The French constitution contains no 
such provision as that of the United 
States organic law by which the execu- 
tive succession descends at once in the 
case of the death of the president, Under 
the French law the government remains 
in the hands of the ministry, and the na- 


| tional assembly is charged with the elec 


tion of anew president. This duty must 
be performed within three days, or rather 
the chambers must meet within three 
days to proceed tc an election. 

The constitution vests the legislattve 
power inthetwo chambers, and the ex- 
ecutive in the president and his ministry, 
whom he must choose from the chamber 
of deputies Hehas not the orivileze of

A FRESH VIEW OF THE AMERICAN 
REVOLUTION. 


How It Differed From All Others That 
Preceded It—The Blossom of the Tree of 
Liberty—A Marvelous Inspiration—The 
Gonfalon of Progress. 


The United States has celebrated its 
birthday for 118 years with a boundless 
profusion of firecrackers, both Chinese 
and rhetorical. Grownup folks, a little 
weary perhaps of the resounding racket, 
while watching the urchin at work with 
punk and powder, will ask themselves, 
‘‘What makes the Revolution of 1776 
tower like an Alpine peak among histor- 
ic revolutions?’ One cannot answer this 
by saying that the immediate result was 
the biggest fact which the historic yard- 
stick measures. That was their good 
luck, growing out of the vast unknown 
resources of the continent, to which the 
colonies were as blind as were George 
III and his parliament. One cannot set- 
tle it by saying that the Declaration of 
Independence was the greatest charter 
of human rights ever penned. That Dec- 
laration contained nothing essential but 
what had been fairly written before in 
declaration and proclamation and pro- 
test, each paper of which had been seal- 
ed blood red with thousands of lives. 
It was just the old story inscribed afresh 
With a pen of fire by a mind of consum- 
mate sagacity. 

The celebrated Russian musician, Ru- 
binstein, once said to the writer: ‘‘You 
Americans will never have a distinct 
national style of music. Only nations 
with a childhood can ever have this. 
Your people never had a childhood— 
you were born full grown.”’ This last 
sentence packs an essay in 10 words 
and cuts close to the bone. The time 
had come in the evolution of things for 
the Anglo-Saxon hive to swarm. There 
was not enough elbow room in the old 
political hive at the beginning of that 
last quarter of the last century, and the 
bees determined to set up fresh house- 
keeping. The new swarm felt them- 
selves just as wise, as capable and as 
self sustaining as the others of the fam- 
ily. They had inherited all the tradi- 
tions, the customs, the accumulated ex- 
perience, the instinct for self govern- 
ment, inherent in a race which has beat- 
en the world in the keenness of its po- 
litical genius. 

It was but the difference of 5, 10, 20 
years or whatnot. If it had not been 
“navigation laws,’’ ‘‘writs of assist- 
ance,’’ ‘‘stamp act,’’ ‘‘tax on tea,’’ at 
which the colonists grumbled savagely, 
like true Englishmen, it would have been 
something else a little later. These 
things were wrongs, to be sure, but they 
would have been ultimately righted in 
the natural course of things and were 
not a whit worse than many afflictions 
which beset the man of Yorkshire or 
Kent. The American colonist, on the 
whole, was as free in the enjoyment of 


social and political privilege as any 
king’s subject that then walked the 


green earth—perhaps even had larger 
liberty. 

His large measure of freedom indeed 
made the homespun yeoman on this side 
of the Atlantic, whose fathers had shot 
the arrow flights which won Cressy and 
Agincourt, and whohad charged inCrom- 
well’s ironsides at Naseby and Worces- 
ter, feel the smart the more keenly. So 
came the swell of the race instinct, 
first embodying itself in the sword 
like epigram, ‘‘No taxation without 
representation, ’’ then after aseven years’ 
successful war getting itself crystallized 
in a magnificent system of home rule, 
biform in its relation to state and fed- 
eral affairs, and bringing the direction 
of matters most intimately connected 
with the citizen’s hearth and home as 
close as possible to him, in fact. In the 
triumph of a great principle England as 
well as the whole world won when 
Cornwallis delivered his sword to Wash- 
ington. Englishmen over the sea have 
been swarming off from the parent hive 
ever since. Canada and the Australian 
dominions are essentially as free as the 
United States in self government and 


only need their own wish to be as free 
& 


in name. 

Comparing the American Revolution 
with the three active great revolutions 
of modern times, we see how wide the 
swing of its pendulum as compared with 
theirs. The heroic rising of the Nether- 
lands under William of Orange had its 
root in religious oppression, and though 
it ended in severance from Spain no 
such project stamped its outset. The 
English revolution of 1640, which rolled 
a king’s head in the sawdust, trampled 
out the theory of the divine right of 
royalty and enforced the fact that thence- 
forth in that land monarchs should only 
rule with the assent and co-operation of 
parliament. It was one great step in the 
growth of the English constitution. 
The French cataclysm of bloodshed and 
horror, typified by the guillotine, whose 
ghastly head shearing sometimes red- 
dened four hours a day, was the natu- 
ral reaction of long centuries of caste 
robbery and misrule. The flame caught 
from the American torch, but the fuel 
had been seasoning for ages, and the 
conflagration lit the world under its 
glare. Out of the savagery, cruelty and 
misery With which these great crises 
reeked was wrought immortal good, for 
in this world all permanent spiritual 
gain is— 

Iron dug from central gloom 

And heated not with burning fears, 
And dipped in baths of hissing tears 
And battered with the shocks of doom 
To shape and use. 

But of all they have bequeathed t 
humanity nothing blossoms with prom 
ise so rich as that tree of liberty which 
bourgeons into 44 commonwealths. Its 
object lesson is an incarnate fact, exem 
plifying the truth that every political 
community and every individual in that 
community is entitled by God’s birth- 
right to the fairest, most unfettered 
field of self development. ‘‘And the 
leaves of the tree shall be for the heal- 
ing of the nations.’’ That is the gonfa- 
fon of the progressive world today. 
That was the practical work of July 4, 
1776. G. T. Ferris

6" | LIBERAL EDUCATION 


The Subject of Senator Lodge’s Ad- 
dress to Harvard Men. 


BOWDGIN COLLEGE CENTENNIAL. 


A Masterly Oration by Chief 
Justice M. W. Fuller. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 28.—Two things 
made the commencement of 1894 at Har. 
vard unique. It marked the close of Presi- 
dent Eliot’s 25 years of service at the head 
of the university—an event suitably com- 
memorated at the alumni dinner by the 
presentation of a gold medal to the presi- 
dent by Joseph H. Choate on behalf of 
the alumni. 

The day also marked the first com- 
mencement upon which, by vote of the 
president and fellows, punches and dis- 
tilled liquors had been prohibited within 
the college rooms. Aside from these two 
points, the diy presented no departure 
from the many similar occasions in 
former years. 

At the anniversary exercisesof the Phi 
Beta Kappa Alpha of Massachusetts, 
Senator Lodge delivered the following 
oratiou: 

Mr. Lodge’s Address. 

My purpose today is to speak of a lib- 
eral education in its broadest and truest 
sense without any reference to recent con- 
troversies over the study of what are mis- 
named the dead languages. To under- 
stand, however, the real relation of a lib- 
eral education to our American life we 
must have the true as well as the con- 
ventional definition. 

The first expression that we get as to 
the purposes of oar own university is 
givenin “New England’s First Fruits,” 
published in London in 1643. It is there 
said: “One of the next things we longed 
for and looked after was to advance 
learning and perpetuate it to posterity, 
dreading to leave an illiterate ministry to 
the churches when our present ministers 
shall lie in the dust.” 

The later charters of the college all pro- 
posed as its purpose that it should fit per- 
sous for the church and for civil employ 
ment. It was the object of the college, 
as the Puritans looked at it, to perpetuate 
learning, which was at once the badge 
and guide of civilization, but it was also 
and equally the object of the college to 
fit the students for life. The early found- 
ers mentioned only one field of work, 
that of tke ministry. The clergy were 
then the most powerful, and, to the Puri- 
tan minod, by far the most important 
class in the community. 

Fifty years later the views had widened 
and the expression of the purpose of a 
college is defined as the preparation of 
men, not only for the church, but the 
civilemployment, or in other words, for 
the service of the state. This idea has 
gone on broadening ever since, until now 
tbe true couception of the highest duty of 
a great university is, or ought to be, to fit 
its scholirs for the life which lies before 
them when they go out into the world. 

Good Citizenship. 

The great function of a liberal education 
is to fic a man for the life about him, and 
to prepare him, whatever profession or 
pursuit he muy follow, to be a useful 
citizen of the country which gave bim 
birth. In the United States this is of pe- 
culiar moment, because here every man 
has imposed upon him the duties of a 
sovereignty, and in proportion to his ca- 
pacity and opportunities are the responsi- 
bilities of that sovereignty 

Ifa man is nota good citizen it boots 
little whether he is a learned Grecian ora 
sound Latinist. If he is out of sympathy 
with his country, his people and his time, 
the last refinement and the highest ac- 
complishments are of slight moment. If 
he isin sympathy with his country, its 
needs and aspirations, the rest will fol- 
low, and it is precisely at this point that 
there seems to be a real danger in our uni 
versity life and in our liberal education. 

The first step then for our universities, 
if in the true spirit of a liberal education 
they seek to fit men for the life about 
them, isto make them Americans and 
send them forth in sy.apathy with their 
country. As the danger on the first point 
of patriotism is that the many-sided 
teachings of a university will prevent a 
just sense of the place of our country, so 
on the second point the dauger is that 
dealing largely with the past tbe univer- 
sity will alienate ite students from the 
present. The past is a good schoolhouse, 
but a bad dwelling place. 

To all her students alike it is Harvard’s 
duty to give that which will send them 
out from her gates able to understand 
and tosympathize with the life of the 
times. This cannot be done by rules or 
systems or textbooks. It can come, and 
can only come,from the subtle, impalpable 
and yet powerful influences which the 
spirit and atmosphere of a great uni- 
versity can exert upon those within its 
care. It is not easy to define or classify 
those influences, although we all know 
their general effect. 

Youth the Time For Action. 

Faith and hope, and belief, enthusiasm 
and courage are the qualities to be 
trained and developed in young men by a 
liberal education. Youth isthe time for 
action, not for criticism. A liberal edu- 
cation shonld encourage the spirit of ac- 
tion, not deaden it. We want the men 
whom we send out from our universities 
to count in the battle of life and in the 
history of their time, and to count more 
and not less because of their liberal edu 
cation. They will not count at all if 
they come out trained only to look coldly 
and critically on all that is being done in 
the world and on all who are doing it. 

Itis the spirit and determination of 
men which have made the world move. 
These are the qualities which have car- 
ried the dominion of the English-speaking 
people across continents and over oceans 
tothe very ends of the earth. Itis tbe 
sameinevery field of human activity. 
The men who see nothing but the lions in 
the path, who fear ridicule and dread 
mistakes, who behold the faults they may 
commit more plainly than the guerdon 
to be won, win no battles, govern no 
Btates, write no books, carve no statues, 
paint no pictures. It is the men who take 
the risks of failure and mistakes who win 
through defeats to victory. 

A great university must be in touch 
with the world about it, with its hopes, 


its passions, its troubles and its striviugs. 
|

BOWDOIN’S CENTENNIAL » 


Chief Justice Melville W. Fuller Delivers 
the Oration of the Day. 

BRUNSWICK, Me., June 28—Hundreds 
crowded the lecture hall at Bowdoin col- 
lege today in attendence upon the annual 
commencement exercises and the celebra- 
tion of the 100th birthday of the instita- 
tion. Visitors from all parts-of the state 
and graduates who have not been 
here for years are present. The exer- 
cises in commemoration of the an- 
niversary were elaborate and = in- 
teresting. The eloquent address of 
Chief Justice Melville W. Fuller of the 
United States supreme court was the feat- 
ure of the exercises, aud was warmly ap- 
plauded. His address in brief was as 
follows: 

The name which our college bears Is as- 
sociated with precious memories, and the 
{nauguration of its government had a 
picturesqueness all its own. Doubtless 
the people of the district of Maine, pos- 
sessing distinctive characteristics derived 
from the situation, nature and capabili- 
ties of the province, desired their own es- 
tablishment for the acquisition of higher 
education. When that desire took formal 
shape is a matter of speculative interest, 
but the movement is said to have begun 
before the revolutionary war. 

We know that the attempt in 1787 was 
earnestly renewed in the fall of 1788, after 
which the legislative journals show un- 
remitting effort to attain theend. When, 
finally, on June 24, 1794, Samuel Adams 
approved the charter of Bowdoin college, 
he must have recalled the ancient friend 
with whom for so many years he had 
been associated in the struggle for Ameri- 
can liberty and American independence. 

The annals of the time record the 
harmonious action of these two patriots 
as respectively members of the Massachu- 
setts council and the house of repre- 
sentatives. They were elected together 
to the Continental congress, family sick- 
ness preventing Bowdoin’s attendance, 
thereby giving Hancock the opportunity 
to sign the Decluration of Independence 
in his place, 

The Past and the Present. 

Bowdoin’s Huguenot descent; his em- 
inent public career, so largely contribu- 
ting to successful resistance to arbitrary 
power tothe union of the colonies and to 
the formation of the new government, es- 
pecially the part he took in respect of the 
grant to congress of that unifying power, 
the regulation of commerce with foreign 
nations and between the several states; 
his distinction in the cultivation of science 
and letters, his intimate relations wich 
Washington and Franklin, his unaffected 
piety and his Christian death, these things 
carry their own lessons, and give cause 
for felicitation that they are inseparably 
connected with the day we celebrate. 

James Bowdoin, the son, succeeded to 
close terms of friendship with Washing- 
ton. But the second Bowdoin, although 
filling responsible public positions, must 
always be chiefly remembered for the 
wise munifi-ence with which he sought 
to advance the cause of letters in the per- 
petuation of his father’s memory and the 
family name. 

We are told by his eulogist that at the 
annual commencement of 1812 he formed 
his collection of minerals and metals and 
the models of crystallography, and depos- 
ited them for the use of the college, 
aud be endoweda professorship of ma 
thematics and natural and experimental 
philosophy. Yet he could hardly have 
anticipated that the first American work 
on mineralogy would carry the name of 
Cleveland and of Bowdoin throughout 
the civilized world, or that the college 
could boast in its centennial year, in the 
Searles science building, of better facili 
ties for teaching the sciences than any 
college of its size possesses. 

The Nestor of the old faculty, Profes. 
sor Cleveland, appeared at the first com 
mencement, and Packard, Smythe, Up- 
bam, Newman and Goodwin came later. 
No mist separates the memories of these 
early laborersin the vineyard from the 
later time. They live not simply in the 
published works by which most of them 
won great distinction, but inthe sweet 
remembrance of those daily lives of faith 
fulness to duty through which precept re- 
ceived its chiefest value fronrexample. 

This college is not, and has never 
claimed to be, a university in the sense of 
aplace of universal instruction, or of a 
cramming, rather than a teaching, body 
nor isitaschool of science or of profes. 
sional training, but it isa school whose 
scheme of discipline and culture aids to 
fit the student for the pursuits of practi- 
cal life, or to advance in any line further 
development, whether in the professions, 
in letters or in science. 

The storm in respect to classic culture 
passed over its head undisturbed, and it 
has adhered to the, mathematical and 
classical curriculum from the first, but 
broadened to embrace every department. 
whether in the cultivation of the hu man. 
ities, or of the phenomena and laws of 
nature, or of economics, according to the 
advancing standirds of the time. 

What Has Been Accomplished, 

And now, glancing back over the years 
that have gone, to what extent have the 
alumni of the college indicated the train- 
ing they have received and the influence 
by which they were surrounded during 
the formative period of their lives? Qb.- 
viously, a roll of alumni upon which ap- 
pear a president and nine senators of the 
United States, a speaker of the national 
house, 25 members of congress, many 
governors, foreign ministers and mem- 
bers of state legislatures attest marked 
adaptation to participation in political 
affairs, and the consequent acquisition of 
prominence in that direction, in respect 
of which, it may be added, there has re 
cently been nothing to indicate any 
diminution.

Miss Ball cbose for translation the 
seventh chapter of Cicero’s ‘* Poet Archias.”’ 
This is considered one of Cicero’s finest 
orations. Tbe seventh chapter is devoted 
especially to the praise of literature. It is 
as follows: ‘‘Some one will ask. What? 
Were those most eminent men, whose 
virtues have been handed down in literary 
works, themselves educated by this same 
learning which you extol? It is difficult 
to assert this of all, but Iam not at a loss 
for an answer. I acknowledge that there 
have been many men of excellent ability 
and merit without culture, and by the 
almost divine character of their natural 
gifts, through their own efforts have stood 
forth as men both of prudence and of 
character. I will even make this additional 
remark, that natural ability without culture 
bas often been more effectual in attaining 
glory and merit than culture without 
natural ability. 

And yet I maintain that when a certain 
systematic training and moulding of the 
powers through learning have been added 
to excellent and illustrious ability, then a 
certain extraordinary and peculiar ex- 
cellence is wont to appear; of this number 
is he whom our fathers saw that godlike 
man Africanus; of this number are Caius 
Laelius, Lucius Furius most prudent and 
temperate men; of this number isa very 
brave man and a very learned one for 
those times, Marcus Cato, that famous old 
map; these men surely would never have 
devoted themselves to the study of litera- 
ture if they were not aided at all by literary 
works in comprehending and practising 
virtue, 

But if this great advantage were not 
shown, and if amusement alone were 
sought from these studies, nevertheless as 
I think, you would consider this relaxa- 
tion of mind as very humanizing and very 
liberalizing. 

For other recreations are adapted neither 
to all times nor all ages, nor all places; but 
these studies nourish youth, delight old 
age, addrn prosperity, furnish shelter and 
solace to adversity, they are pleasing at 
home, they do not hinder us abroad, they 
pass the night with us, they travel with us, 
they go with us to our country seats.

In the question of art, where is the man 
who can surpass Rosa Bonheur and Har- 
riet Hosmer ? In literature, how many 
Dickenses and Thacketays among our sex 
have died “‘mute and inglorious” on 
account of man’s tyranny ? 

Many of our great minds have not ven- 
tured into politics, but if they only would 
do so, how different the voting places 
would be ! Go back to the days of Zenobia 
or see Queen Victoria ruling the entire 
British Empire. 

Turn to the woman in her home. Turn 
to the home of Mary Washington and 
Abigail Adams and see what their intellect 
and training have produced, 

Woman has been tyrannically restricted to 
the mill or the shop. Men starve her by 
competition, and grind her down to the 
lowest possible wages. Let women be 
doctors, lawyers, and teachers to a greater 
extent than at the present time, and they 
will show the whole world that woman’s 
intellect is superior to man's, As for vot- 
ing, the ground of opposition is sex. But 
the Constitution is not based on sex. 

What deeds are to be compared with those 
of Grace Darling or Ida Lewis ? 

Men, I pray you, do not judge so harsh- 
ly, but throw open the doors of the House 
of Commons, throw open the ranks of the 
imperial army, and see our Napoleons and 
Charlemagnes. Throw open the doors of 
congress, throw wide open the doors of 
your colleges, and give to us the same 
opportunities, and the result will be a 
triumphant and lasting proof that woman 
is mentally and morally superior to man, 


NEGATIVE PLEA, 

Mr. Thompson made the 
points: 

In this question, which is one of the 
greatest problems of the present day,three 
points may be considered which tend to 
show the superiority of man to woman. 

lst. Women seldom fight the nation’s 
battles. A few examples of help from 
women are found as in the case of Philippa 
or Joan of Arc, who were incited by some 
great cause. These cases are so rare that 
they form only a small part of history. 
Man is pre-eminently the fighter and win- 
ner of battles, 

2d. Man’s influence over woman is 
stronger than woman's influence over man. 
This is because of man’s moral, intellectual, 
and physical superiority. His influence is 
due to his constant toiling for his moral 
growth, while woman has been wasting her 
time in id!eness, frivolous occupations, gos- 
sip and things which tend to her dis- 
advantage in the raceof life. Can anybody 
expect anything better of those who use 
their time thus ? 

3d. Woman does not think so deeply or 
so broadly as man, neither does she really 
desire to compete in this particular, while 
thought is the prime motor of human pro- 
gress, those who are inferior in this particu- 
lar can never be eminently valuable to such 
progress. If she does not think so deeply 
or so broadly as man, sheis prevented from 
grasping large ideas, must restrict herself 
to her spbere and refrain from attempting 
to excel in the different arts, etc. The 
highest flight of the feminine mind cannot 
equa! the supreme effort of the masculine, 

Excluding George Eliot, who was an 
abnormal and really masculine specimen 
of womanhood, no woman can be compared 
with Shakspere No near approach 
to masculine intellectual excellence has 
ever been attained by woman. Another 
factor in man’s superiority is the actual 
gain intime. For thousands of years man 
has been studying while woman has been 
mentally idle. The same stimulating cir- 
cumstances which impel women to intel- 
lectual action will act with greater force on 
man. Unless man makes a great change 
in his progress, he will always excel in the 
intellectual race.

AFFIRMATIVE CONTINUED, 


Miss L. C. Shea said: In studying the 
manners of a people, we naturally look to 
society, for it is there that the life of a 
people finds its expression. Woman is 
queen of society. In the house she is 
queen. It is really woman's influence 
which binds society together. In her 
nature lie qualities which develop naturally 
into the saintliest ideal of womanhood, 
that of ministering to man’s needs. Her 
power of realizing by imagination other’s 
sufferings, her ever ready sympathy, her 
lightness of touch, fit her for the office of 
ministrant to man’s ills, Within the 
superficial pleasure-loving of the girl lie 
unsuspected depths of aspiration for a life 
of self sacrifice. Man always finds self 
sacrifice very difficult, but he can have no 
idea of the extent of woman's self-abnega- 
ion. In science, as well as in other 
things woman attains and keeps her ele- 
vated position. Mrs. Somerville and Miss 
Maria Mitchell will show man what 
woman can do in science. Woman's 
sphere should not be limited to traditional 
feminine occupations. She should allow 
her occupation to be determined by her 
ability. If every woman were allowed to 
exercise her ability, man would soon fod 
himself in the background as regards 
literature, mathematics, and all branches 
of science.

England if it were not for her masculine 
advisors? We owe the catastrophe of the 
French revolution to a woman's attempt at 
ruling. 

Political questions are settled best by 
men, whose sphere is the world, rather 
than by woman, whose sphere is home. 
The male sex bave alone made the laws, 
because laws must be backed by force, and 
the force of the community is masculine. 

Women are not a elass but a sex, 

In regarding physiological facts, if afly 
reason should be found for supposing the 
quality of the female brain superior to 
that of the male, if for instance the con- 
volutions were deeper, the cells in the gray 
matter more numerous, we would acknowl- 
edge the superiority. Unfortunately, not 
only is there an absence of such evidence, 
but in regard to all points specified, the 
quality of the female brain, as well as the 
quantity, is found to be deficient. 

NEGATIVE CONCLUSION. 

The remarks of my opponents should not 
bé passed by too quickly, but should be 
reconsidered. One of the first was a state- 
ment about woman's aid in war times as 
a nurse, Was it anything more than fair 
that woman, if she was not able to assist 
in battle, should offer her assistance as 
nurse to those who had offered their lives 
for women? Could any superiority be 
seen here? Man could have assisted, as 
many did, if it had not been for a more 
urgent call to fight. Examples of the 
general ability of man to surpass woman 
even in her own sphere are found in the 
fact that the greatest dressmakers, milliners 
and even nurses and attendants are men. 
What do the deeds of Juan of Are amount 
to against the wonderful and famous 
exploits of Napoleon and other generals ? 
What does the talent of Rosa Bonheur or 
Harriet Hosmer count for against that of 
the great English and American poet ? 

Her Majesty Queen Victoria has been 
mentioned as an example of 
superiority, But what does her power 
amountto? She has a veto power which 
she dares not exercise, and, as she is guided 
almost entirely by her cabinet and parlia- 
ment, the credit of ruling belongs to man. 
If such a woman were placed in the Presi- 
dent’s chair at Washington with the same 
amount of power and business that our 
President has, nobody could tell what 
would become of the country. It has been 
said that man bas his way smoothed for 
him. This statement is by no means cor- 
rect. Man and woman were given the 
same advantages and placed on an even 
footing, but by constant toiling, man has 
won his superior position of today. From 
these facts it can clearly be seen that man 
is morally and intellectually the superior 
of woman. 

AFFIRMATIVE REPLY, 

My fellow debaters also think that a 
woman’s vocation is that of wife and 
mother. But there are just as many 
women proportionately who are capable of 
doing their duty in the home and making 
their mark in the world as there are men 
who are capable of doing so. 

As for the gossipping part, the men can 
do their share. — 

It was said, ‘* Thata wowan’s brain is 
the smaller, and thus must have less power. 
“Small in quantity but large in quality,” 
is the proverb for us. 

In some undertakings women, as well as 
men, will fail. 

Women ought not to be called masculine 
and is in no danger of becoming so, even if 
she does take partin the activities of the 
day. 

If time would permit, I would like to 
ask about the catastrophe of the French 
Revolution. In conclusion I would say, 
woman's sphere is not only the home but 
her country’s welfare, If men would make 
themselves more useful in the home, 
perhaps they would be less frequent visitors 
at the saloons. 

Women, be stroug and patient, kind, 
loving mothers and sisters, and you will yet 
be recognized as superior to men. 

The Old High School and the New 


woman's 


Miss Helen Sweeney, in her essay on 
“The Old High School and the New,” 
spoke as follows: On this last day of our 
school life at the Quincy High school, our 
thoughts are both retrospective and pros- 
pective. Our minds are occupied not only 
witb the old building which we are leaving, 
but also with the new from which here- 
after all the pupils will be graduated. The 
old High school was open May 12, 1852, 
with Mr. Asa Wellington as principal. 
During the forty-two years which have 
passed there have been many Principals, 
among whom may be mentioned Mr. 
Putnam, Mr. Keith, Mr. Lull, Mr. Horne 
and Mr. Tupper. Much progress has been 
made. The Golden Rod, which has been a 
great incentive to literary activity among 
the students has been well maintained. 

As our old building could not hold all 
the pupils that came September 7, 1893, we 
are obliged to have two sessions, until our 
new building is completed. Through the 
united efforts of the Mayor, the Council, 
the School Committee, the Superintendent, 
and the Principal, work on the new build- 
ing was begun Monday, November 
1893. The structure is built of brick and 
Quincy granite, and will be finished Sep- 
tember, 1804. 

The new building will have one large 
assembly room, two rooms opening out of 
the large one, several other rooms on 
different floors, two laboratories, drawing 
rooms, a lecture room, and rooms for the 
Principal and the teachers. The curricu- 
lum, if the committee so decide, will com- 
prise a complete preparatory course, with 
Greek, a general course, and an English 
course in which special attention will be 
given to business. Typewriting and short- 
hand will be features of this course. 

Although the class of 1894 will not parti-

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in the advantages which will be 
offered to the future pupils, yet, having an 
interest in the welfare of the school, they 
earnestly hope that the members of the 
school will keep the new High school up 
to the standard of the old, and make it 
among the educational institutions of 
Quincy, a source of pride and a model to 


all. 
Translaticn from the French. 


Miss Ellen Granahan had the translation 
from the French. She said: ‘The 
emperor Charlemagne who amused him- 
self by assembling in his palace at Aix-la- 
Chapelle, sages from every country, had 
also gathered near him the most valiant 
warriors of his time, whom he called his 
Preux, that is to say, his brave and faith- 
fal ones because he had tested their 
courage in battle as wellas their devotion 
to his service. 

These preux were intrepid captains, who 
were always ready to protect with the sword 
widows and orphans, and to defend the 
poor and church-folk. Among these preux 
was Roland, who oftener than any of the 
others, overwhelmed the enemies of 
France, or punished the powerful men 
who had committed evil deeds. He was 
Charlemagne’s own nephew. Roland had 
only to show himself to terrify all those 
whose consciences upbraided them for 
some misdeed. When the Saxons, Lom- 
bards and other enemies of the emperor 
perceived him in battle, they ran away at 
once, crying that they had seen Roland. 

One day when Roland was returning to 
Charlemagne, after he had conquered the 
Saracens in more than one hundred engage- 
ments, be found himself followed by a 
little band of knights in a narrow pass 
called the Valley of Roncevaux, among 
the Pyrenees between Spain and France. 

Roland did not know fear, but he could 
not refrain from an emotion of surprise, 
at the sight of a multitude of Saracens who 
were covering all the surrounding moun- 
tains. This cowardly enemy threw a great 
quantity of rocks and trunks of trees upon 
the Christians, so that all but Roland 
perished. In the midst of this struggle 
with one man against a whole army, he 
remembered a horn which he carried and 
drew from ita sharp sound, which smote 
the Saracens with so wuch terror, that 
they ran away at once, but before departing 
they threw upon the hero so great a 
quantity of rocks that Roland perished, 
buried under this enormous mound. 

A long time after his death they used 
to show in the Valley of Roncevaux, 
enormous blocks of stone heaped up in 
disorder, which they called ‘“ Roland’s 
Sepulchre,’ and in order to recall this 
adventure, they composed a song, which 
for many years the French soldiers were 
accustomed to shout in battle to arouse 
themselves to imitate the bravery of 
Charlemagne’s nephew.”

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HAPPY SONS OF ELI 


Carried the Day In the Big Races 
on tho Thames River. 


HARVARD MADE A POOR SHOWING. 


The Columbia Freshmen Fin- 
ished a Good Second. 


New Lowboy, Conn., June 29.—Harvard 
was defeated by Yale in their annual 
eight-oared four-mile straightaway boat 
race, because Harvard was not so good in 
personnel or system. Eleven times has 
Yale defeated Harvard in these events on 
the Thames, while Harvard has had only 
six victories »n this course. With one 
exception, Yale has won in these con- 
tests with Harvard for nine years past, 
the exception being in 1891. 

The conditions of Harvard’s crew when 
they reached their boathouse, as com- 
pared with that of the Yale men, con- 
stitutes an emphatic commentary either 
upon the methods of selection of men or 
the methods of training them after they 
have been chosen, and possibly both. 

Two of the Harvard lads were sup- 
ported in an exhausted condition into 
their boathouse, while all the others, save 
thre, were not in as good condition as 
any wan in the victorious boat. The 
solution of the problem is not one of 
muscle, but of particular muscle and par- 
ticular methods. 

All Ready. 

It was six o’clock when thetug Man- 
bhanset, with every available space on 
board crowded by newspaper men, started 
up the river to view the beginning of the 
great contest, and to follow the racing 
boats until they had passed the finish 
line. With her went the United States 
revenue cutter Dexter and the tug 
America. 

The boats arrived at the starting point 
at 6:15, and lay there waiting for the rac- 
ing shells to put in an appearance. 

The sun had sank beneath the level of 
the clouds and threw a strong line of 
blinding light across the river. The water 
Was not quite smooth, but its surface was 
unbroken, even by a wind flaw. 

At 6:28 the Yale boat shot out from its 
boathouse, a half-mile above the starting 
point, and began to cross the stream, 
Immediately afterward the Harvard men 
picked up their shell and placed it in the 
water, Dut they were slow in getting 
into it. Yale bad crossed clean over to 
Gale’s Ferry, opposite her boathouse, and 
then came down with the current. She 
reached the starting point only a moment 
after Harvard, and the two boats were 
quickly in place, side by sid», ready for 
the word, 

They're OI 

When it came both sets of oars strack 
the water together, and the boats darted 
forward. As had been expected, Harvard 
started in with a fast stroke, 40 to the 
minute, hoping to break Yale’s heart in 
the first mile. 

Yale responded gamely with 38 strokes, 
and kept right abreast of Harvard. For 
a furlong, perhaps, the boats rowed nip 
and tuck, then the longer, stronger 
stroke of the sons of old Eii vegan to tell, 
and Yale drew away from the straining 
Harvardites. Atthe half-mile she was 
already five seconds ahead, a full boat’s 
length, and her lead steadily grew. 

At the mile Harvard’s stroke had 
dropped to 36, while Yale still kept on at 
the 88 rate, with whichshestarted. There 
seemed to be no doubt that it was Yale’s 
race. Her lead grew steadily; she passed 
the mile anda half 19seconds ahead of 
Harvard. 

Both crews here began to reduce their 
stroke, Yale dropping to 86and Harvard 
to 34. But while Yale's strokes were deep 
and strong, and each joined on the pre- 
ceding one, so as to send the boat 
smovuthly and steadily through the water, 
Harvard’s work was ragged. At each 
stroke the Harvard boat would jump for- 
ward with a perceptible jerk, which 
would be repeated when the next stroke 
came. 

After the first half Harvard's men were 
never in perfect stroke. They all feathered 
well, but their work in the boat waa very 
bad. If they had been perfect oarsmen, 
however, they would still have lost the 
race for their steering. From the mile 
flag on the Harvard boat zigzagged across 
the stream in the most extraordinary 
manner. 

Coxswain Day's Error. 

Asthetwo boats approached the 2 1-2 
mile flag, Yale was 40 seconds in the lead. 
The Harvari boat went nearer and 
nearer the stuff, and from the watchers 
on the press and judge’s boat wentupa 
sortof murmur: “Coxswain Day is going 
to hit!’ Hit it he did, the starvoard oars 
catching the flagstaff three feet from 
their ends, and knocking it back and 
forth in the water. 

The sudden shock nearly threw the 
Harvard men from their seats, and for a 
moment it looked as iftheir part in the 
race was to end right there. Nothing 
shows how game they all were better 
than the quick recovery from this unde- 
served disaster and the way in which 
they closed up what the momentary stop 
bad lost them. For a moment they 
almost seemed to gain upon Yale. They 
were 45 seconds behind at the three-mile 
flag, and at the fourth they were only 46 
bebind. 

It was@ game and splendid effort, but 
it could not last. Their stroke, which was 
86, dropped to 82, while the heavy way in 
which they handled their oars showed 
that they were very tired. So, too, were 
the Yale boys, but they showed it less, 
being happy in the victory so near at 
band. 

The first three miles of the race were 
made in almost absvlute silence, but 
when the boats entered the long sea line, 
on both sides of which the assembled 
yachts and steamers wete waitiug, it 
peemed like a change into a new world. 

Yale Must Have Felt Happy. 

First the steamer Chelsea gave a shriek 
of her whistle, then a little white yacht 
let off a cannou neerly as big as herself, 
and then pandemonium began. As the 
boats rushed along, the clamor of ap 
plause from,human and metallic throats 
grew louder and louder. 

As Yale crossed the line, 23m. 47s. from 
the start, the assembled boats seemingly 
achieved the impossible. They made a 
louder noise than any that went before 
The victorious crew rowed on toward 
their float, and a vast shoal of small 
boats, coming from nowhere in the most 
startlingly sudden manner, skurried out 
and gathered around both the racers.

CARNOT’S WISH FULFILLSD. 


It Was His Desire That Casimir-Perier 
Should Become President. 

Paris, June 29.—The celebrated oocu- 
list and former member of the chamber 
ef deputies, Dr. Javal, writes to The 
Journal des Debats that President ee 

t did not intend to accept a secon 
cin as president, and had virtually de- 
signated M. Casimir-Perier as bis suc 
cessor. 


M. CASIMIR-PERIER 
M. Adolphe Carnot. the brother of the 


dead president, corroborates Dr. Javal’s| 


statement. He says: ‘Long before his 
visit to Lyons my brother told me that he 
would retire at the end of his term, and 
added: ‘If this tradition was netiected 
by one of my ,~cdecessors, I should at 
least be an example to those succeeding 
me. Itisa patriotic necessity in our re- 
public.’”’ 

M. Adolpbe Carnot also confirins Dr. 
Javal’s statement that the late president 
desired M. Casimir-Perier to succeed him. 
He says thathis brother spent bis whole 
stipend in office, aud leaves his family 
poorer than it was before he was elected 
to the presidency. 

President Casimir-Perier has accepted 
the resignation of Premier Dupuy and 
the other members of the ministry, to go 
into effect after the funeral of Curnot 
Sunday. The president has asked Deputy 
Burdeau, who is his particular friend, to 
form a cabinet. In detiance of precedent 
President Casimir-Perier insists upon 
honoring the memory of Carnot by at- 
tending his funeral. 


BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


A Substitute For the Meigs Bill—Sugar 
Trust Must File Returns. 


Boston, June 29.—The legislature will 
probably be prorogued Saturday morn- 
ing, asit is believed that with an all 
night session the business can be fin- 
ished by that time. 

The senate substituted for the Meigs 
bill a measure drawn up at a senatorial 
conference, which it believes will meet 
nearly all objections. It provides for the 
building of a subway under Tremont 
street, from Boylston street to Scollay 
square, and the construction of the Meigs 
railway on all tha routes laid down in the 
original, save that Washington and Tre- 
mont streets are excepted. The substitute 
bill was ordered toa third reading. 

The bill to allow ex-Representative 
Foss of Lowell to become a license cot- 
missioner was rejected—20 to 13. 

The bill to require the Sugar trust to 
file returns as provided by law was en- 
grossed. 

The senate enacted the bill to provide 
an open space on the east side of the state 
house for park purposes. 

The house accepted the report of the 
judiciary committee on the ward 17 elec- 
tion frauds, and gave Mr. Kneil leave to 
introduce a bill for an investigation by 
the attorney general in the municipal 
court of the city of Boston. 

Mr. Bradford moved to strike out the 
enactment clause of the weavers’ specifi- 
cations bill, which provoked another de 
bate. The motion was lost—27 to 6s— 
and the bill was passed to be enacted.

Says He That Did All In His Power 
to Aid His Employes. 


WARNING FROM PRESIDENT DEBS. 


Violators of Law Are Not the 
Friends of Labor. 


CnicaGo, June 30.—George M. Pullman, 
president of the Pullman Palace Car 
company, has issned a comprehensive 
statement tothe public with regard to 
the efforts of the company to keep its 
works open and give employment to its 
men. Among other things he says: 

At the commencement of the serious 
depression last year we were employing 
at Pullman 5816 men and paying ont in 
wages there £305,000a month. Negotia- 
tions with intending purchasers of rail- 
Way equipment that were then pending 
fornew work were stopped by them, or- 
ders already given by others were can 
celled, and we were obliged to lay offa 
large number of men in every depart- 
ment, so that by Nov. 1, 1893, there were 
only about 20009 menin all departments, 
or about one-third of the normal number. 


GEORGE M. PULLMAN. 

Irealized the necessity for the most 
strenuous exertions to procure work im- 
mediately, without which there would be 
great embarrassment, not only to the 
employes and their families at Pullman, 
but also those living in the immediate 
vicinity, including between 700 and 800 
employes who had purchased homes and 
to whom employment was actually 
necessary to enable them to complete 
their payments. 

I canvassed the matter thoroughly 
with the manager of the works, and the 
result of this discussion was a revision in 
piece work prices, which, in the absence 
of any information to the contrary, I 
supposed to be acceptable to the men un- 
der the circumstances. Under these con- 
ditions, and with lower prices upon all 
materials, I personally undertook the 
work of the letting of cars, and by mak- 
ing lower bids than any other manu- 
facturers, Isecured work enough to gradu- 
ally increase our force from 2200 upto 
about 4400, the number employed, accord- 
ing to the April payrolls, in all capacities 
at Pullman. 

This result has not been accomplished 
merely by reduction in wages, but the 
compeay has borne its full share by elim- 
inatin» from its estimates the use of 
capital and maciinery, and, in many 
cases, even going below that and taking 
work at considerable loss. During the 
night of May 10 a strike was decided 
upon, and accordingly next day about 
2500 of the employes quit, leaving about 
600 at work, of whom very few were 
skilled workmen. 

Asit was found impracticable to keep 
the shops in operation with a force thus 
diminished and disorganized, the next 
@hy those remaining were necessarily 
laid off, and no work has since been done 
in theshops. The payrolls at the time 
amounted to about $7000 a day, and were 
reduced $5500 by the strike, so that during 
the period of a little more than six weeks, 
which has elapsed, the employes who 
quit their work have deprived them- 
selves and their comrades of earnings of 
more than §200,000. 


ALL ASKED TO JOIN 


In the Railway Union's Fight Against 
Railroad Companies, 

CHICAGO, June 30.—President Debs has 
issued the following appeal to the rail- 
way employes of America: The struggle 
with the Pullman company bas de 
veloped into a contest between the pro- 
ducing classes and the money power of 
the country. 

We stand upon the ground that the 
workingmen are entitled to a just propor- 
tion of the proceeds of theirlabor. This 
the Pullman company denied them. Re 
ductions had been made from time to 
time, until the employes earned barely 
sufficient wages to live, oot enough to 
prevent them from sinking deeper and 
deeper into Pullman’s debt, thereby 
mortgaging their bodies and sculs, as well 
as their children, to the heartless corpora- 
tion. 

Up to this point the fight was between 
the American Railway union and the 
Pullman company. ‘The American Rail- 
way union resolved that its members 
would refuse to bandle Pullman cars and 
equipment. Then the railway corpora- 
tions came to the rescue and declared’ to 
the world that they would go into 
partnership with the Pullman, so to 
speak, and stand by him in his devilish 
work of starving his employes to death. 

The American Railway union accepted 
the gage of war, and thu» the contest is 
now on between the railway corporations 
united solidly on the one hand and the 
labor forces on the other. 

Every railway employe of the country 
should take tbis stand against the carnor

An Act of Violence, 

CrIcAGo, June 30.—The engineer and 

fireman of an Illinois Central suburban 

train were driven from an engine yester-

A short time later a 
northbound surburban train appeared, 
and it, too, was stopped, the engine de- 
tached and taken to the roundhouse, and 
the cars left standing on the northbound 
tracks. The news was sent to the police 
station, and a force of 25 men hastened 
to the scene and scatter™ the mob. 
Meat May Go Up. 

CHICAGO, June 30.—Many of the com- 
mission houses at the yards regard the 
situation as serions, and have notified 
their clients in lowa, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Missonri, Texas and other states not to 
ship stock unlessthke railroad companies 
agree to deliver the shipment and to be 
responsible for long delays or responsible 
if there are any losses on account of de- 
lay. The result is that the shipments 
have been stopped in many instances and 
the price of meat Is expected to takea 
rapid jamp upward before many days. 

Extended te Stock Yards, 

Cuicaco, June 89.—All the trainmen 
at the Union stock yards struck last 
night, in obedience to Debs’ order calling 
outall American Railway union men. 
The number of strikers is only 300, but no 
cars can be switched in or out of the 
yards, and all are practically at a stand- 
still at the yards. About 6000 men will 
be thrown out of employment at once, 

Threats of Strikers, 

ToPEKA, June 30.—General Manager J. 
J. Fry said regarding the situation on 
the Santa Fe: “One of our train dis- 
patchers was chased by a mob of about 
500 men, and he was compelled to leave 
the city and flee to the hills to save his 
life. The mob then notified the chief 
night train dispatcher that if he went 
on duty they would kill him.” 

Railroad Directors’ Attitude, 

St. Louis, June 30.—At a meeting of 
the officers of the railways centering 
here, resolutions were adopted declaring 
that the boycott is unjustifiable and un- 
warranted; that it is the duty of the rail- 
way companies to resist the same in the 
interest of their existing contracts, and 
“that we will act unitedly to that end.” 

A Change at Pittsburg. 

PITTSBURG, June 3).—The attitude of 
the rail. oad employes here seems to have 
undergone a change. Itis now believed 
that should the Pallman strike continue 
to spread they will consent to joinin the 
the refusalto handle Pullman cars, and 
it is possible this may happen in the early 
part of next week. 

Buffalo Not Affected. 

BUFFALO, June 80.—No effects of the 
‘boycott of Pullman cars are apparent 
here, except that orders have been re- 
ceived to cease selling tickets over cer- 
tain blockaded railroads. Little through 
traffic is handled here with Pullman cars, 
the Waguer couches carrying the bulk of 
t. 

; Will It Hold Good? 

Kansas City, June 30.—Judge Phil- 
lips, in the United States circuit court, 
has issued an order restraining the Santa 
Fe employes from interfering with the 
running of Pullman cars and admonish- 
ing the employes not to gait the service 
of the company. 

Chicago and Alton Tied Up. 

BLooMINGTON, Ills., June 30.—The Pull- 
man boycott struck the Chicago and 
Alton yesterday, when an order was re- 
ceived forthe mento go out upon the 
Alton’s refusal to stop the Pallman 
service. All is at a standstill in the 
freight service. 

Officials Appear Unconcerned. 

CuicaGo, June 30.—The baggagemen at 
Dearborn street station, the terminus of 
the Erie, Wabash, Grand Trunk, Eastern 
Illinois, Western Indiana and Santa Fe 
roads, have gone out. Officials say they 
can fill their places in a few hours. 

Mails Not Suffering. 

WaAsHINGTON, June 30.—Few delays on 
account of the Pullman boycott were re- 
ported to the postoffice department. The 
story of a total blockade of the mails sent 
out from Chicago was denied in official 
dispatches. 

To Be Tied Up Today, 

Cuicago, June 30.—The Rock Island 
road, which is about the only one here to 
have escaped thus far, will be tied up 
today. An order to that effect has been 
issued by President Debs.

FOUGHT TWENTY ROUNDS. 


The Dixon-Griffo Contest at Boston Eads 
Iu a Draw. 


Boston, June 30.—Five thousand spec- 
tators last night witnessed at the Casino 
one of the prettiest fights ever held in 
this city. Dixon was in grand shape, and 
presented a strange contrast to the burly 
Gr ffo. The latter seemed over fat. His 
heavy form created the impression that 
Dixon would not be in it with him, but 
here was where the colored lad again 
proved that he isa grand ring general 
and gameas a pebble. He was caffed 
and slapped and cut about the fog tt his 
heavier opponent, but fighton he did, 
and on more than one occasion during 
the 20 rounds fought it looked a’ though 
his left hand would sfrely land a coup 
d’etat. 

Griffo isa great fighter, and no mis- 
take, but the impression gained f-om the 
battle of last night is that at anywhere 
near even weight the colored boy would 
win. Griffo tipped the beam at not one 
ounce less than 135 pounds, while the 
newspaper men present were informed 
that Dixon weighed 123 pounds. The 
darky fought a great battle. Time and 
again he would miss bis famous “‘one- 
two” blow with the left hand, and slap 
would go Griffo’s glove across his nose. 
Back again he would come, and generally 
succeeded in his determination to land on 
the foreignef’s body. 

The battle was even enough, and had 
just enough slight advantages at times 
in favor of one or the other of the men to 
arouse the greatest enthusiasm. As the 
affair progressed, so did Dixon’s chances 
of success increase. He was the short 
horse in the early part of the contest, but 
his body blows told in the end, for Master 
Griffo lost his strength, aud the latter 
half of the battle can easily be scored in 
favor of Dixon.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


Twenty-Seven Senators Supported the 
Meigs Elevated Rallway Bill. 


Boston, June 30.—The Meigs bill was 
passed to be engrossed by the senate by a

vote of 27 to 10. 

The amendments to allow the use of 
compressed air and electricity were de- 
feated. The provision permitting the use 
of other systems except the Manhattan 
was defeated, and an amendment allow- 
ing the granting of street locations in 
towns at town meetings was rejected. 

Senat: r Fitzgerald’s substitute for the 
proposed subway, the alley route scheme 
of 1893, was rej -cted. 

By a vote of 8 to 29, the senate refused 
to refer the bill to the next general court, 
and the Lill was engrossed, 27 to 10. 

The senate at the night session con- 
curred with the house in passing to be 
engrossed the restricted Bell telephone 
bill. An amendmentto limit the increase 
of stock to $10,000,000 instead of $80,000,000 
was defeated by a vote of 7 to 22. 

The house enurossed the senate bill 
relative to gaming and the illegal keep- 
ing and sale of intoxicating liquors by 
incorporated clubs.

become so famous. The eagerness of the 
Hyde Park High School to challenge the 
Quincy High School Debaters and its reluct- 
apce to debate when we had accepted the 
challenge, showed what a reputation we 
established, 

That year ‘‘Columbus Day” was ob- 
served with declamation and singing, and 
we also held the first of our Prize Contests 
in Speaking, Essay Writing and in Traus- 
lation. 

The terms passed very quickly, and the 
time for the examinations @rew near. 
Thus the Class of 1894 passed their third 
year of High School life. 

Class History—Chapter IV. 

Mr. James E, Cashman said: The his- 
tory of the Class of 1894 for the fourth and 
last year began 7 September, 1894. At 
that time there were twenty-four pupils in 
the class, Mr. Akers was substitute in Mr. 
Tupper’s place until he had recovered 
from his illness. Miss Souther and Miss 
Abbe were assistants for the morning ses- 
sion. Mr. Patterson, Miss Fish, and Miss 
Thompson, taught the pupils of the after- 
noon session, At Thanksgiving Miss Abbe 
resigned on account of illness.

Earthquakes. 


Miss Crocker gave the following facts: 
It is estimated that twelve or thirteen 
earthquakes, more or less destructive to 
life and property, occur each year, and it is 
well known that the surface of the globe is 
never free from sensible evidence of the 
continued operations of earthquake agency. 

When earthquakes are of a certain 
nature, whole cities have been destroyed, 
as in the case of Lisbon. Strange pheno- 
mena have been the results of earthquakes. 

At the time of the great Lisbon earth- 
quake the hot springs of Toeplitz in 
Bohemia, for a time ceased to flow, and 
then burst forth in torrents of discolored 
water, showing that the deeper parts of 
the earth had been strongly shaken. 

Earthquakes are most frequent around 
the centres of volcanic action, and their 
frequency and violence seem to have some 
relation to the activity and intensity of the 
associated volcanoes, 

The wonderful changes which earth- 
quakes produce on the earth’s surface 
deserve the careful attention of the 
geologist. 

In the beds of the ocean, records of many 
subaqueous earthquakes exist. During a 
very long period earthquakes have been 
breaking upthbe solid crust, elevating or 
depressing the ocean flows, and so bringing 
them to their present condition. 

In view of the highly important geologi- 
cal results of earthquakes, they are to be 
regarded as blessings instead of disasters. 

Statistics—First Half, 

Alice M. McLean gave the first half of 
the statistics of the Class of ’$4. It was 
necessary to have two statisticians in order 
to find the statistics of the class of 1894, 
and Miss McLean found by sad experience 
that the place of statistician was a position 
not to be envied by any one. Referring to 
the past records of the class she found that 
the large number of seventy-four entered 
September 5, 1890. Disregarding all pre- 
vious members, she considered only the 
members of the graduating class which 
numbered twenty-four, twenty-two young 
ladies and two young men. 

Of the ward delegations, ward two sends 
the largest, seven young ladies, She finds 
the average height to be five feet three 
inches, and the average weight to be one 
hundred and sixteen pounds, She thinks the 
height would be greater, if the distance 
fcom shoulder to shoulder according to the 
prevailing fashion, were measured. She 
is not surprised that a new High School 
building is needed if the class of 1894 isa 
fair example of the weight the school has 
had to sustain since the year 1852, 

The average size of gloves worn by the 
young ladies is six. The size of those worn 
by the young men is perhaps larger. The 
class feels highly favored by fortune in 
having with them that noted American, 
‘*Webster;’’ it has, moreover, a ‘* Ball” 
every day. 

Miss McLean's statistics were obtained 
with as much care and accuracy as possible. 
She left to Miss Thompson, her fellow- 
student and statistician, the pleasure of 
giving the remaining statistics of the class 
of 1804. 

Statistice—Second Half. 

With much difficulty Miss Thompson 
was able to obtain the foliowing statistics: 
The oldest is twenty and the youngest is 
seventeen, although the average is nineteen 
years, three months. She found in aver- 
agiug the ages that some of the young 
ladies haven't grown much older since they 
left the grammar schools. In order to ob- 
tain the different sizes of ihe shoes, she 
found it necessary to investigate the sizes 
of the ‘‘rubbers’’ and found the largest 
worn by a young fady was number 7, while 
the smallest number 2 1-2 was worn by the 
young lady who also has the honor of 
being ‘‘la plus petite.” In investigating 
the pedal coverings of the male portion of 
the house, she found that number 8, with 


much coaxing and persuasion could be 
made to serve its duty. 

Judging by the different features of her 
classmates, she was able to determine 
their various temperaments which were: 
sanguine, melancholic, choleric, phlegmat- 
ic, jovial and even ‘“‘Gay.’”’ She also 
found the prevailing color of the eyes to be 
deeply, darkly, beautifully, blue, although 
there were some gray eyes, and one pair 
was even ‘‘ Hall”? brown. 

As to the hair, she found that, without 
an exception, the whole class of 1884 was 
crowned with an abundant growth of hair, 
especially the two Josephines who would 
become famous in the world by travelling 
with the ‘*Seven Sutherland Sisters.’ 
The color of the hair ranged from that of 
the luxuriant sun-kissed locks of one fair 
maid to that.of the raven tresses which 
kind fortune has bestowed on another. 

She was quite uncertain who the favorite 
author is, but recollecting the time when 
the subject, ‘‘Edgar Atlan Poe’? was 
added to the long list of composition sub- 
jects, and that nearly the whole class chose 
to compose a history of his life (short and 
thus covering fewer pages in the encyclo- 
pedia,) her impression was that Edgar 
Allan Poe must be the favorite author.

COMPLETED AT LAST. 


The Democratic Tariff Bill Favorably 
Reported to the Senate. 


THE PRESIDENT WANTS CHANGES. 


Said to Demand Free Coal, 
Sugar and Iron Ore. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—The considera- 
tion of the tariff bill, which was begun 
by the senate in the committee of the 
whole on April 2, is at last completed, 
and at 5:45 last night the bill was favor- 
ably reported to the senate as amended, 

In view of the fact that senators asked 
some little time to examine the bill as 
amended, and on accountof the general 
desire forashort respite from the long 
siege to which they had been subjected, 
the senate then adjourned over until 
Monday, when the final struggle over the 
bill willoccur in the senate. This was 
not done, however, except against the 
protest of Mr. Harris, the floor manager 
of the bill No unusual incident marked 
the close of the consideration of the bill 
in committee. 

Some of the Changes. 

Several changes were madein the bill 
On Hoar’s motion, section 94 had been 
ameuded so as toadmit free of duty al- 
cohol used in the arts and manufactures, 

The senate had agreed to the amend- 
ment to section 104 abrogating reciprocal 
treaties. The section now repeals the 
third section of the McKinley act, and 
provides that “‘nothing herein contained 
shall be held to abrogate or in any way 
affect such reciprocal commercial at- 
rangements as have been heretofore made 
and now exist between the United States 
and foreign countries; except where such 
arrangements are inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act.’’ 

Mr. Hoar appealed to the finance com- 
mittee to admit a paragraph putting a 
duty of 10 percent ad valorem on sea 
moss or Iceland moss. He asked it in the 
interest ofa few meritorious and hard- 
working men on the coast of Massachu- 
setts. 

Mr. Harris (Dem., Tenn.) joined in the 
appeal, and Mr. Joneson behalf of the 
finance committee said that he could not 
resist the united appeal. The paragraph 
was, therefore, inserted. 

Hoar Was Absent, 

The house joint resolution extending 
for 30 days the appropriations for support 
of the government was taken up, and, in 
the absence of Mr. Hoar, was quickly 
passed. Hehad blocked the bill by ob- 
jections Wednesday and Thursday. On 
his return he made a protest because of 
its passage. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Sherman 
(Rep., O.) directing an inquiry into the 
charges for the use of seats, berths and 
sections in the Pullman sleeping and 
parlor cars, was laid beforethe senate 
and agreed to. 

The house bill to define and establish 
the units of electrical measure was taken 
from the calendar and passed, with some 
verbal amend ments. 

Will the President Interfere ? 

Itis stated that President Cleveland 
will, when the tariff bill gets into con- 
ference, indicate very important changes 
that he desires made, and that he will in- 
timate in no uncertain terms that if they 
are not made the bill will not receive his 
approval. He will, it is understood, de- 
mand that sugar, coal and iron ore be 
placed on the free list. 

Itis understood that the senate con- 
ferees will yield onthe whisky schedule 
and that the tax will be fixed at $la_gal- 
lon, and the bonded period five years. 

Black Gets His Seat, 

With the exception of a short time, the 
day in the house was consumed by a fili- 
Luster over the contested election case of 
Watson against Black of the Tenth 
Georgia district. The filibuster was led 
by Representative Pence, who contested 
every inch of ground, even after the aid 
of the common rules had been invoked. 
The tangle was finally straightened out, 
and the resolution of the committee on 


elections declaring Mr. Black el®&cted 
was agreed to, only the Populists dissent- 
ing. 

A few bills of minor interest were 


passed early in the day, and some resolu- 
tions to pay the salaries and funeral ex- 
penses of deceased employes of the house 
were agreed to, At 4:30 o’clock the house 
took a recess until 8p. m., when pension 
bills were discussed. 


Drowned While Bathing. 

LER, Mass., June 30.—News was re- 
ceived yesterday of the death of Albert 
Van Huyck, 24 years old, of Lee, while 
bathing near Mechanicsville, N. Y. Van 
Huyck entered Yale in 1889. During his 
first two years at college he was a mem- 
ber of the freshman crew, and the sec- 
ond year was elected its captain. During 
the last two years he was a member of 
th varsity crew, and rowed stroke inthe 
winning crew against Harvard in ’93, 


Miners to Resume Work, 

PUNXSUTAWNEY, Pa., June 30.—A set- 
tlement of differences between the Roches- 
ter and Pittsburg Coal and Coke company 
and their employers -was finally reached 
yesterday.

It has been ascertained 
that the final meeting of the conspirators 
took place at Cette, and that Cesario 
Santo was there chosen by lot to commit 
the actual murder. The arrest of Santo’s 
accomplices is expected hourly. 

An anarchist named Pie has been ar- 
rested at Chalona. Two days prior to 
the murder of President Carnot he stated 
that the president would either be de- 
stroyed by a bomb or stabbed to death 
during his visit to Lyons. Pie, at the 
last general election, contested a seat in 
the chamber of deputies against M. Bour- 
geois.
